The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  order,  examined  the  representatives  and  declared 
them  duly  qualified  ;  whereupon,  by  further  order,  he  proclaimed  the  Grand 
Lodge  opened  for  businees. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain,  Bre.  J.  W.  Venable,  of  Keutucky,  now 
addressed  the  Throne  of  Grace,  as  follows :

Almighty  God,  our  Creator  and  Preserver,  we  come  before  Thee  with  grate¬ 
ful  hearts  for  the  many  blessings  bestowed  upon  us.  We  thank  Thee  for  Thy 
watchful  care  in  our  recent  journeyings  from  all  parts  of  the  land,  for  bringing 
us  in  safety  to  our  destination,  and  permitting  us  to  meet  again  in  fraternal  love. 
Let  Thy  Spirit  be  witli  this  assemblage  of  brethren,  and  so  govern  us  in  our 
present  work  as  to  promote  Thy  glory,  and  advance  the  interests  of  our  benevo¬ 
lent  Order.  Pardon  our  manifold  sins,  and  preserve  us  from  bitterness  and 
prejudice,  from  malice  and  all  uncharitableness;  and  grant  that  this  session 
may  prove  a  memorable  one  in  the  annals  of  our  Fraternity.  We  pray  Thee, 
O,  Father,  to  succor,  help  and  comfort  all  who  are  in  danger,  necessity  and 
tribulation  ;  defend  and  provide  for  the  widows  and  orphans,  and  all  who  are 
desolate  and  oppressed.  Forgive  our  enemies,  persecutors  and  slanderers,  and 
turn  their  hearts.  Look  with  favor  upon  our  great  brotherhood,  and  so  bless 
eur  efforts  in  the  cause  of  humanity  that  in  due  time  all  nations  may  be 
gathered  under  the  banner  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  Hear  our  prayers, 
O,  Lord,  and  answer  them  as  shall  be  most  expedient  for  us.  And  to  Thy 
name  be  ascribed  the  honor  and  glory  for  ever.  Amen. 

On  motion  of  Representative  Banders,  of  New  York,  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  session  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  same  were  approved 
as  printed.

Ridgely  to  say,  that  as  it  requires  so  great  a  length 
of  time  to  communicate  with  me,  and  the  mails  are  so  uncertain,  that  he 
had  better  forward  all  important  business  requiring  prompt  attention,  to 
you,  for  action,  asking  you  to  keep  a  record  of  it,  and  make  report  to  me, 
which  report  shall  be  published  with  my  own,  over  your  signature.  I 
regret  to  have  to  put  you  to  this  trouble,  but  it  seems  unavoidable. 
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I  bear  from  all  sides  that  you  won  many  good  opinions,  which  gratified 
me  very  much  indeed;  and  1  trust,  my  dear  brother,  they  may  continue  to 
fall  upon  you  from  all  quarters,  not  only  in  Odd  Fellowship,  but  in  every 
other  walk  of  life.  J 

I  thank  you  for  your  kind  assistance  and  remembrance  of  me,  and  rest 
assured  I  shall  appreciate  both. 

I  should  like  to  write  you  a  long  letter,  but  my  head  is  very  weak,  and  it. 
it  seems  to  hurt  me  to  read  or  write  much.  Shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you 
as  often  as  you  may  find  leisure.

My  Dear  Brother  Durham  . 

Your  esteemed  favor  arrived  by  the  last  mail.  1  had  previously  written 
you  under  date  of  May  80th,  informing  you  of  my  inability  to  be  present  at 
the  next  session.  1  can  assure  you  the  deprivation  of  this  pleasure,  so  long 
anticipated,  will  be  a  most  serious  one  to  me,  but  it  seems  unavoidable. 
My  health  has  been  miserably  poor  for  the  past  nine  months,  and  I  have  all 
along  feared  that  this  consideration  alone  would  prevent  my  coming.  In 
addition, however,  there  is  now  superadded  the  duties  of  Arbiter  in  the  Peru- 
Cliile  question,  which  I  now  fear  will  he  very  onerous  aud  absorbing  for  at 
least  a  year.  I  have  already  expressed  myself  fully  to  you  in  my  previous 
letter,  and  need  hardly  repeat  what  1  have  therein  expressed — that  my  ab¬ 
sence  at  the  next  session,  though  it  will  be  a  source  of  disappointment  to 
my  friends,  will  fall  heaviest  in  regret  upon  myself.  But  one  consideration  in 
the  whole  matter  relieves  me,  and  that  is  that  no  interest  of  the  Order  what¬ 
ever  can  suffer  by  my  absence.  Your  own  rare  ability  will  more  than  com¬ 
pensate  for  any  loss  accruing  from  my  being  far  away. 

I  have  sent  two  copies  of  my  report  to  brother  Ridgely,  both  of  which  I 
suppose  have  reached  him  ere  this.  I  have  requested  brother  R.  to  print 
your  report  in  connexion  with  mine. 

I  hope,  my  dear  friend  and  brother,  that  you  may  have  a  most  pleasant 
and  profitable  session,  conducive  to  the  interests  of  this  great  Brotherhood. 
Believe  me,  I  shall  look  for  the  earliest  reports  with  much  impatience  and 
solicitude.

It  may  be  perceived  from  an  examination  of  the  foregoing  tabular  state¬ 
ment,  that  the  gross  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  31st  of  August, 
1874,  were  $46,039.44.  Deduct  from  this  the  item  of  $199.40,  which  appears 
in  the  foregoing  statement,  and  it  will  show  that  the  revenue  proper  for  the 
year,  was  $45,840.04  to  wit :  From  Grand  Secretary,  for  supplies  and  represen¬ 
tative  tax,  $44  256.34 ;  from  interest  on  United  States  Bonds,  $1,583.70.  This 
is  $5,574  less  than  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  ypar  for  1873.  This  decrease  may 
be  attributed  to  the  deductions  on  bills  made  against  Grand  bodies,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  credit  given  to  them  for  old  rituals  returned,  and  to  the  fact 
that  the  accounts  for  1874  were  closed  on  the  31st  day  of  August,  while,  in 
1873,  they  remained  open  until  the  16th  dav  of  September,  or  the  second 
day  after  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  1873,  was  convened. 

The  gross  expenditures  for  the  year,  as  appears  by  the.  tabular  statement, 
was  $51,323.54,  deducting  therefrom  the  sum  of  $i99  40  referred  to  above, 
and  it  will  show  that  the  expenses  proper  were  $51,124.14. 

All  the  billsagainst  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  paid,  and,  therefore,  the 
reasoning!  have  adopted  in  my  review  of  the  receipts  in  reference  to  the 
time  of  closing  the  accounts  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  will  not  apply  to  the 
disbursement  side  of  the  question.  The  increase  of  the  expenses  over 
those  of  last  year  has  in  the  main,  been  caused  by  the  amount  of  printing 
work  executed  in  furnishing  the  new  rituals  for  subordinate  bodies  and  the 
binding  of  a  large  number  of  Journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  author¬ 
izing  me.  in  the  contingency  of  a  necessity  therefor,  to  dispose  of  such  por¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States  Bonds  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  might  he 
necessary.  I  did  not  dispose  of  any  of  these  bonds  during  the  year,  al¬ 
though  the  Treasury  account  was  at  times  overdrawn. 

The  balance  that  will  be  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  not,  at  the 
close  of  the  present  session,  be  equal  to  the  balance  remaining  at  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  session  of  1873;  it  may,  therefore,  become  necessary  to  dispose 
of  a  portion  of  the  bonds  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and,  therefore,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  authority  be  given  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer  to  sell  a  portion  of  the  bonds,  if  it  should  become  necessary,  to 
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pay  accruing  liabilites  in  advance  of  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury.  The 
major  portion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  incurred  in  the  three 
first  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  while  more  than  a  moiety  ot  the  annual  rev¬ 
enue  is  received  within  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.

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The  Historiographer  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  History  : 

To  the  Rigid  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  undersigned,  Historiographer,  respectfully  reports. 

Immediately  alter  the  Revised  Journal  of  the  last  session  was  out  of  press 
and  in  process  of  distribution,  I  turned  my  attention  to  this  service,  desirous 
the  more  to  testily  my  willingness  to  conform,  at  all  times  and  in  all  things,  to 
the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  than  Irom  auy  confidence  in  my  ability  to  level 
up  to  what  I  regarded  as  the  true  qualification  for  so  responsible  a  position. 
Under  the  conviction  that  time  should  be  husbanded  so  far,  at  least  as 
the  transactions  and  events  of  the  first  and  second  decades  of  the  Order 
were  involved,  I  commenced  my  labors  in  that  direction.  The  Grand 
Lodge  having,  at  the  instance  ot  the  Committee  on  the  History,  expressed 
its  wish  to  acquire  the  manuscript  of  the  late  brother  Kennedy,  Last  Grand 
Sire,  understood  to  embrace  the  annals  of  the  first  decade,  1  addressed  a 
letter  to  his  widow,  Mrs.  Agnes  Kennedy,  on  that  subject.  Through  the 
instrumentality  of  brother  John  Medole,  Grand  Representative,  these  val¬ 
uable  papers  were  placed  in  my  possession  at  an  early  day,  by  Mrs.  Ken¬ 
nedy,  together  with  several  packages  of  letters,  documents  and  memo¬ 
randa,  relating  to  eariy  Odd  Fellowsmp,  which  had  been  accumulated  and 
carefully  preserved  by  her  lamented  husband  during  his  long  and  useful 
life.  Brother  Kennedy’s  work  embraced  the  entire  hist  decade,  covering 
over  four  hundred  pages  of  legal  cap,  including  a  voluminous  reference  to 
“Pre-historic  Odd  Fellowship.”  Having  myselt  a  large  collection  of  material 
relating  to  the  same  period,  I  caused  it  to  be  arranged  and  appropriately 
filed.  Upon  a  careful  reading  of  brother  Kennedy’s  elaborate  paper,  I  did 
not  consider  it  ready  for  the  press.  Its  acquisition,  however,  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  is  invaluable  as  material,  most  ot  which  would 
doubtless  have  perished  but  for  his  patient  and  tireless  research.  Inasmuch 
as  but,  a  siugle  copy  existed,  and  there  was  possible  danger  of  its  loss,  my  first 
intention  was  to  have  a  duplicate  made,  aud  to  have  the  oiigmal  deposited 
in  the  fire-proof  safe,  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary.  Upon  further  reflection,  I  concluded  to  came  a  thorough 
digest  of  the  manuscript  to  be  prepaied,  so  as  to  extract  us  substantive  con¬ 
tents,  and  to  arrange  the  same  under  appropiiate  heads  for  examination  and 
reference.  This  was  a  work  of  considerable  labor,  but  was  properly  ac¬ 
complished,  and  the  whole  massive  record  was  thus  condensed  into  a  con¬ 
venient  form  for  ready  use. 

Considei  ing  the  material  for  the  first,  and  possibly  for  the  second  decade, 
in  hand  abuudant,  I  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  the  several  jurisdic¬ 
tions  of  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Lhsuict  of 
Columbia,  and  New  Jersey,  inviting  the  co-operation  of  these  Grand  Bodies, 
in  view  of  their  intimate  relation  10  the  Order  during  its  first  decade,  and 
their  consequent  special  interest  in  the  proper  presentation  ot  their  respec¬ 
tive  labors  in  that  early  field.  This  step  appeared  to  me  to  be  invited,  if 
not  demanded,  by  the  grave  responsibility,  not  only  of  the  Historiographer, 
but  also  of  the  Grand  Lodge  itself,  in  venturing  to  place  before  tne  broth¬ 
erhood  and  the  world,  a  record  of  important  events  and  incidents  con¬ 
nected  with  a  great  organization,  in  the  preparation  of  which  the  prin¬ 
cipal  actors  and  their  immediate  representatives  had  uo  part,  aud  for  the  re¬ 
liability  of  which  they  were  in  no  degree  committed.  Besides  the  equally 
important  consideration  was  apparent,  that  the  sanction  aud  endorsement  of 
the  work  by  these  jurisdictions  would  be  a  column  of  strong  support — would 
pledge  each  to  a  just  appreciation  of  its  great  stake  in  the  enterprise,  and 
awaken  the  proper  pride  of  each  to  occupy  its  true  position  as  co  laborers 
in  so  grand  a  cause.  In  these  local  fields  there  was  obviously  a  large 
amount  of  valuable  lrstoric  material  to  be  gleaned,  not  uvailaole  in  the 
national  annals,  consisting  of  traditions  concerning  the  introduction  of  the 
Order  al  different  points,  contemporaneous  narratives,  biographical  remin- 
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iscences  of  pioneer  brethren,  accounts  of  public  festivals  and  celebrations, 
of  trials  undergone  and  conquered,  especially  of  conflicts  with  adverse  pub* 
lie  opinion,  and  of  a  variety  of  detail  touching  the  gradual  development  of 
our  system.  To  this  letter  favorable  responses  were  received  and  appoint¬ 
ments  were  generally  made  of  State  Historiographers,  each  of  whom  have 
placed  themselves  in  correspondence  with  the  undersigned.  Several  of 
these  brethren  are  already  at  work,  zealously  engaged  in  collecting  and 
arranging  material  preparatory  to  a  more  formal  embodiment  of  their  labors. 
Maryland,  I  regret  to  observe  by  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State,  having  received  no  olher  information  iu  reply  to  my 
circular,  declined  to  appoint,  satisfied  that  its  fame  in  that  regard  would  be 
fully  cared  for  by  the  National  Historiographer.  This  view  of  the  situa¬ 
tion,  however  complimentary  to  the  undersigned  and  grateful  to  his  feel¬ 
ings,  was  not  responsive  to  the  desig-n  of  the  circular  w  hich  contemplated, 
besides  the  collection  of  further  statistics  and  data  touching  the  continued  ca¬ 
reer  of  the  Order,  also  the  union  of  the  original  states  in  Odd  Fellowship  in 
harmonious  co-operation  as  to  their  relative  positions  in  the  several  ele¬ 
mentary  steps  adopted  in  the  organization  of  the  Order,  so  that  possible 
conflicts  might  be  avoided.  Upon  learning  more  intelligently  the  purpose 
in  view,  Maryland  will  unquestionably  appoint  its  respresentative. 

Having  in  view  the  same  object  in  connection  with  the  continuance  of 
the  work  beyond  the  first  decade,  this  circular  was  also  addressed  to  all  other 
jurisdictions  of  Odd  Fellows  affiliated  wdth  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  from  many  of  which  the  most  flattering  responses  have  been 
returned.  A  list  of  all  the  Historiographers  appointed,  is  herewith  ap¬ 
pended. 

I  now  proposed  to  invite  to  my  aid  one  or  more  of  the  many  accom¬ 
plished  scholars  in  the  Order,  and  to  produce  through  this  agency,  during 
the  year,  volume  one  of  the  History  of  Odd  Fellowship,  to  embrace  the 
first  decade;  a  plan  of  work  in  contormity  to  the  comprehensive  idea  of 
the  committee,  specially  detailed  in  their  report,  was  prepared  and  submit¬ 
ted  with  accompanying  letters  to  the  following  brethren,  viz:  John  F. 
Morse,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  California ; 
Henry  F.  Garey,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  Mary¬ 
land  ;  E.  H.  Chapin,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative, 
New  York.  My  views  were  given  at  length  on  the  subject,  the  chtmicter 
and  abundance  of  the  material  wrere  detailed,  and  the  co-operation  of  these 
able  writers  was  earnestly  invited.  Although  not  authorized  to  do  so  by  law, 

I  ventured  also  to  assure  these  brethren  that  adequate  and  generous  com¬ 
pensation  might  be  relied  upon.  My  communication  was  met  with  cor¬ 
dial  respect,  but  each  of  these  distinguished  gentlemen  was  constrained  to 
decline  on  account  of  pressing  public  duties — the  first  being  a  physician 
of  large  practice,  the  second,  a  judge  whose  time  was  wholly  absorbed  in 
the  discharge  of  high  official  duties,  and  the  third,  an  eminent  clergyman, 
editor  of  a  religious  paper  and  a  public  lecturer.  Not  entirely  discour¬ 
aged  by  this  serious  disappointment,  I  concluded  to  enter  upon  the  work 
myself,  notwithstanding  my  advanced  years  and  greatly  impaired  health. 

A  communication  was  addressed  to  Corresponding  Secretary  Wm.  Rat¬ 
cliff,  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  England,  informing  him  of  this  purpose, 
and  soliciting  from  him  such  information,  if  any,  which  the  archives  of  the 
Order  in  that  country  might  supply,  as  to  the  real  source  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  A  similai  effort  had  been  made  by  the  Grand  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  under  an  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  the  United  States,  in  1840,  ad¬ 
dressed  to  his  brother  Henry  Ratcliff,  then  Corresponding  Secretary,  which 
elicited  the  fabulous  narrative  incorporated  in  the  old  Encampment  work. 

I  was  aware,  at  this  writing,  that  a  prominent  brother,  residing  at  Plymouth, 
England,  James  Spry,  Past  Prov.  Grand  Secretary,  had  recently  published 
a  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  that  country,  w’hich  I  had  read.  This  au¬ 
thor,  while  he  ignored  the  Roman  origin,  had  nevertheless  indulged  in  a 
claim  to  antiquity  for  the  Order,  which,  although  ingenious,  was  "not  less 
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original  than  Hie  legend  rejected.  Accordingly,  in  mv  letter  to  Correspond* 
ing  Secretary  R  Ucliff,  I  respectfully  declined  this  new  theory,  and  pressed 
for  a  matter  of  fact  narrative.  My  object  was  to  lay  a  firm  loundation,  so 
that  such  superstructure  as  might  be  budded  thereon,  should  honestly  re¬ 
flect  the  original  builders,  and  the  intrinsic  worth  and  excellence  of  the 
work  itself,  con  Pasted  with  the  resources  and  materials  out  of  which  con¬ 
structed,  would  fully  appear.  Thus  Odd  Fellowship,  as  it  is  recognized  under 
this  jurisdiction,  would  stand  upon  its  distinctive  character  from  all 
other  kindred  organizations,  freed  from  myth  as  to  its  origin,  and  based 
upon  truth,  one  of  its  cardinal  elements. 

Brother  Ratcliff' received  my  letter,  and  at  once  transmitted  it  to  brother 
James  Spry  for  answer,  who  kindly  responded.  This  correspondence  be¬ 
came  mutually  agreeable,  and  was  continued  at  considerable  length.  Asa 
result,  brother  Spry  supplied  me  with  a  theory  of  the  souice  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  England,  which  is,  beyond  all  doubt,  the  true  one.  I  acknowl¬ 
edge,  with  sincere  respect,  the  fraternal  kinduess  of  this  worthy  brother, 
not  only  i„  the  matter  of  the  interesting  correspondence  referred  to,  but 
also  for  presentations  of  copies  of  several  of  his  works  relating  to  proposed 
reforms  in  the  Order  in  England,  and  for  a  copy  of  vol.  viii.  Eugl  sh  Maga¬ 
zine, 'containing  many  valuable  papers  touching  its  origin .  These  works  have 
been  placed  in  the  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  Let¬ 
ters  were  also  addressed  to  several  prominent  brethren,  known  to  be  spe¬ 
cially  interested  in  the  subject  of  early  Odd  Fellowship,  requesting  their 
aid  in  collecting  material.  Among  others,  ro  Past  Grand  Representatives 
Porter  and  Ford,  and  brother  Ellison,  Past  Grand  Sire,  of  Massachusetts, 
to  brother  Nicholson  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Stokes,  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  brother  Veitch,  Past  Grand  Sire  of  Missouri,  McQmddy.Past  Grand 
Representative  of  Indiana,  and  Samuel  L.  Miller,  Past  Grau  of  Illinois, 
formerly  of  Maryland, 

A  graphic  account  from  the  pen  of  Bro,  E.  H.  Chapin,  Past  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  of  the  grand  celebration  in  Boston,  on  the  occasion  of  the  revival  of  the 
Order  in  Massachusetts,  June  19,1845,  was  presented  by  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  W.  E.  Ford,  of  Boston;  and  Bro.  Samuel  L.  Miller  has  supplied  a 
detail  of  his  personal  reminiscences  connected  with  the  introuuciion  of  the 
Order  by  him  into  Missouri  and  Illinois.  I  entered  upon  the  work  actively 
in  Jamaary,  1874.  During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March, 
very  considerable  progress  had  been  accomplished,  when  I  was  struck  down 
by  severe  illness.  I  labored  on,  nevertheless,  occasionally,  until  my  health 
entirely  gave  way,  and  all  further  labor  of  body  and  mind  succumbed  to 
stern  necessity.  Although  incapable  of  further  effort,  and  forbidden  even 
to  think  on  the  subject,  the  prohibition  was  idle  and  impossible.  Thought 
was  busy  lor  many  loug  weary  days  and  nights,  and  its  fruits  I  beg  very 
respectfully  to  submit. 

The  Grand  Lolge  has  embarked  in  a  great  enterprise — great  as  regards 
the  subject,  greater  considering  the  interests  involved,  and  decidedly  greatest 
in  the  effects  lo  flow  from  its  success  or  otherwise.  Few  persons  have  given 
to  this  task  the  grave  consideration  which  it  deserves  Those  who  have  in¬ 
telligently  examined  it,  have  doubtless  realized  its  magnitude,  whilst  the 
many  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  special  character  and  quality  of  mind 
which  it  exacts,  and  v\  ho  estimate  brain  labor  from  ordinary  stand-points, 
have  no  just  conception  of  the  proposed  work.  To  appreciate  this  under¬ 
taking  as  ii  deserves,  the  Grand  Lodge  must  rise  to  its  level,  which  is  far 
higher  than  many  suppose.  It  is  a  very  easy  thing  to  talk  about  writing 
history.  Altitudes  seen  at  remote  distances,  and  by  imperfect  observation, 
often  appear  easily  attainable:  when  the  approach  is  atiempted,  the  adven¬ 
turer  discovers  that  the  summit  recedes,  and  that  his  imperltc  vision  has 
deluded  him.  Such  has  been  my  experience  as  Historiographer,  aud  such, 
I  doubt  not,  will  he  that  of  all  others  who  may  follow  me  The  more  I 
have  labored,  i  lie  greater  has  the  difficulty  been  made  manifest.  The  alti¬ 
tude  has  not  only  receded,  but  its  very  grandeur  and  the  momentous  reepon- 
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sibility  which  is  inseparable  from  it,  seemed  to  dazzle  the  vision  and  to  hin¬ 
der  progress.  The  book  must  be  written  with  the  same  spirit,  the  same  fer¬ 
vor,  the  same  energy  which  animated  the  heroic  men  who  founded  Odd 
Fellowship  and  guided  its  early  fortunes, — it  must  utter  a  voice  responsive 
to  the  genius  and  mental  power  of  their  descendants,  who  have  so  grandly 
developed  the  system;  it  must  find,  also  a  responsive  echo  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  Brotherhood.  The  issue  is,  therefore,  at  once  grave  and  peril¬ 
ous,  so  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  were  better  to  rest  upon  our  present  fame 
than  to  venture  higher  indeliberately  and  without  instrumentalities  adequate 
to  the  end. 

Everything  in  this  exigency  depends  upon  the  skill  and  genius  of  the  ar¬ 
tists  :  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  material  alike  abound.  The  theme  to 
be  utilized  concerns  not  merely  the  career  of  our  Order  in  the  mission  al¬ 
ready  accomplished,  but  contempl-tes  also  the  lessons  of  wisdom,  of  prac¬ 
tical  utility  imparted  by  its  ministrations,  as  a  law  of  instruction  and  bene¬ 
ficent  influence,  and  the  natural  and  inevitableresults  to  follow  in  the  long  dis¬ 
tant  future,  as  its  principles  shall  become  more  and  more  fully  exemplified, 
and  its  instrumentalities  for  those  practical  effects  shall  be  better  adapted  to 
the  end — so  that  this  generation  maybe  enlightened  as  to  the  moral  heritage 
which  it  enjoys,  and  may  enter  into  and  appreciate  the  life  long  labors  of  the 
fathers;  so  that  our  descendants  may  look  upon  their  and  our  work  with 
admiration  and  gratitude,  and  bear  it  on  to  their  successors  as  among  the 
noblest  benefactions  of  the  age;  so  that  the  outside  world  may  see  and  know 
the  value  to  society  at  large  of  an  Institution  which  is  an  emanation  directly 
from  and  for  the  masses ;  which  assumes,  expounds,  vindicates  and  exacts 
the  instinctive  rights  of  man  ;  which  encourages  and  exalts  virtue,  and  “  con¬ 
demns  vice  in  all  its  forms ;”  which  lends  a  moral  support  to  law  and  order, 
and  to  the  government  under  which  it  dwells  a  just  respect:  so  that  thus 
informed,  error  and  prejudice  may  disappear,  and  a  healthy  public  sentiment 
be  educated  and  enlisted  in  its  stead.  Nor  is  the  manner  and  style  of  this 
presentation  less  deserving  of  attention  than  the  matter.  History  is  no  ordinary 
literary  field.  Every  writer  of  any  celebrity  who  has  ventured  upon  it,  has 
made  the  discovery.  It  is  not  simply  the  massiveness  of  the  labor,  the  en¬ 
during  patience  of  research,  the  examination  and  re-examination  and  ana¬ 
lysis  'which  it  demands,  and  their  constant  mental  strain,  but  it  is  also  the 
faculty  of  arranging,  adjusting  and  applying  the  material,  that  truth  may  ap¬ 
pear  so  interestingly  apparelled  as  to  challenge  a  just  admiration.  In  fact  no 
branch  of  learning  or  scholarship  requires  greater  combination  of  talent  or 
larger  grasp  of  intellectual  mechanism  to  properly  produce  and  aptly  utilize 
historic  material.  Its  character  has  also  undergone  great  change.  The 
ponderous  authors  of  the  past  have  been  greatly  surpassed  by  modern  histo¬ 
rians,  who  have  presented  the  same  record  with  equal  fidelity,  yet  so  min¬ 
gled  and  interwoven  with  science,  philosophy,  biography,  scholastic  elegance 
and  logical  commentary,  that  although  the  same  nations, kingdoms,  and  peo¬ 
ples  are  spoken  of,  the  same  illustrious  men,  incidents  and  transactions  de¬ 
scribed,  and  the  same  progress  of  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature 
discussed,  yet  the  interest  is  inconceivably  heightened  in  the  narrative  of  the 
latter.  Tne  reading  of  history  thus  constructed,  is  entered  upon  and  con¬ 
tinued  however  voluminous,  with  the  particular  zest  which  invites  to  ro¬ 
mance,  and  the  attention  is  fastened  with  that  wrapt  interest  which  prevails 
in  beholding  a  masterpiece  of  art.  Such  is  emphatically  the  historic  idea 
and  taste  of  our  day,  which  is  active,  searching  and  penetrating,  demanding 
life  everywhere,  and  in  everything,  not  only  observing  events,  and  crit¬ 
ically  surveying  their  surface,  but  analyzing  and  probing  them  to  their  depths 
for  theevolvment  of  whatever  philosophy,  if  any,  they  may  embody.  The 
notion  of  history  as  a  mere  chronological  array  of  facts  and  events,  and  their 
causes,  with  the  simple  appearance  and  disappearance  of  the  figures,  as  they 
shift  in  the  drama,  belongs  to  the  dead  past.  Such  a  barren  conception 
ignores  its  vital  elements  and  their  generating  causes,  out  of  which  is  often 
evolved  the  very  life  of  the  story  and  its  provocative  influence.  Biography, 
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for  example,  is  eminently  the  soul  of  history.  The  writer,  out  ot  whose  crea¬ 
tive  brain  is  formed  the  just  character  of  an  illustrious  man,  and  whose 
genius  happily  photographs  it,  has  already  entered  into  the  life  of  his  subject 
and  eliminated  its  power  by  probing  the  thoughts  of  the  master-mind,  and 
tracing  their  processes  to  development.  Thus,  with  our  first  decade,  however 
instructive  the  bare  facts,  figures  and  general  detail  of  early  Odd  Fellowship, 
they  constitute  only  the  warp,  their  proper  embodiment,  arrangement, 
adaptation,  and  conformation  to  popular  taste  and  judgment  form  the  his¬ 
toric  woof  of  which  combined,  Wildy, Welch  and  Entwisle,  and  their  cotempo¬ 
raries  in  Massachusetts,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  are  the  grand  tableaux. 
Other  not  less  valuable  gifts  of  mind,  equally  technical  and  artistic,  emi¬ 
nently  adapt  men  for  successful  narrative,  especially  in  the  description  of 
countries,  peoples,  manners,  customs  and  institutions,  and  the  proper  philoso¬ 
phies  which  arise  out  of  their  experience  and  observation.  This  truth 
has  been  most  forcibly  illustrated  by  the  splendid  intellectual  productions 
which  the  enterprise  of  the  American  press  has  brought  out,  and  of  the 
advantage  which  it  and  the  public  have  derived  from  the  pecs  of  accom¬ 
plished  newspaper  correspondents. 

With  these  reflections  pressing  upon  me,  I  hesitate  as  to  what  recommen¬ 
dation  it  becomes  me  to  make  in  the  premises.  First,  however,  it  is  my 
sad  duty  to  apprise  the  Lodge  that  my  greatly  impaired  health  forbids 
my  attempting  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Historiographer.  I  am  com¬ 
pelled  accordingly  to  surrender,  with  my  grateful  acknowledgements,  the 
very  important  and  responsible  position  which  your  generous  confidence 
assigned  to  me  at  the  last  session.  Stricken  down  by  severe  illness  in  the 
midst  of  my  labors,  my  recovery  has  been  slow  and  full  of  admonition. 
This  instruction  is  peremptory  against  my  return  to  continuous  intellectual 
occupation,  and  demands  prolonged  rest.  1  was  strong  in  the  hope,  that 
with  the  aid  afforded  me  in  the  office  of  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec- 
crctary,  that  I  would  he  enabled  to  systematize  my  time,  so  as  to  permit  am¬ 
ple  opportunity  for  graduating  labor,  and  that  a  few  hours  per  day  on  the 
History  would  only  operate  as  a  salutary  change.  But  a  little  experience 
soon  dissipated  this  plausible  theory.  The  intense  interest  which  congenial 
mental  occupation  awakens,  disdains  forms:  the  willing  spirit  in  propitious 
mood  is  deaf  to  restraint,  however  imperative  its  voice  and  perilous  the 
consequence  to  the  weary  and  exhausted  body.  With  returning  health,  I 
may  be  able  to  resume  work,  and  to  conclude,  with  the  aid  of  au  assistant, 
the  first  decade.  In  such  event,  nothing  would  afford  me  greater  pleasure, 
nevertheless,  ample  provision  should  be  made  for  the  contrary  contingency. 

Second,  whilst  the  design  to  have  the  history  of  the  Order  written  is  em¬ 
inently  wise,  the  step  should  be  well  matured,  and  its  magnitude  thoroughly 
comprehended.  A  book  is  only  a  success  accordingly  as  it  possesses  in¬ 
trinsic  merit.  Such  merit  depends  upon  the  ability  ol  the  author,  upon  the 
subject,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  material.  Such  ability  justly  de¬ 
mands  a  liberal  reward.  The  cost  of  printing,  binding,  etc.,  involves  a  large 
outlay  ;  reimbursement  depends  upon  the  sale  of  the  book.  The  whole  is  a 
speculation,  which  may  or  may  not  prove  advantageous.  Looking  to  first 
expenses  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  question  arises,  will  it  be 
wise  for  it  to  make  such  a  venture?  The  enquiry  must  he  deliberately  ex¬ 
amined. 

Third,  a  history  of  Odd  Fellowship,  worthy  of  the  Order,  is  like  every 
other  work,  attainable  by  a  proper  return  for  the  labor  and  skill  employed 
in  its  production,  to  which  end  the  widest  field  of  emulation  should  be 
opened,  a  liberal  premium  should  be  offered  for  the  best  work,  to  be  con¬ 
structed  out  of  the  material  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Historiographer,  in 
the  library  and  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and 
which  may  be  obtained  from  other  reliable  sources.  Such  premium  should 
consist  of  a  given  sum  of  money,  or  of  the  copyright,  subject  to  a  royalty 
per  volume.  From  abundant  caution,  the  history  of  the  first  decade  only 
should  be  now  entered  upon,  to  be  confided  to  the  several  Historiographers 
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named  by  the  six  original  jurisdictions  comprising  the  Order  during  that 
period,  to  which  the  Historiographer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  should  be  added.  This  commission  should  be  authorized  to  adopt 
such  measures  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  best  adapted  to  accomplish  the  ob¬ 
ject  in  conformity  to  the  standard  of  work  contemplated  in  this  report. 
The  said  commission  should  enquire  into  and  report,  at  the  next  session,  the 
probable  cost  of  printing  said  work  per  one  thousand  (1,000)  copies,  from  elec¬ 
trotype  plates,  and  whether  it  would  be  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  publish  the  work,  or  to  sell  the  copyright  to  a  responsi¬ 
ble  publisher.  A  reasonable  sum  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  said 
commission,  to  enable  it  adequately  to  execute  the  office :  the  work 
should  be  performed  during  the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  reported 
in  manuscript  to  the  next  session. 

The  reasons  which  have  influenced  this  conclusion  may  be  briefly  sta¬ 
ted.  The  responsibility  devolved  upon  the  Histonogropher,  underexisting 
legislation,  is  full  of  peril  alike  to  him  and  to  the  enterprise.  With  all  dili¬ 
gence  on  his  part,  and  the  best  efforts  of  which  he  may  be  capable,  he  can¬ 
not  hope  to  avoid  errors  of  omission  or  commission.  Decided  misrepre¬ 
sentations  or  misapplications  of  salient  points,  or  important  omissions  may 
be  made,  connected  with  the  local  progress  Such  experience  is  not  at  all 
improbable.  Especially  will  this  be  the  case  in  the  narrative  touching  the 
origin  and  history  of  the  first  decade.  The  four  original  jurisdictions  which 
Wiidey  and  his  co-laborers  brought  together  as  the  nucleus  of  our  Federal 
system,  occupy  the  same  relation  to  it  as  did  the  thirteen  colonies  to  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Union,  and  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  each  will  feel  peculiar  interest 
in  the  vindication  of  their  respective  contributions  to  early  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  So  far  as  their  connection  with  the  Federal  system,  formed  in  1825  at 
Baltimore,  is  involved,  the  national  record  speaks  intelligently  and  in 
detail,  but  in  relation  to  the  many  incidents  inseparable  from  the  original 
organization  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Maryland,  of  Massachusetts 
Lodge  No.  1,  of  Massachusetts,  Columbia  Lodge  No.  1,  of  New  York, 
and  Pennsylvania  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Pennsylvania — their  respective  careers, 
as  independent  bodies,  and  the  means  employed  which  gravitated  them  to 
a  union,  there  is  by  no  means  harmony  of  sentiment,  and  difficulties,  if  not 
conflicts,  exist,  which  are  to  be  adjusted.  These  are  topics  at  once  delicate 
and  interesting,  and  should  not  be  committed  to  history  without  tie  pre¬ 
vious  knowledge,  consent  and  co-operation  of  all  the  parties  concerned. 
Nothing  would  render  the  work  a  more  certain  failure  than  the  absence  of 
approval  of  one  or  more  of  these  original  jurisdictions.  The  appropria¬ 
tion  made  at  the  last  session  was  placed  at  the  disposition  of  the  Historio¬ 
grapher,  which  has  been  in  part  used  under  that  authority.  The  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Agnes  Kennedy,  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  compliment  for  the  voluminous  manuscript 
of  her  deceased  husband.  The  presentation  was  made  through  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  John  Medole,  of  New  York,  to  Mrs.  Kennedy  in  person,  whose 
acknowledgment  therefor,  and  correspondence  accompanying,  is  herewith 
submitted.  Five  hundred  dollars  was  also  applied  to  the  use  of  the  Histo¬ 
riographer,  for  which  his  receipt  was  passed  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  time  of  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  to  meet 
at  9  A.  m.,  take  a  recess  from  1  p.  m.  to  3  p.  m.  and  adjourn  at  5  p.  m. 

Rep.  Pond,  of  Connecticut,  moved  to  amend,  by  strikiag  out  all  after  the 
word  resolved,  and  insert  the  following: 

That  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m. 
and  from  3  to  5  o’clock  p.  m. 

Rep.  White,  oi  New  York,  raised  the  following  point  of  order: 

That  the  resolution  is  not  in  order,  because  it  conflicts  with  the  second  stand¬ 
ing  resolution,  on  page  5985,  journal  of  1873.

and 

Whereas,  The  inevitable  result  of  such  a  procedure  is  to  cast  the 
applicant  tor  relief  on  the  cold  charity  of  the  world,  the  amounts  to  which 
they  are  legally  entitled  being  insufficient  to  provide  the  necessities  of  life, 
and  prevent  them  from  starvation ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Odd  Fellows  of  Sun  Francisco  cannot  permit  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  our  beloved  Order  to  be  violated  by  refusing  the  necessary,  though 
more  than  legal  amount  of  charity  to  a  brother  in  distress,  thereby  working 
considerable  pecuniary  hardship  and  injustice  to  the  members  of  their  own 
Lodges,  now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  instruct  its  representatives  to  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  secure  such  general  legislation 
as  is  requisite  in  the  premises. 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ordered  to  use  their  efforts  to  procure 
such  legislation  as  will  require  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Order  promptly 
to  meet  their  financial  obligations  to  other  Lodges,  arising  out  ot  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  benefits  to  members,  or  the  widows  and  orphans  ot  members  of 
their  respective  Lodges,  without  regard  to  State  or  local  jurisdiction.

To  the  Worthy  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

Sir  and  Brother — I  am  instructed  by  the  N.  G.  of  Oriental  Lodge  No.  36 
I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Vermont  to  address  the  Master  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  in¬ 
forming  him  that  said  Lodge  (recently  instituted)  hold  their  lodge  meetings  on 
the  Canada  side  of  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
Rock  Island  and  Derby  Line  Village  join  and  are  really  one,  the  boundary 
line  passing  through  the  centre.  There  being  no  convenient  room  in  which

Boundary  lines  may  divide  nations,  but  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship 
can  not  be  so  divided. 

Deeming  the  above  explanation  due  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  the 
earliest  opportunity  has  been  embraced  to  do  so.  Awaiting  your  reply,  L

Resolved,  That  our  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  the  passage 
of  a  Jaw  extending  the  term  of  office  in  subordinate  Lodges  to  twelve  months. 

Resolved,  That  our  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  efforts  to 
effect  such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  communication  of 
the  A.  T.  P.  W.  to  the  N.  G.  of  each  Degree  and  Kebekah  Degree  Lodge. 

Rep.  Pond,  of  Connecticut,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
die  Legislative  Committee : 

Whereas,  The  attention  of  the  Lodges  in  the'different  jurisdictions  is  being 
called  to  the  subject  of  paying  bills  incurred  in  watching  with  the  transient 
sick,  and  some  Grand  Lodges  have  settled  the  question  so  far  as  their  jurisdic¬ 
tions  extend  ;  and, whereas,  expense  bills  are  made  by  Lodges  for  watching  with 
sick  brothers  belonging  to  Lodges  in  other  jurisdictions  than  that  in  which  the 
brother  is  temporarily  residing,  and  oltentnnes  without  the  consent  or  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  sick  brother’s  lodge, — the  effect  being  in  many  instances  to  embar¬ 
rass  weak  Lodges,  requiring  them  to  pay  bills  which  they  did  not  contract ;  and, 
whereas,  reciprocal  relief  is  a  cardinal  principle  in  Odd  Fellowship,  admonish¬ 
ing  us  of  our  obligation  to  aid  a  brother  in  distress,  and  watch  with  him  when 
sick,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  any  and  every  subordinate  Lodge  of  the  order 
to  supply  watchers  when  needed,  to  a  member  of  the  order  in  good  standing, 
who  may  be  sick  or  disabled,  and  under  its  care,  whether  he  is  a  member  of 
that  particular  lodge  or  some  other;  and  every  Lodge  that  prefers  to  employ  a 
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competent  person  as  watcher,  rather  than  that  the  members  discharge  the  duty 
personally,  such  bills  are  legitimate  relief  expenses,  and  should  be  paid  by  the 
Lodge  contracting  them. 

Also  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  same  Committee: 

Whereas,  It  is  obligatory  upon  all  officers  of  subordinate  or  Grand 
Lodges  and  Encampments  to  wear  jewels  appropriate  to  their  rank  in  con¬ 
nection  with  their  regalia  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to 
report  upon  designs  for  three  jewels — one  to  be  worn  by  a  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  one  by  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Patriarch,  and  the  other  by 
a  Degree  Master — the  first  officer  of  a  Degree  Lodge. 

Rep.  Terry,  of  Connecticut,  moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  whenever  a  brother  shall  have  made  a  proper  application 
for  degrees  in  his  Lodge,  the  Lodge  may  open,  for  the  prrpose  of  balloting, 
in  the  highest  degree  applied  for,  and  grant  or  deny  them  all  at  one  ballot, 
unless  there  are  present  members  who  have  not  attained  said  highest  degree, 
but  are  further  advanced  than  the  applicant,  in  which  case  the  Lodge  shall 
first  be  opened  aud  a  ballot  taken  in  a  lower  degree,  so  as  to  afford  every 
such  member  an  opportunity  to  ballot.  But  no  ballot  can  authorize  the 
conferring  of  a  higher  degree  than  that  in  which  the  Lodge  is  open  when 
said  ballot  is  taken. 

Rep.  Foulk.  of  Delaware,  presented  the  memorial  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Delaware,  touching  the  death  of  P.  G.  Sire,  John 
A.  Kennedy. 

Bro.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  presented  the  appeal 
of  F.  D.  Stuart,  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals.

Rep.  Spear,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  respectfully  report  that  the  first 
meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last 
session,  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary, 
Baltimore.  September  20, 1873,  and  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Alex¬ 
ander  L.  Spear,  of  Maryland,  Chairman,  and  Theodore  A.  Ross,  of  New 
Jersey,  Secretary-  The  second  and  third  meetings  were  held  at  Baltimore, 
October  28, 1873,  and  March  31, 1874,  and  the  fourth  at  Atlanta,  September 
19,  1874. 

The  publication  of  the  revised  works,  ordered  at  the  last  session,  required 
a  much  larger  amount  of  printing  to  be  done  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  contracts  have  been  faith¬ 
fully  executed  by  the  several  parties  to  whom  they  were  awarded. 

They  have  furnished  during  the  year  234  Grand  Lodge  books ;  230  Grand 
Encampment  books;  9,111  Encampment  Charge  books;  12,416  Degree 
Charge  books;  232  Degree  Degree  Lodge  Installation  books  ;  9,874  Rebekah 
Degree  books  of  the  revised  editions,  and  have  procured  electrotype  plates 
of  ad  the  above  named  works,  as  well  as  the  German  edidons  of  the  En¬ 
campment,  Degree  and  Rebekah  Degree  books.  Of  the  other  publications, 
the  Grand  Secretary  required  supplies,  which  were  promptly  furnished,  as 
follows : 
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1,040  Charge  books;  518  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  Institution  and  Instal¬ 
lation  books  ;  42,050  Odes;  73,100  Cards;  3,993  Rebekah  Visiting  cards; 
3,500  Dismissal  certificates;  1,987  diplomas;  2,673  bound  volumes  Jour¬ 
nals;  250  Digests.

The  Grand  Lodge  appropriated  $3,500  for  an  edition  of  the  bound  jour¬ 
nals.  Of  this  amount,  3,306  39  was  expended  for  250  copies,  each,  of  vol¬ 
umes  1  to  6,  inclusive ;  1,000  copies  of  volume  7,  and  43  copies  of  odd  vol¬ 
umes  required  to  complete  sets.  The  expenditure  includes  $575  63  for  a 
new  steel  plate,  the  steel  engravings,  alterations  in  plates,  composition  and 
uew  plates  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  for  volume 
1,  new  index  to  volume  5,  title  pages,  “  In  Memoriam  ”  pages,  etc. 

The  following  comparison  of  the  cost  of  the  Revised  Journal  for  the 
years  1871,  1872  and  1873  is  submitted,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  in¬ 
formed  as  to  the  success  of  the  present  arrangement  for  executing  the  print¬ 
ing,  which  has  been  in  operation  two  years: 

Journal  of  1871.  346  pages,  16,000  copies,  forty-six  cents  per  copy. 

Of  1872,  414  pages,  15,000  copies,  forty-three  cents  per  copy. 

Of  1873,  432  pages,  16,333  copies,  thirty-eight  cents  per  copy. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  additional  number  of  pages  in  the  Journal 
of  1873,  it  will  be  found  that  the  Revised  Journal-  of  the  last  session,  if  ex¬ 
ecuted  at  the  same  price  as  that  of  1871,  would  have  cost  about  fifty-eight 
cents  per  copy,  or  $3,000  more  than  the  amount  paid  by  the  committee. 
The  expenses  of  the  committee  for  mileage  and  per  diem  for  the  first  year 
were  $333;  second  year,  $390. 

The  contracts  for  printing  the  Officers  Reports,  Daily  and  Revised  Jour¬ 
nal  for  1874,  and  furnishing  the  paper  required,  have  been  awarded  to  re¬ 
sponsible  parties  on  terms  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  and  all 
the  supplies  furnished  during  the  year  have  been  delivered  at  prices  gen¬ 
erally  much  less  than  has  been  paid  for  similar  work  in  former  jrnars,  so 
that  the  Committee  feel  compelled  to  express  their  opinion  that  the  present 
is  the  correct  method  of  providing  for  the  large  amouut  of  printing  re¬ 
quired,  and  the  experiment  has  been  entirely  successful  in  furnishing  sup¬ 
plies  at  reasonable  prices,  and  without  embarrassment  to  the  office  entrusted 
with  the  reception  and  distribution  of  them. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  the  policy  pursued  at  the  last  session 
has  resulted  disastrously  to  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as,  although 
the  balance  sheet  presented  by  the  Cor.  Secretary,  exhibits  a  small  profit 
on  the  transactions  of  the  year,  when  the  unsettled  claims  are  adjusted,  it 
will  be  found  that  the  receipts  have  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses. 
Your  Committee  concur  in  the  recommendation  cf  the  Grand  Sire  on  the 
subject  of  finances,  as  found  in  his  report,  and  trust  that  suitable  legislation 
in  the  direction  indicated  will  be  had  at  this  session. 
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The  details  of  the  supplies  destroyed  by  order  of  the  Grand  Sire,  will  be 
found  in  the  “Supply  Account”  tables,  accompanying  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary.

Young,  Executrix  of  James  Young,  deceased,  which  he  moved  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  : 

To  the  Honorable  the  It  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  undersigned,  Executrix  of  the  estate  of  James  Young,  deceased, 
respectfully  represents  that  at  the  last  session  of  your  Honorable  Body,  she 
presented  the  claim  of  said  estate  for  printing,  which  wis  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  whose  report  allowed  only  about  one-third  of  the 
same. 

Be  ieving  that  the  committee  did  not  have  proper  information  on  the 
subject,  and  was  not  fully  advised  as  to  its  justice,  she  respectfully  asks  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  will  authorize  a  re-examiuation  of  the  same,  by  referring 
it  to  the  proper  committee. 

Her  hu-band,  in  his  statement  of  his  affairs  to  her  in  the  event  of  his 
death,  informed  her  that  the  two  bills  due  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge  would 
amount  to  $2,500.  The  bill  paid  was  $1,440.  As  executrix,  she  has  paid 
over  $900  more  than  that  for  material  furnished  and  work  in  office  and 
bindery  ;  $150  of  that  amount  was  lost  to  the  estate  by  the  contract  being 
too  low,  showing  a  balance  of  $750  paid  by  her,  the  present  claim.  She 
therefore  asks  that  before  she  is  forced  into  legal  proceedings,  which  she  is 
anxious  to  avoid,  a  proper  settlement  may  be  made  of  the  just  demand.

Durham;  whereupon  the  chair  announced  that  M.  -J.  Durham,  P.  G.  M.,  of 
Kentucky,  was  unanimously  elected  M.  W.  G.  Sire  for  the  ensuing  term 
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The  Lodge  now  proceeded  to  the  election  of  R.  W.  D.  G.  Sire.

The  Lodge  now  proceeded  to  the  election  of  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  following  nomination  was  made: 

By  Rep.  Lamberton,  of  Pennsylvania— Joshua  Vansant,  P.  G.  M.,  of 
Maryland. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Latham,  of  Virginia,  it  was  resolved  that  Rep.  Sanders, 
of  New  York,  cast  the  vote  of  the  Lodge,  which  being  done,  the  tellers  reported 
that  the  whole  vote  had  been  cast  for  Joshua  Vansant,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Mary¬ 
land,  whereupon 

The  M.  W.  G.  Sire  announced  that  Joshua  Vansant,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Mary¬ 
land,  was  unanimously  chosen  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  term. 

The  elections  being  closed,  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the 
question  pending  at  the  time  of  going  into  the  same,  to-wit :  the  motion  to

agreement,  and  that  the  finding  of  such  arbitration  shall  be  final. 

Which  the  Chair  ruled  out  of  order;  the  question  recurred  on  the 
motion  to  refer  the  petition  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  was  resolved 
in  the  affirmative. 

Rep.  Porter,  of  Massachusetts,  presented  the  following  proceeding  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  in  accordance  with  which  he  moved 
the  resolution  attached,  which  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

At  a  session  of  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  in  August,  1874,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed: 

Resolved ,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  instruct  its  Grand  Representatives  to 
the  R.  W.  G  Lodge  of  the  TJ,  8.  to  use  all  the  means  in  their  power  to 
change  the  length  of  the  terms  of  office  in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  from  six 
months  to  one  year 

In  accordance  with  the  above  action  we  present  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  from  and  alter  the  first  of  January,  1876,  the  terms  of 
office,  in  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments,  shall  be  twelve  months,  in¬ 
stead  of  six  months  as  at  present,  and  we  ask  its  reference  to  the  Legislative 
Committee. 

Rep.  Greenleaf,  of  Massachusetts,  moved  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee : 

Resolved ,  That  resolve  No.  4  of  the  form  of  funeral  procession  be  amen¬ 
ded  by  striking  out  the  words  designated  as  No.  6,  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  '‘as  escort  to  the  lodge.” 

Bro.  Ellison,  P.  G.  Sire  from  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

lo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  TJnited  States: 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communications  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary,  and  also  the  report  of  the  R.  W.

throughout  our  country  as  will  give  it  a  proper  and  peimamnt  place,  a 
copy  of  the  Salutatory  Epistle  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire, 
he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

That  so  much  ns  relaies  to  subordina'es  attached  to  adjacent  jurisdictions, 
and  the  Grand  Sire’s  Communication  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  he  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  with  a 
special  refer'  nee  to  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  issuing  of 
Warrants  hy  t he  Grand  Sire,  upon  application  for  Grand  Lodges,  as  in  the 
cases  of  Wyoming  and  Utah. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Historv  of  Odd  Fellowship,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  History  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  order  abroad  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Forein  Relations. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  issuing  of  warrants  during  the  recess  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Petuions. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  committee  on  the  revision  of  the  work, 
and  the  eminent  services  of  Fred  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  in  connection  there¬ 
with,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  decease  of  P.  G.  She  Samuel  H.  Perkins 
be  referred  to  the  P.  G.  Sire  and  Representatives  of  Pennsylvania. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  death  of  John  G.  Potts,  of  Illinois.  P.  D. 
G.  Sire,  be  referred  to  the  representatives  from  that  jurisdiction,  who  will 
announce  his  decease  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  “  Finances,”  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Grand  Sire  that  the  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  be  so  amended  as  to  pro¬ 
hibit  the  adoption  of  any  measure  of  finance,  except  the  same  shall  have 
been  first  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  be  reported  upon 
by  said  committee,  be  referred  to  the  Legisla'ive  Committee.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Master’s  report,  in  reference  to  relief,  beg  leave  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  report : 

That  the  amount  of  relief  paid  by  the  several  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction 
presents  a  very  flattering  history  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Order, 
and  also  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  unbounded  charity  of  the  brother¬ 
hood ;  but,  while  this  is  the  case,  it  is  well  known  by  the  Lodges  of  this 
jurisdiction  that  the  very  large  amount  of  $14,425  has  been  paid  to 
sojourning  sick  brothers  from  Eastern  Lodges,  who  pay  nominal  sick  bene¬ 
fits,  and  who  persistently  refuse  to  pay  the  Lodges  here  the  larger  portion 
of  the.  moneys  expended  for  the  necessary  relief  of  the  brothers.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  for  your  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  and 
they  are  hereby  instructed  and  requested  to  lay  this  subject  before  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  its  next  annual  session,  and  to  use  all 
honorable  means  to  obtain  such  legislation  at  their  hands  as  will  oblige  all 
subordinate  Lodges  to  become  liable  for  all  pecuniary  expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred  by  any7  other  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  care  of  its  members 
when  taken  sick  while  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  Lodge,  including  the  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  in  his  decent  burial,  in  case  of  death  ;  provided ,  the  transient 
brother  be  proved  in  possession  of  a  regular  visiting  card  in  date,  issued  by  the 
Lodge  to  which  he  belongs.

Is  section  1201 — White’s  Digest, — intended  to  apply  to  a  case  wherein  a 
member  may  draw  his  final  card  for  the  declared  purpose  of  establishing  a 
new  lodge,  and  after  having  organized  the  new  lodge,  and  taking  a.  with¬ 
drawal  card  from  it.  he  offers  the  card  for  deposit  in  his  old  1  >dge,  within  a 
specified  time  from  the  date  of  his  withdrawal  therefrom? 

Rep.  Harcourt,  of  Texas,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Rd  ekah  : 

Resolved ,  That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodges,  are  hereafter  autho’  ized  to  admitto  membership,  by  the  vote 
required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  authorizing  them,  female 
applicants  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  provided  they  are  daughters  of  Scar¬ 
let  Degree  members  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  or  daughters  of  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  who  died  iu  good  standing. 

Rep.  Dashiell,  of  Texas,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee: 

Resolved ,  That  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Grand  Body,  to  be  found  on 
page  4834  Journal  of  1872,  on  the  subject  of  Lodge  Work  on  Sunday,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Rep.  Latham,  of  \  irginia,  moved  the  following,  which  was  resolved  in 
the  affirmative  : 

Resolved,  That  during  the  present  session  this  Grand  Lodge  will  meet 
daily  at  nine  o’clock  A.  m.,  and  adjourn  at  two  o’clock  p.  m. 

Also,  the  following,  which,  on  motion  of  Rep.  Simpson,  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five: 

Whereas,  The  comity  and  respect  which  should  ever  be  manifested  be¬ 
tween  the  members  of  this  Graud  Lodge,  and  especially  so  in  our  inter¬ 
course  with  and  treatment  of  our  officers  have  been  flagrantly  vio'ated  in 
the  tenor  and  substance  of  the  report  submitted  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Ohio  by  the  Representatives  accredited  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  1873 ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to 
watch  over  and  protect  its  honor  and  dignity  by  promptly  rebuking  all  at¬ 
tempts  to  lessen  its  proper  influence  and  self-respect;  therefore 

Resolved.  That  the  willful  misrepresentations  of  the  members  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  by  imputing  to  them  degrading  or  sordid  motives  for  their 
votes  as  Grand  Representatives,  is  a  libel  which  justly  subjects  the  authors, 
if  still  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  arraignment  in  this  bony,  and, 
upon  conviction,  to  such  punishment  as  this  Grand  Lodge  may  see  proper 
to  inflict. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  report  of  Grand  Representatives  Earle  and  Turner  to 
the  Grand  Encimpment  of  Ohio,  made  at  ihe  last  session  of  that  Grand 
Body,  imputing  improper  and  degrading  motives  to  their  co- Representatives 
for  their  votes,  on  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in  regal’d  to  antici¬ 
pated  disbursements,  and  circulated  in  printed  form  to  all  the  jurisdictions 
in  the  Order,  10  the  great  prejudice  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee  of  seven  members,  with  instructions  to  re¬ 
port  at  an  early  day  of  this  session. 

Rep.  Ryan,  of  Wisconsin,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee : 

Resolved ,  That  hereafter  the  R.  W.  G.  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  supply  the  Grand  Secretary  of  each 
jurisdiction  with  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  proc  -edings  of  this 
R.  VV.  G.  Body  to  provide  one  copy  to  each  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge. 

Also,  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  same  committee : 

Resolved ,  That  the  R.  W.  G.  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  or  engraved  a  Card  of 
Clearance  for  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  similar  in  style  or  form  to  Cards  of 
Clearance  tor  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  that  they  be  furnished  to  Grand 
Lodges  at  the  same  price. 

Rep.  Lindsle\t,  of  Wisconsin,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee: 

Resolved ,  That  resolutions  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4,  found  on  page  5143  of  Grand 
Lodge  Journal  of  1871,  ot  this  Grand  Body,  snail  not  be  construed  to  apply 
to  any  funeral,  aid  association,  or  other  exclusively  Odd  Fellow  Mutual  Aid 
Association  or  Insurance  Society,  organized,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  or¬ 
ganized  by  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges,  or  by  the  members  thereof, 
or  by  any  Subordinate  Grand  Lodge,  and  whose  members  are  or  shall  be 
composed  exclusively  of  Odd  Fellows  in  good  or  regular  standing  in  their 
respective  Lodges. 

Also,  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee: 
Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  in  the 
distribution  of  the  proceedings,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  send 
numbers  due  to  those  jurisdictions  first  where  annual  sessions  are  held  Jirsf 
after  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Simpson,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Legislative  Committee: 

Resolved ,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  be  requested 
to  adopt  such  legislation  as  will  clearly  deline  the  liability  of  Lodges  and 
Encampments  lot  aid  gi  anted  to  members  (oilier  ihan  for  weekly  or  luueral 
benefits)  where  suen  aid  may  have  been  given  upon  the  presentation  of  a 
visiting  card. 

The  Chair  named  the  following  as  the  Committee  provided  for  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  distributing  the  various  subjects  of  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  Report  on  the  German  translation  of  ceremony  for  instituting  a 
Subordinate  Lodge. 

Rep.  Linden  berg,  of  Ohio;  Nungesser,  of  Louisiana;  Terry,  of  Con¬ 
necticut. 

Rep.  Morris  of  Kentucky,  on  behalf  of  P.  G.  Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Ken 
tucky,  prest  nied  to  each  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  an  elaborately  bound 
copy  of  “  The  Thirty-ninth  Anniversary  of  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  2 
of  Kentucky,  March  17th,  1874,”  whereupon,  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
were  unaniinausly  voted  to  Bro.  Shaffner. 
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Rev.  J.  W.  Venable,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Funeral  Ceremony, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  :

[The  Order  of  Procession  and  Regalia  to  be  worn  the  same  as  prescribed  in 

the  Book  of  Forms.] 


The  coffin  having  been  deposited  in  the  grave,  and  such  religious  services 
perlormed  as  the  friends  of  tue  deceased  may  have  desired,  the  Noble  Grand 
shall  lake  position  ai  the  head  of  the  grave,  with  the  Chaplain  on  his  right 
hand.  Silently  and  uncovered,  tue  brethren,  joining  hands  with  each 
other,  shall  form  in  one  or  more  circles  around  the  grave,  as  near  as  may 
be,  holding  the  hat  in  the  lett  hand,  and  the  ceremony  shall  proceed  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

NOBLE  GRAND. 

Brethren  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  : 

We  are  assembled  to  perform  the  last  office  which  the  living  can  render 
to  the  dead.  Be  attentive,  therefore,  to  the  instruction  now  to  be  im¬ 
parted. 

CHAPLAIN. 

Mr  Brethren:  A  solemn  occasion  brings  us  here  to-day;  and  as  the 
coffin  and  the  grave  so  forcibly  speak  to  us  ot'  our  latter  end,  may  we  not 
ask  with  the  Psalmist,  “Lord,  what  is  man,  that  Thou  art  mindful  of  him, 
and  the  son  of  man,  that  Tnou  visiteth  him?”  From  the  Sacred  Scriptures 
comes  the  response,  “Man  that  is  born  of  woman  is  of  few  days,  and  full  of 
trouble.  He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut  down  ;  he  tieeih  also  as 
a  shadow,  and  contmueth  not.”  We  bring  our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were  a 
tale  that  is  told.

from  the  eternal  fountain  of  Divine  Peace  and  Love. 

Our  help  is  iu  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  though  He  cause  grief,  yet  will 
He  have  compassion  according  to  the  multitude  of  His  mercies.  Take  heed, 
then,  brethren,  lest  tuere  be  iu  any  of  you  an  evil  heart  ot  unbelief  in  de¬ 
parting  from  me  living  God.  Let"the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  un¬ 
righteous  man  nls  thoughts,  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  He  will 
have  mercy  upon  him,  and  to  our  God,  for  He  will  abundantly  pardon.  In 
His  presence  is  fullness  of  joy ;  at  His  rigut  hand  are  pleasures  lorevermore.

[Casting  a  sprig  of  evergreen  into  tine  grive.]  As  Odi  Fellows  we  de¬ 
posit  this  evergreen  in  the  grave  of  oar  deceased  brother,  as  a  token  that 
while  we  bary  his  frailties  with  his  body,  his  virtues  shall  dwell  greenly  in 
our  memories. 

[The  brothers  will  now  deposit  their  evergreens;  after  which  a  hymn  or 
ode  may  be  sung.

Rep.  Porter,  of  California,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

On  the  appeal  of  Lincoln  Lodge,  No.  44,  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  against 
Seymour  Lodge,  No.  204,  of  the  same  Stale,  report  that  the  facts  of  the  case 
are  as  folio  v\  s : 

Be  it  resolved  by  Si  ymour  Lodge ,  No.  204, 1.  0.  0.  F.,  “  1st.  That  we  believe 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Older  in  Seymour,  that  another  Lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows  be  instituted  m  this  city. 
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“2d.  That  in  case  a  part  of  the  members  of  Seymour  Lodge  desire  to 
start  another  Lodge  in  Seymour,  that  this  Lodge  shall  divide  its  General  and 
Orphan  Funds  with  said  new  Lodge,  equally  in  proportion  to  the  members 
that  go  into  the  new  Lodge,  as  compared  with  those  that  remain  in  this 
Lodge  in  good  standing. 

“  3d.  That  should  a  Lodge  be  instituted  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  res¬ 
olutions,  that  the  two  Lodges,  should  they  so  desire,  shall  occupy  the  same 
Hall  and  hold  the  lease  and  fixtures  in  common,  and  each  according  to  their 
membership  bear  their  proportion  of  the  expense,  and  receive  their  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  income  of  the  same. 

“  4th.  That  these  resolutions,  when  adopted  by  the  Lodge,  shall  be  spread 
on  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge,  and  shall  be  binding  on  the  same,  and  shall 
not  be  changed  or  modified,  except  by  a  written  resolution  offered  and  read 
in  open  Lodge,  at  least  one  weak  before  final  action  is  had  on  the  same;  and 
no  change  sbudl  be  made  to  tbc  detriment  or  disadvantage  of  the  new  Lodge 
after  cards  have  been  drawn  and  steps  taken  to  institute  the  same.” 

Acting  on  the  good  faith  of  said  Seymour  Lodge  in  passing  said  resolu¬ 
tions,  forty-four  members  of  said  lodge,  on  the  13th  of  May,  1873,  withdrew 
therefrom  and  organized  said  Lincoln  Lodge.  Afterwards,  to-wit:  on  the 
10th  of  June,  1873,  said  Lincoln  Lodge,  by  a  committee,  made  a  demand  on 
Seymour  Lodge  for  a  division  of  the  property  thereof,  as  provided  for  by 
said  resolutions,  which  demand  said  Seymour  Lodge  refused  to  comply 
with.  Lincoln  Lodge  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  asking  that 
Seymour  Lodge  should  be  compelled  to  comply  with  the  resolutions,  and 
divide  the  property  accordingly.  The  said  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  ap¬ 
peal,  and  ordered  Seymour  Lodge  to  comply.  From  which  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  this  appeal  is  taken  by  Seymour  Lodge. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  G.  L.  U.  t).,  passed  in  1808,  White's  Digest,  1002)  it 
is  provided  that  donations  made  to  assistpetitioning  brothers  *  *  by  the 
parent  body,  *  *  *  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  new  lodges,  *  *  * 
are  allowable,  and  in  no  sense  to  be  regarded  as  a  division  of  h  1  funds  of 
the  lodge.  In  consonance  with  the  said  resolution  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  it  is 
provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Indiana—  diaper  vn., 
section  1 — that  the  funds,  property,  etc.,  of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  not  * 
*  *  to  be  divided  *  *  *  among  the  members  individually,  or  between 
one  lodge  and  another,  except  to  those  who  may  withdraw  therefrom  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  new  lodge.  *  *  * 

Yonr  committee  therefore  find  that  said  Seymour  Lodge,  in  1873,  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  said  resolutions,  had  arightto  pass  the  same  It  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  p.  p.  5776  and  5785,  journal  proceedings  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 
that  at  the  present  time  the  members  withdrawing  from  the  parent  lodge  would 
not  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  proposition  of  dividing  the  funds,  but  that 
was  not  the  law  in  1871.  The  resolutions  aforesaid  having  been  lawfully 
passed,  and  the  withdrawing  members  having  acted  thereon  in  good  faith,  it 
was  clearly  the  duty  of  said  Seymour  Lodge  to  have  complied  with  the  same 
in  letter  and  spirit,  and  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Seymour  Lodge  be  dismissed.

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Rep.  Porter,  of  California,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  Bight  W  rthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

In  the  appeal  brought  by  J.  S.  McMahon  against  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  44, 
of  Ontario,  the  commi'tee  report.  The  facts  of  this  case  are  as  follows: 

1st.  Bro.  John  Pryke,  of  said  Excelsior  Lodge,  in  April,  1872,  applied  for 
a  withdrawal  card.  A  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  N.  G.  declared  that  the 
card  was  not  granted.  With  this  result  the  applicant  was  satisfied.  He  did 
not  question  the  vote,  or  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  He  did  not  receive  a 
card,  nor  was  one  ever  tendered  to  him,  and  he  was  content  to  remain  a 
member  in  the  Lodge,  which  he  did  from  choice. 

2d.  Some  weeks  after  the  vote  was  taken,  in  a  casual  conversation,  the  N. 
G.  remarked  that  he  had  made  a  mistake  in  declaring  the  vote,  as  there  were 
a  majority  of  white  balls  in  the  ballot. 

8d.  About  fighteen  months  after  said  vote  was  had,  during  all  of  which 
time  Bro.  Pryke  remained  a  respected  and  faithful  member  of  said  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Master  of  Ontario  declared  in  effect  that  by  said  vote  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  was  granted  to  Bro.  Pryke,  and  that  he  hereby  ceased  to  be  a 
member  of  said  Lodge,  by  reason  of  which  decision  he  has  ever  since  been 
refused  admittance  to  the  Lodge  and  the  privileges  of  membership — in  short 
suspended. 

The  above  are  all  the  facts  properly  belongiBg  to  the  case,  and  which  it 
is  necessary  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  consider ;  but  as  belonging  to  the  in¬ 
cidents  of  the  case  your  Committee  further  report,  that  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  which  convened  between  the  time  of  the 
ballot  and  that  of  making  said  decision  by  the  Grand  Master,  certain  ab¬ 
stract  questions  were  bearing  on  the  case,  though  the  fact  was  not  made 
known,  and  the  committee  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  they  wrere  re¬ 
ferred,  was  ignorant  thereof.  These  questions  were,  as  abstract  questions, 
answered  correctly  by  said  committee,  and  approved  by  said  Grand  Lodge, 
and  were  as  follows : 

1st.  A  brother  applies  for  a  withdrawal  card  ;  four  black  balls  are  cast 
against  the  granting  of  the  same — there  being  seventeen  balls  in  all  cast ; 
the  N.  G.,  in  error,  declares  the  card  refused.  No  objection  being  taken  to 
the  said  decision  at  the  time  ;  but  some  weeks  afterward  a  brother  objects 
tosthe  decision  of  the  N.  G.,  and  claims  that  the  card  was  granted.  * 

Question. — Is  the  decisiou  of  the  N.  G.  binding? 

Answer — No.  The  vote  of  the  Lodge  granted  the  card,  Section  243, 
Digest. 

2d. — Referring  to  the  above,  what  action,  if  any,  should  the  Lodge  take 
in  the  matter  ? 

Answer. — It  should  give  the  brother  the  card. 

It  appears  that  said  Grand  Master  assumed  that  the  said  questions  and 
answers  applied  to  this  case,  and  that  by  the  adoption  thereof  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  it  became  his  duty  to  decide  that  a  card  was  granted  to  brother 
Pryke,  and  that  thereby  brother  Pryke  ceased,  in  fact,  to  be  a  member  of 
said  Excelsior  Lodge.  In  this  your  Committee  believe  that  said  Grand 
Master  erred.  In  the  first  place  said  questions  and  answers  covered  more 
than  appears  in  the  case,  and  yet  did  not  embrace  all  the  elements  thereof, 
and  should  not  have  been  made  the  basis  of  the  said  decision.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  facts  of  the  case,  as  described  by  the  record,  do  not  show  the 
number  of  ballots  cast,  or  that  four  black  balls  were  adversely  cast,  yet  the 
first  question  assumes  this.  Nor  is  it  stated,  in  putting  the  interrogations, 
that  the  applicant  for  the  card  was  content  with  the  result,  and  no  longer 
desired  his  card.  Had  the  questions  contained  these  elements,  the  answers

thereto  -would,  no  doubt,  have  been  different,  and  the  Grand  Master  eouI<2 
not  have  reached  his  conclusions.  And  this  Committee  finally  declare  that 
brother  Pryke  did  not  lose  his  membership  in  Excelsior  Lodge.  The  decis¬ 
ion  of  the  N.  G.  was  prima  facie  conclusive  that  the  card  was  not  granted, 
and  that  decision  has  never  been  lawfully  questioned  or  reversed. 

Had  brother  Pryke  ascertained  that  the  ballot  entitled  him  to  a  card,  he 
might  have  demanded  and  obtained  it.  It  was  Ms  right,  but  being  content 
with  the  ruling  and  the  result,  the  Grand  Master  had  no  authority,  and 
especially  against  the  desire  of  the  lodge,  to  declare  that  he  was  no  longer 
a  member,  and  thus  effect  his  suspension. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  : 

Resolved ,  That  brother  John  Pryke  was  a  member  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No. 
44  of  Ontario,  at  the  the  time  of  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master;  that 
his  appeal  be  sustained,  and  that  said  Excelsior  Lodge  is  hereby  instructed 
to  forthwith  readmit  him  to  the  privileges  of  membership  in  said  lodge.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Thomas  P.  Miller,  P.  G.,  against  Lebanon 
Lodge  No.  48  of  Indiana,  your  Committee  are  under  the  necessity  of  reporting 
that  the  record  is  incomplete— in  that  it  does  not  contain  so  much  of  the  law 
governing  said  Lodge  as  informs  them  how  much  a  member  must  be  in  arrears 
to  deprive  him  of  the  right  to  receive  benefits  ;  nor  as  controls  other  questions 
at  issue.  But  the  record  contains  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State 
made  in  this  case,  which  is  accepted  as  the  law  of  the  subject  on  which  it  treats, 
by  the  parties  interested,  and,  therefore,  the  Committee  accept  it  as  law  and 
authority. 

It  seems  that  the  appellant  was  receiving  benefits  from  April  11,  1865,  to 
September  18,  of  the  same  year,  from  which  last  named  date  to  August  12, 
1867,  he  wTas  not  reported  to  the  Lodge  as  being  sick,  and  during  which  time 
he  received  no  benefits.  On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1867,  he  -was  in  arrears  for 
dues  more  than  one  year,  to-wit :  in  the  sum  of  $7  50.  By  the  laws  of  said 
Lodge,  to  quote  the  said  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  “"When  a  member  is 
one  year  in  arrears  for  dues  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  drop  his  name 
from  the  roll.  If  the  Secretary  fails  to  perform  his  duty,  and  the  brother  after 
being  taken  sick  pays  up  all  his  arrearages,  at  the  expiration  of  thirteen  weeks 
thereafter  he  will  be  entitled  to  benefits,  without  action  of  the  Lodge  ;  provided, 
the  same  sickness  did  not  extend  beyond  that  time.”  The  Grand  Master 
further  says  :  “  it  is,  also,  necessary  that  the  Secretary  shall  report  his  name  as 
dropped  to  the  Lodge.” 

The  fact  is  thus  arrived  at,  that  the  brother  who  is  in  arrears  more  than  a 
year  does  not  thereby  become  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  That 
event  does  not  happen  till  the  Secretary  drops  his  name,  and  reports  it  to 
the  Lodge.  If  the  name  be  not  dropped  by  the  Secretary  and  notice  thereof 
given  to  the  Lodge,  the  brother  remains  a  member,  and  is  in  position  at  any 
time  to  pay  his  arrears,  and  thereby  he  will  be  in  good  standing  after  thir¬ 
teen  weeks — if  he  be  not  sick  at  the  time  of  payment.  Bro.  Miller  was  not 
sick  at  the  time  of  payment,  so  far  as  the  record  discloses.  He  paid  his  ar¬ 
rears  on  the  6th  day  of  August,  1867.  The  sum  of  $7.50  was  received  from 
him  by  his  Lodge  without  question;  and  when  he  next  became  sick,  on  the 
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12th  of  the  same  month,  he  was  treated  as  being  in  good  standing,  and  his 
benefits  paid  him  from  that  time.  After  this  he  was  disabled,  and  received 
benefits  most  of  the  time,  though  not  continuousiy  until  April,  1872,  nearly 
five  years,  when  the  Lodge,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Relief  Committee,  re¬ 
fused  to  pay  further  benefits,  alleging,  as  a  reason,  that  the  dues  received 
from  him,  August  6, 1867,  should  not  have  been  accepted  ;  that  the  accept¬ 
ance  thereof  was  illegal,  because  at  the  time  appellant  was  more  than  one 
year  in  arrears,  and  that,  therefore  all  the  benefits  received  by  him  after 
that  time  had  been  illegally  paid ;  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  receive  any 
more,  and,  in  short,  that  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

The  exact  point  made  by  the  Lodge  against  appellant  is  this:  That  be¬ 
cause  he  was  one  year  in  arrears  on  the  6th  of  August,  1867,  by  operation  of 
law  alone  he  became  suspended,  and  was  after  that  no  longer  a  member  of 
the  Lodge  ;  and,  therefore,  when  he  paid  up,  on  that  day  he  had  no  right  to 
pay  and  the  Lodge  had  no  right  to  receive  bis  dues,  and  that  he  did  not,  by 
paying  then,  become  a  member,  and  that  he  has  never  lawfully  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  since. 

This  committee  cannot  agree  with  his  Lodge.  The  appellant  did  not 
cease  to  be  a  member  because  he  was  one  year  in  arreais.  His  membership 
could  not  cease  until  his  name  had  been  dropped  by  the  Secretary,  and 
notice  given  to  the  Lodge  of  the  fact.  When,  therefore,  he  paid  his  arrears 
on  the  6th  of  August,  1867,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  and  had  a  right 
to  pay,  and  his  Lodge  had  no  right  to  refuse  to  receive  the  payment.  The 
Lodge  was  not  bound  to  pay  him  benefits  until  thirteen  weeks  thereafter  ; 
but  it  did.  This  was  not  his  fault.  Had  the  Lodge  refused  to  do  so,  it 
would  have  put  him  upon  notice  and  he  would  afterwards  have  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  restoring  himself  to  a  beneficial  condition.  The  Lodge  paid 
him  his  benefits,  and  received  his  dues  for  about  five  years,  and  then  declared 
that  he  was  not  even  a  member  of  the  Lodge ;  in  short,  expelled  him ; 
because  of  the  wrong  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by  itself  in 
accepting  his  dues.  If  this  were  wrong,  the  Lodge  cannot  now  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  it  to  deprive  a  worthy  brother  forever  hereafter  of  wrhat 
otherwise  would  be  his  rightful  benefits.  His  Lodge  knows  that  he  is  per¬ 
manently  disabled,  and  that  to  disqualify  him  now  will  be  to  deprive  him  of 
his  benefits  for  all  time.  It  may  be  a  hardship  upon  the  Lodge  to  be  obliged 
to  pay  benefits  for  years  to  the  same  beneficiary,  but  it  is  his  right.  Lodges 
must  not  be  encouraged  in  improperly  denying  such  rights,  or  avoiding  their 
obligation  consequent  thereon. 

Wherefore,  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Thomas  P.  Miller,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of 
Lebanon  Lodge,  Ho.  48,  of  Indiana,  be  sustained,  and  that  said  Lodge  be 
and  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  said  Miller  the  benefits  accruing  to  him 
since  the  28th  of  March,  1872,  after  deducting  such  sums  as  may  be  due  from 
him  to  the  Lodge.

Rep.  Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Isaac  Elsasser,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  from  the  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  your  Committee  offer  the  following  re¬ 
port,  viz : 

It  appears  that  Bro.  William  Cooper,  of  Bayou  City  Lodge,  No.  121,  was 
elected  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Vice  Grand,  was  duly  installed, 
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and  served  in  the  same  to  the  end  of  the  term,  a  period  of  three  weeks. 
Bro.  Cooper  was  not  elected  Noble  Grand  for  the  next  succeeding  term,  but 
the  Noble  Grand  elected,  served  until  nearly  the  close  of  the  term  when  he 
resigned. 

Bro.  Cooper  was  then  elected  Noble  Grand  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the 
term.  Bro.  Elsasser,  D.  D.  G.  M  ,  “  refused  to  install  ”  Bro.  Cooper  on  the 
ground  that  he  “  was  not  eligible  for  advancement  as  Noble  Grand,  as  he 
served  only  three  nights  as  Vice  Grand,  and,  in  accordance  wdth  our  laws, 
it  requires  a  majority  of  the  nights  of  the  term  to  entitle  one  to  receive  the 
Past  Official  Degrees.” 

From  this  decision  Bro.  Cooper  appealed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
of  Texas,  M.  B.  Highsmith,  who  reversed  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M 
and  Bro.  Cooper  was  installed.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  sustained 
its  Grand  Master,  and  from  this  action  Bro.  Elsasser  appealed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  true  that  the  general  law  requires  service  of  a  majority  of  the  nights 
of  a  term  to  entitle  a  brother  to  the  honors  of  the  office,  but  there  is  an  ex¬ 
ception  set  forth  in  Article  1391,  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  giving  said  honors  to 
the  brother  wrho  may  be  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term. 

Bro-  Cooper  was,  therefore,  as  fully  entitled  to  honors  and  Past  Official 
Degrees  as  Vice  Grand,  and  eligible  for  election  and  installation  as  Noble 
Grand  as  if  he  had  served  a  majority  of  nights  in  other  circumstances. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject : 

Resolved.,  That  the  appeal  of  Isaac  Elsasser  m.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas 
be  dismissed,  and  the  action  of  said  Grand  Lodge  affirmed.

Almighty  and  Everliving  God,  from  whom  cometh  every  good  and  per¬ 
fect  gift,  and  without  whom  nothing  can  prosper,  we  invoke  Thy  blessing 
upon  us  as  we  are  here  assembled.  Direct  us  in  all  our  doings  with  Thy 
most  gracious  favor,  and  let  the  words  of  our  mouths  and  the  meditations 
of  our  hearts,  while  we  wait  before  Thee,  be  acceptable  in  Thy  sight,  0 
Lord,  our  strength  and  our  Redeemer.  Amen. 

N.  G. — Vice  Grand,  for  what  interest  has  this  convocation  of  brethren 
been  assembled? 

V.  G. — In  obedience  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Sire,  in  order  that  we  may  render,  as  is  justly  due,  devout  thanksgiving  to 
the  Beneficent  and  Almighty  Power,  who  has  preserved  our  lives  and  pro¬ 
tected  and  prospered  our  beloved  Order. 

N.  G. — The  Secretary  will  read  the  proclamation  of  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire. 

[Here  the  proclamation  will  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  or  some  other 
brother  qualified  so  to  do.] 

N.  G. — Vice  Grand,  when  and  where  had  American  Odd-Fellowship  its 
beginning  ? 

V.  G. — In  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  memorable  day  of  which  this  is 
the  anniversary,  April  26,  Anno  Domini  1819. 

N.  G. — Who  were  its  founders  and  first  advocates? 

V.  G. — Thomas  Wildey,  John  Welch,  John  Duncan,  John  Cheathem, 
and  Richard  Rushworth 

N.  G. — What  were  their  objects  and  purposes  ? 

V.  G. — Those  promulgated  in  all  our  charters,  viz :  “  For  the  aid  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  brothers  when  in  sickness  and  on  travel,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
benevolence  and  charity.” 
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N.  G- — Was  there  any  special  rule  laid  down  for  the  Order’s  guidance,  in 
the  furtherance  of  this  work  ? 

Y.  G. — Yes,  all  is  comprehended  in  the  legend  on  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  legend  is  the  mandate  of  the  Order.  “We 
command  you  to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  Ike  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and 
educate  the  orphan  ?  ” 

N.  G. — Was  this  rule  intended  to  apply  to  men  of  any  particular  party  or 
creed  ? 

V.  G. — No,  it  is  comprehensive  as  the  human  race.  It  rises  above  party, 
sect,  or  creed.  Here  all  believers  in  the  one  living  and  true  God,  may  unite 
in  the  bonds  of  a  universal  brotherhood. 

N.  G. — Is  it  intended  either  to  supercede  or  to  supplement  creeds,  beliefs, 
or  ordinances,  in  matters  of  religion  ? 

Y.  G.' — By  no  means.  No  intelligent  individual  can  by  any  possibility  so 
construe  it.  It  assumes  no  prerogative  of  the  spiritual.  Its  members  are 
free  and  untrammelled  in  all  that  lies  between  their  God  and  themselves. 
It  interferes  with  no  duty  which  they,  of  conscience,  owe  to  God,  their 
country,  their  families  or  themselves.  It  is  a  minister  only  to  man’s  tempo¬ 
ral  needs.  It  seeks  but — 

To  meliorate  the  sorrows  of  mankind, 

Relieve  the  poor,  the  sick,  the  malm,  the  blind  ; 

Lift  up  the  drooping  heart ;  the  widow  cheer 
And  wipe  away  the  helpless  orphan's  tear. 

To  form  of  men  one  wide-spread  brotherhood 
Bound  only  in  bonds  of  doing  good. 

N.  G.— Has  the  Order  been  true  to  its  assumed  mission,  and  have  its  la¬ 
bors  been  crowned  with  success  ? 

V.  G. — Its  work  has  been  achieved  with  manifest  imperfection,  but  with 
uniform  faithfulness.  It  has  increased  in  membership  until  the  little  band 
has  become  a  vast  army.  Millions  have  been  expended  in  its  ministrations, 
and  its  accumulated  millions  yet  remain  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  well- 
begun  work.  Man  has  been  drawn  closer  to  his  brother-man ;  sorrow  un¬ 
told  has  been  alleviated  in  the  past,  and  it  is  gathering  strength  for  its  work 
in  the  years  to  come.  It  has  increased  in  excellence  as  it  has  grown  in  age ; 
gloriously  has  it  prospered,  and  its  labors  have  been  crowned  with  most 
abundant  success. 

N.  G. — Then,  my  Brother,  it  is  meet,  and  right,  and  our  bounden  duty 
that  we  should  at  all  times,  and  especially  on  this  day,  so  auspicious  in  the 
annals  of  our  Order,  come  before  the  Great  God,  in  whom  we  trust,  with 
heartfelt  thanks-giving  for  the  prosperity  He  has  vouchsafed,  and  for  the 
good  He  has  enabled  us  to  do,  and  with  hearty  acknowledgment  of  His 
hand  in  all  our  successes,  our  progress  and  improvement,  to  rejoice  before 
Him,  and  ascribe  to  Him  all  the  honor  and  glory.  Let  us  sing  His  praises; 
let  us  thank  Him  for  the  past ;  let  us  implore  the  continuance  of  His  pro¬ 
tecting  care.

MEMORIAL  TO  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  INDEPENDENT 
ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS. 

Whereas,  Western  Subordinate  Lodges  of  I.  0.  0.  F.,  are  frequently,  on 
account  of  the  western  tide  of  immigration,  called  upon  to  render  pecu¬ 
niary  aid  and  assistance  to  worthy  but  unfortunate  members  of  the  Order, 
belonging  to  sister  Lodges  of  other  jurisdictions,  wbo  become  disabled  or 
indigent  from  sickness  or  misfortune,  from  procuring  the  necessities  of 
life,  and 

Whereas ,  Such  brothers  are  usually  in  possession  of  a  “  visiting  card,” 
which  states  the  amount  of  benefits  they  are  entitled  to  receive,  and  which 
also  “  recommends ”  said  brother  to  the  “  fellowship  and  protection"  of  other 
Lodges,  and 

Whcrea  ,  Brother  8.  J.  Daniels,  of  Blackhawk  Lodge  No.  72,  located  in 
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Waterloo,  State  of  Iowa,  presented  such  a  card  to  Vermillion  Lodge  No.  3, 
I.  0.  O.  F.,  located  in  Vermillion,  Dakota  Territory,  and 

Whereas,  Said  brother  S.  J.  Daniels  was  in  indigent  circumstances,  his 
family  were  lying  sick  in  Waterloo,  Iowa,  the  case  was  one,  according  to  a 
letter  in  his  possession,  from  a  friend,  detailing  the  absolute  need  of  his 
presence  in  Waterloo  at  the  earliest  moment,  and  according  to  his  state¬ 
ment,  which  we  could  not  question,  as  the  brother,  his  card  said,  was  worthg 
of  our  confidence,  and  was  thereby  recommended  to  our  f  riendship  and  pro¬ 
tection,  and 

Whereas,  Said  brother  S.  J.  Daniels  gave  us  his  word  of  honor  (which  we 
were  bound  to  accept)  that  his  Lodge  would  compensate  us  immediately 
upon  his  return,  and 

Whereas,  Vermillion  Lodge  No.  3, 1.  O.  O.  F.,  did,  on  the  24th  day  of 
April,  1874,  grant  assistance  in  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  enable  said 
brother  8-  J.  Daniels  to  reach  his  home  and  family,  and 

Whereas ,  Said  Black  Hawk  Lodge  No.  72,  after  being  made  acquainted 
with,  and  put  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  have  abso¬ 
lutely  refused  to  reimburse  Vermillion  Lodge  No.  3,  or  to  even  further  dis¬ 
cuss  the  matter  in  a  fraternal  spirit,  we  enclose  herewith,  as  a  specimen, 
the  last  letter  received  from  said  Lodge,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Vermillion  Lodge  No.  3, 1.  0.  O.  F.,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  do  present  this  memorial,  asking  your  Honorable  Body 
to  define  how  far  a  live  card  “  recommends  to  fellowship  and  protection,"  and 
to  take  such  action  as  is  proper,  and  as  the  “  good  of  the  Order  ”  seems  to 
require. 

Now,  we  hold  that  the  words:  “Recommend  to  your  Friendship  and 
Protection,”  mean  something,  and,  believing  the  word  of  this  brother,  we 
aided  him  in  his  extremity,  he  distinctly  saying  that  his  Lodge  would  remit 
the  amount  immediately  on  his  return.  If  we  acted  wrong,  what  does  these 
words  mean?  and  how  much  responsibility  attaches  to  a  Lodqe  that  recom¬ 
mends  an  unworthy  brother?  Should  it  not  at  least  under  penalty  of  expul¬ 
sion  compel  the  payment  of  such  debts?  This  is  peculiarly  a  vital  question 
to  Western  Lodges — likely  to^ reproduce,  in  fact,  the  troubles  that  arose  be¬ 
tween  the  Lodges  of  England  and  America,  in  the  early  part  of  the  century.

I  found  on  arriving  there  for  institu¬ 
tion;  that  the  hall  we  had  got  to  use  was  on  the  other  side  of  the  line  a  few 
rods.  They  informed  me  it  was  only  a  temporary  residence  there  until  they 
could  obtain  one  on  this  side.  Their  post-office  address  is  Derby  Line,  and 
so  recorded  by  [our  Grand  Lodge.  Would  refer  you  to  Grand  Representative 
H.  R.  Dyer  for  further  information,  as  you  will  see  him  at  Atlanta.  I  was 
somewhat  in  doubt  w hat  to  do  after  I  found  that  we  had  to  use  a  Lodge  room 
on  the  Canada  side,  but  as  the  post  office  address,  and  all  but  meetings  were  in 
Vermont,  thought  it  would  not  make  any  difierence,  as  it  was  temporary, 
and  could  do  no  better  then.  I  instituted  the  Lodge,  and  their  prospects 
are  very  good  indeed.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Legislative  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  offered  by  G.  R.  Harmon,  and  similar  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  offered  by  Rep.  Batterman ;  the 

resolution  offered  by  Rep.  Simpson,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Rep. - 

of  - ,  would  beg  leave  to  report : 

They  are  satisfied  that  in  many  cases  the  Lodges,  Encampments  and  va¬ 
rious  General  Relief  Associations,  have  been  called  upon  to  incur  very 
large  expenses  for  which  they  can  obtain  no  return.  But  as  such  sums  are 
paid  as  charity,  and  not  under  any  claim  of  right,  they  cannot  see  how  a 
distant  Lodge,  in  another  jurisdiction,  can  be  made  to  pay  such  sums  as 
may  be  expended  by  strangers  without  their  knowledge. 

Such  action  would  repeal  the  beneficial  law  of  every  subordinate.  It  is 
not  just  to  impose  such  a  burden  on  the  Lodges,  and  if  it  were,  it  would 
contradict  the  settled  law  of  that  body  that  leaves  every  question  of  pecu¬ 
niary  benefit  to  the  State  and  subordinate  jurisdictions. 
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We  cannot  too  highly  praise  the  liberality  and  benevolence  of  many 
Lodges  and  Encampments,  and  of  those  associations  which  have  arisen  in 
aid  of  the  regular  operations  of  the  Order,  to  do  the  work  of  godlike  char* 
ity ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  do  not  see  how  such  extra  aid  can  be  made 
part  of  our  financial  system.  We,  therefore,  submit  no  new  legislation  on 
the  subject, 

But  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  work  we  cannot  dismiss  the 
subject  without  recommending  some  action,  they  therefore  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  commends  the  great  work  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Relief  Associations,  instituted  by  members  of  this  Order,  to  the  foster¬ 
ing  care  of  the  several  State  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  hereby  recommends 
such  action  as  may  induce  each  jurisdiction  to  make  ample  provision  for 
compensating  other  jurisdictions  for  expenses  paid  and  costs  incurred  in 
the  relief  of  brothers  in  distress,  who  claim  the  same  under  a  visiting  card,, 
as  brothers  in  good  standing.

The  Legislative  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Resolution  of  Rep. 
Randall,  of  California,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  several  jurisdictions,  subordinate  to 
this  R.  W.  G.  L  ,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  conferred 
the  honorary  degree  of  Past  Secretary,  on  any  Past  Grand  in  good  standing,  who 
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has  served  a  lawful  term  as  Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand  in  a  Subordinate 
Lodge,  the  laws  of  which  do  not  require  such  officers  to  serve  a  term  as 
Secretary,  as  a  qualification  to  the  Vice  Grand’s  chair. 

Beg  leave  to  report,  That  the  past  official  degrees  are  not  honorary,  but  re¬ 
wards  for  services  performed.  The  Past  Secretary’s  degree  was  no  doubt  de¬ 
vised  to  secure  to  Lodges  the  services  of  competent  officers,  such  as  aspire  to 
leadership  in  the  Order,  a;  d  usually  the  ablest  and  the  most  useful,  and  they 
are  too  apt  to  wish  to  avoid  the  places  of  labor  for  those  of  honor  and  distinc¬ 
tion.  Thus  the  laborious  and  common  place  position  of  Secretary,  although 
of  the  greatest  moment  is  too  often  neglected,  or  placed  in  the  least  competent 
hands.  For  half  a  century  we  have  worked  under  the  present  law  with  the 
best  effects.  Before  the  most  if  not  all  of  us  took  high  office,  we  came  in  at  the 
door  of  this  degree.  We  ought  not  now  to  suit  a  local  demand  or  a  local  in¬ 
convenience  disregard  an  ancient  landmark  of  such  acknowledged  utility.  We 
therefore  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following :

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  presented  a  communication  from  W.  O.  Watts,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  which  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Rep.  Simpson  of  Pennsylvania,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Constitution : 


Amend  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  Section 
3,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following,  to  wit : 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  or  in  case  he  should  absent  himself  for  six  months  or  up¬ 
wards  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  and  the  British  North  American 
possessions,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  from  physical  causes,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  shall  act  in  his  place  and 
shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  exercise  the  dudes  of 
said  office  until  the  next  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  In  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  removal,  absence  or  inability  of  both,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire 
and  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  all  said  duties  and  powers  shall  be  exer¬ 
cised  by  the  Junior  Past  Grand  Sire  competent  to  fill  said  office,  and  at  the 
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first  communication  thereafter,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  elect  and  in¬ 
stall  a  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  be  occasioned  thereby,  provided  however,  that  a  mere  temporary  or  tran¬ 
sient  visit  beyond  said  limits,  not  exceeding  the  aforesaid  period  of  time,  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  office.

Sehorn.  of  Tennessee,  as  follows  :  “  Is  section  1201 — White’s 
Digest — intended  to  apply  to  a  case  wherein  a  member  may  draw  his  final 
card  for  the  declared  purpose  of  establishing  a  new  lodge,  and  after  having 
organized  the  new  lodge,  and  taking  a  withdrawal  card  from  it,  he  offers  the 
card  for  deposit  iu  his  own  lodge,  within  a  specified  time  iroin  the  date  of 
his  withdrawal  therefrom?”  respectfully  submit  that  the  decision  referred 
to  (.Journal  3182,  3233,  32(50)  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  principle  that 
in  no  case  can  a  lodge  adopt  a  by-law  for  the  admission  of  members  by  de¬ 
posit  of  card  in  any  different  way  from  that  pointed  out  by  the  general  law 
— viz  by  an  application  referred  to  a  committee  and  ballot,  as  in  case  of  an 
original  application  for  membership.  The  law  referred  to,  therefore,  does 
apply  to  the  case  mentioned  in  the  enquiry.

Rep.  Lixdexberg,  of  Ohio,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

Past  Grand  L.  F.  Deresdernier  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas,  declaring  the  legality  of  Article  No.  82  of  the  General 
Laws  for  subordinate  Lodges  of  that  jurisdiction.  This  Article,  after 
providing  for  the  mode  of  petition,  appointment  of  the  Committee  of 
Investigation,  etc.,  in  case  of  applications  for  membership  in  subordinate 
Lodges,  continues : 

“  Should  the  report  of  the  committee  be  favorable,  the  Lodge  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  ballot  for  the  candidate,  and  if,  after  balloting,  the  balls  should  all 
be  white  in  the  ballot-box,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  ;  but 
should  there  be  one  black  ball,  the  balloting  shall  be  renewed,  and  if  on 
the  second  ballot  one  black  ball  still  appears,  the  election  shall  lie  over 
until  the  next  regular  meeting,  when  a  ballot  shall  again  be  entered  into. 
(In  the  interim  of  the  first  and  second  night’s  balloting,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  brother  wrho  cast  the  black  ball  to  state  to  the  Noble  Grand  his 
reasons  for  his  vote,  which  shall  be  made  known  to  the  Lodge  by  the  Noble 
Grand,  without  giving  the  name  of  the  brother,  previous  to  the  second 
balloting.)  And  on  the  second  night’s  balloting,  if  not  more  than  one  black 
ball  appears,  the  applicant  shall  be  considered  duly  elected;  but  should 
there  be  two  or  more  black  balls,  either  on  the  first,  second  or  third  ballot, 
the  applicant  shall  be  considered  rejected,  and  notice  thereof  shal  be  sent 
to  the  Grand  Secretary.  Nevertheless,  such  person  may  again  be  proposed 
at  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  such  ballot,  and,  if  elected,  shall  be 
received  into  the  Order.  In  case  the  brother  casting  the  black  ball  does  not 
give  his  reasons  to  the  Noble  Grand  by  or  before  the  next  Lodge  night,  then 
the  Noble  Grand  shall  so  announce  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  applicant  shall 
be  declared  elected  without  a  further  ballot.” 

Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  this  law  is  a  clear  violation  of  the  well 
established  principle,  that  “  a  Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  (to  permit  its 
subordinates)  ’to  grant  more  than  one  ballot  and  one  reconsideration  of  the 
same  to  a  candidate  for  membership  in  a  subordinate  Lodge,”  (see  Digest, 
lection  139)  and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Past  Grand  L.  F.  Delesdernier  be  sus- 
ained.

Rep.  Craxe,  of  New  Jersey,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  A.  D. 
Jones,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska, 
most  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  find  the 
facts  to  be  as  follows: 

Sections  of  Article  13,  of  the  Constitution  for  subordinates  requires  that 
applications  for  cards  shall  be  made  personally,  or  in  writing.  In  accordance 
with  this  law,  at  a  meeting  of  State  Lodge,  No.  10,  Omaha,  held  April  21, 
1873,  Bro.  H  Webber,  a  member  of  said  Lodge,  made  application  person- 
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ally  for  a  withdrawal  card.  Before  the  ballot  was  had,  a  motion  to  ad¬ 
journ  was  adopted  and  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  close.  At  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Lodge,  April  28th,  the  N.  Grand  s  ated  that  no  application  for  a 
withdrawal  card  was  before  the  Lodge,  from  which,  an  appeal  was  taken, 
and  the  appeal  sustained  by  the  Lodge.  From  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  an 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  then  to  the  Grand  Master  who  sus¬ 
tained  the  Lodge.  The  R  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  at  its  session,  May 
19,  1873,  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  from  which  action  A. 
D.  Jones,  P.  G.  M.,  appeals  to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committeethe  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Nebraska  was  correct,  as  an  application  being  once  made  in  accordance 
with  the  law  it  is  not  necessary  to  renew  it.  We,  therefore,  offer  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Alfred  D.  Jones,  P.  G.  M-,  from  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  be  dismissed.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  recommendation  found  on  p.  5928  of  Journal,  to  select  an  ora¬ 
tor  to  deliver  a  eulogy  upon  the  life  and  character  of  the  deceased  P.  G. 
Sire,  John  A.  Kennedy,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  received  their 
appointment  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  immediately  there¬ 
after  applied  their  efforts  to  the  objects  of  said  reference. 

P.  G.  Sire  Kennedy  was  a  remarkable  man,  whose  peculiar  traits  of  per¬ 
sonal  character  were  not  to  be  measured  or  fully  comprehended  and  under¬ 
stood  by  one  not  in  frequent,  if  not  in  almost  daily,  intercourse  with  him. 
To  have  portrayed  with  fidelity  his  career  during  his  long  connection  with 
our  Order,  would,  necessarily,  have  been  a  work  of  no  inconsiderable  re¬ 
search  and  labor,  even  to  one  measurably  familiar  with  the  peculiar  ele¬ 
ments  of  character  which  guided  him  in  his  various  relations  in  life.  To 
one  partially  acquainted  with  brother  Kennedy,  the  task  of  preparing  and 
rendering  an  address — such  an  one  as  would  have  been  expected  on  this 
occasion — would  undoubtedly  have  been  laborious  and  unsatisfactory  to  its 
author,  while  it  may  have  lacked  that  interest  to  the  people  in  Atlanta 
which  was  necessary  to  success.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Committee  ad¬ 
dressed  themselves  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary,  James  L.  Ridgely,  the  life-long  personal  friend  and  cotemporary  of 
our  late  brother  Kennedy.  Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  time  to  prepare 
the  address,  and  the  extraordinary  labors  pressing  upon  the  Worthy  Grand 
Secretary  in  preparing  for  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  his 
precarious  health,  he  was  constrained  to  express  his  inability  to  accept  the 
appointment  of  orator  for  the  occasion. 

The  Committee  believing  that  Bro.  Ridgely  is  the  only  brother  eminently 
familiar  with  the  life  and  character  of  the  man  we  desire  to  honor,  and  whose 
memory  we  wish  to  perpetuate,  would  respectfully  recommend  that  Bro.  James

L.  Ridgely,  be  requested  to  prepare  a  suitable  memoir,  and  read  the  same 
before  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual  session.

Resolved,  That  the  retiring  Noble  Grand  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  at  the  time 
of  the  election  of  representative  to  his  State  Grand  Lodge  is  eligible  to 
said  office. 

Rep.  Shannon,  of  Kansas,  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  withdraw  the  pa¬ 
pers  purporting  to  be  an  appeal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  from  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  Michigan. 

Rep.  Dowden,  of  Kentucky,  stated  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Kentucky,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  and  in  obe¬ 
dience  to  instructions  presented  the  same  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Representatives  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment  to 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  be  and  hereby  are  instructed 
to  favor  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  so  as  to  incorporate  the  Encampment  as  a  part 
of  the  degrees  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges.

Rep.  Rich,  of  Maine,  presented  the  following  acfion  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Maine,  at  its  annual  session,  August  12,  1874 : 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  be  instructed  to  vote 
against  mergment  in  any  form. 

Rep.  Evans,  of  Nebraska,  offered  the  following  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nebraska,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of 
Rebekah : 

D.  A.  Cline,  P.  G.  M.,  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Hereby  approving  and  acquiescing  in  the  improvements  made  in  the  De¬ 
gree  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  by  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  U.  S  ,  at  its  session  of 
1873,  in  making^ the  forfeiture  of  membership  the  same  as  to  members  of 
subordinate  Lodges,  and  believing  that  a  further  great  improvement  would 
be  made  by  providing  for  the  admission  of  other  female  applicants  than 
wives  of  Scarlet  Degree  members  in  good  standing.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  above  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it,  at  the 
same  time,  hereby  instructs  its  Representatives  to  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  U.  S.  to 
use  their  endeavors  to  have  the  laws  and  usuages  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah 
so  changed,  that  Lodges  of  that  Degree  may  admit  all  female  applicants 
over  eighteen  years  of  age;  provided,  that  they  be  daughters  of  Scarlet  De¬ 
gree  members  of  the  Order,  in  good  standing,  or  daughters  of  Odd  Fellows 
of  the  Scarlet  Degree  who  died  in  good  standing. 

Resolved,  That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  are  hereby 
authorized  to  admit  to  membership,  by  the  vote  required,  by  the  regulations 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  authorizing  them,  female  applicants  over  eighteen  years 
of  age ;  provided,  they  are  daughters  of  Scarlet  Degree  members  of  the  Or¬ 
der  in  good  standing,  or  daughters  of  Odd  Fellow's  of  the  Scarlet  Degree 
who  died  in  good  standing. 

Rep.  Medole,  of  New  York,  presented  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Petitions  : 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  its  late  an¬ 
nual  session,  referred  to  the  Representatives  of  that  jurisdiction  a  petition, 
numerously  signed  by  members  in  good  standing  in  Lodges  subordinate 
thereto,  for  permission  to  establish  Lodges  in  said  jurisdiction  to  work  in 
the  Welsh  language;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  hereby  authorizes 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  charter  Lodges,  as  it  may, 
in  its  judgment  deem  proper,  to  work  in  the  Welsh  language  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  said  Lodge;  provided,  that  the  necessary  translation  of 
the  ritual  be  made  without  expense  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  approved  by 
the  Grand  Sire. 

Also,  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  cf 
Rebekah  : 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  its  late  session, 
instructed  its  representatives  to  make  proper  efforts  to  procure  the  adoption,  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  of  a  burial  service  suitable  for  use  by 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  ;  therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  suit¬ 
able  burial  service  for  use  by  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Callahan,  of  Maine,  offered  the  following,  which  was  resolved  in  the 
affirmative  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  author¬ 
ized  to  present  to  the  Library  of  the  State  of  Maine  a  full  set  of  the  bound  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this  R.  W.  G.  Body,  and  a  copy  of  the  Digest  of  the  laws  of  the 
Order. 

Rep’s.  Snodgrass  and  Bdchtel  of  Oregon,  submitted  the  following,  which, 
was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Whereas,  There  is  no  law  now  in  existence  giving  control  of  all  applications 
for  membership  by  Lodges  working  in  the  German  language  in  a  given  district; 
and 

Whereas,  We  believe  it  would  be  promotive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Order 
to  give  said  German  Lodges  the  sole  control  of  all  such  applications  in  their 
districts ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  our  R.  W.  Grand  Represntatives  be,  and  they  are  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  present  this  matter  to  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  and  urge  upon  that  Grand  Body  the  necessity  of  legislation  upon 
this  subject. 

Rep.  Aeyer,  of  South  Carolina,  presented  the  following,  which  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  F  nince  Committee : 


Charleston,  September  19, 1874. 

To  the  Officers  <  ni  Members  of  the  Grind  lodge  of  the  United  States: 

Respected  Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: — At  a  special  meeting  of  the  R. 
W.  Grand  Encampment  of  Somh  Carolina,  held  on  the  17th  itstant,  to  take 
into  consideration  its  financial  condition,  after  mature  deliberation  it  was 
n  lanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Representative,  C.  Laney  Meyer,  M  D  ,  he,  and  he 
is  hereby,  instructed  to  use  his  best  endeavors  to  obtain  a  donation  of  $500 
for  the  furtherance  of  this  branch  of  the  Order.

Tax  for  the  year  1872,  and  that  a  note  be  given  for  seventy- 
five  dollars  for  the  year  1873,  under  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Encampment. 

I  would  take  occasion  to  say,  in  conneotion  with  the  note,  that  a  number 
of  good  and  true  Patriarchs,  who  have  the  good  of  the  order  at  heart,  have 
pledged  themselves  to  meet  the  payment  of  the  note  in  the  event  that  the 
Grand  Encampment  is  not  in  funds.

Rep.  Dtjrvea,  of  South  Carolina,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  vote  shall  be  taken  on  any  motion  or  resolu¬ 
tion  required  to  be  submitted  in  writing,  until  the  same  has  been  read  in  full 
from  the  desk  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Rep.  Delesdernier,  ol  Texas,  presented  the  following: 


At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Texas,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Encampment,  the  amend¬ 
ments  proposed  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  by  Grand  Representative  Porter,  of  California,  providing  for  the 
mergement.  of  the  twro  branches  of  the  Order,  are  unwise  and  inexpedient, 
and  that  our  Representatives  be  instructed  to  oppose,  by  all  honorable 
means,  the  adoption  of  said  amendment. 

Rep.  Harcoxjrt,  of  Texas,  from  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  have  examined  the  credentials  of  Henry 
Garbinatti,  Past  Grand,  and  find  that  he  holds  a  certificate  in  due  form 
of  his  election  as  Representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  dated 
March  30, 1874. 

He  also  presents  a  certificate  in  due  form  of  his  election  as  Representa¬ 
tive  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming,  dated  July  10, 1874. 

We  find,  upon  an  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  that  the  election  for  Grand  Representative  was 
held  on  the  22d  October,  1873,  and  that  at  the  date  of  the  election  the  con¬ 
joined  membership  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  amounted  to  1,082,  andBro. 
Garbinatti  was  chosen  as  the  second  Representative. 

If  the  Lodges  from  Wyoming  are  not  estimated  in  computing  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  Colorado,  then  the  election  of  Bro.  Garbinatti,  as  the  second 
Representative,  was  illegal.  At  the  session  of  1868,  page  4345  of  the  Jour¬ 
nal,  a  resolution  was  adopted  placing  the  Lodges  in  Wyoming  Territory 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  Colorado.  Under  this  authority  Colorado  has 
assumed  the  right  to  institute  and  charter  Lodges  in  Wyoming,  and  merged 
them  as  part  ot  their  own  jurisdiction. 

In  determining  the  question  of  the  right  of  Bro.  Garbinatti  to  a  seat  in 
this  Grand  Body,  we  can  only  be  governed  by  the  qualifications  for  mem¬ 
bership,  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  Art.  9,  Secs.  1,  2  and  3. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  applicant  for  a  seat  in  this  case 
does  not  possess  the  qualifications,  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution; 
first,  because  he  does  not  reside  within  the  Territory  of  Colorado;  second, 
that  the  Territory  of  Colorado  is  not  entitled  to  two  Representatives  ;  and, 
third,  because  he  cannot  be  entitled  to  a  seat  as  Representative  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming  until  the  warrant  for  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming  is  confirmed.

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T.ie  Chair  presented  the  following  communication,  which  w.  s  read  and, 
on  motion  of  Rep.  Spear,  of  Maryland,  the  invitation  was  accepted,  with  the 
thanks  of  the  Lodge  for  the  courtesy.

Stmpson,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Lodge  agreed  to  take  up 
for  consideration  the  reports  of  the  several  committees  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  on  the  Journal. 

The  first  report,  page  31  daily  Journal,  being  from  the  Committee  on  Print¬ 
ing  Supplies,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  40  daily  Journal,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
Funeral  Ceremony,  together  with  the  proposed  forms  accompanying,  was  con¬ 
sidered,  and  on  motion  of  Bro.  Ellison,  P.  G.  Sire,  was  adopted,  not  to  be 
printed,  however,  until  the  next  edition  of  the  Form  Book  shall  be  issued. 

The  next  report,  page  41  daily  Journal,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
on  the  appeal  of  Lincoln  Lodge,  No.  44,  of  Indiana,  was  considered  and 
adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  42  daily  Journal,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
appeal  of  J.  S.  McMahon,  against  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  44,  of  Ontario,  was 
was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  44  daily  Journal,  from  same  committee,  on  the  ap¬ 
peal  of  Thomas  P.  Miller,  against  Lebanon  Lodge,  No.  48,  of  Indiana,  was 
considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Rep.  Richmond,  of  Indiana,  moved  to  postpone  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject  until  to-morrow,  which  was  adopted. 

The  next  report,  from  the  same  committee,  page  45,  daily  Journal,  on  the 
appeal  ot  Isaac  Elsasser,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  46,  daily  Journal,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
appeal  of  6.  F.  May,  P.  G.,  was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  on  motion  of  Rep. 
Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  the  subject  was  postponed  until  to-morrow. 

The  next  teport,  page  47,  daily  Journal,  from  the  special  Committee  on 
Ceremony,  to  be  observed  at  the  celebration  of  the  Anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  Odd  Fellowship,  was  considered  and  adopted. 
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The  next  report,  page  52,  daily  .Journal,  from  the  Legislative  Commit¬ 
tee,  on  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Monroe,  of  Indiana,  requesting  that  a  law  be 
enacted  to  prohibit  subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  from  admitting 
to  membership  persons  engaged  in  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  spirituous  or 
malt  liquors,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  53,  daily  Journal,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  of  Rep.  Porter,  of  California,  on  the  subject  of  the  regalia 
to  be  worn  by  Past  High  Priests,  who  are  members  of  a  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  53,  daily  Journal,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  and  similar  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nevada,  touching  relief  granted  by  lodges  to  members  of  other 
lodges,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  54,  daily  Journal,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  of  Rep.  Earl,  of  Ohio,  touching  refreshments  in  lodge  rooms, 
was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Rep.  Terry,  of  Con¬ 
necticut,  moved  to  amend  the  first  resolution  as  follows:  At  the  beginning 
of  the  third  line  in  first  resolution  insert  the  word  when ,  and  in  second  line 
strike  out  the  word  “jurisdiction”  and  substitute  therefor  the  word  control , 
which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  report  and  resolutions  as  amended  were 
adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  54,  daily  Journal,  from  the  Legislative  Committee, 
on  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Randall,  of  California,  touching  the  conferment 
of  the  honoray  degree  of  Past  Secretary  on  Past  Grands,  was  considered, 
and  on  motion  of  Rep.  Randall,  the  further  consideration  was  postponed 
until  to  morrow. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Stuart.  P.  G.  Sire,  the  communication  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  pages  29  and  30,  daily  Journal, 
touching  the  difference  between  our  Order  and  the  Masonic  Order,  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Rep.  Stokes,  of  Pennsylvania,  submitted  the  following  protest  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  against  “  mergement 

PROTEST 

OF  THE  RIGHT  WORTHY  GRAND  ENCAMPMENT 

OF  I’ENNSYLVAN  I  A. 


To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania,  in  presenting  its  solemn  pro¬ 
test  agasnst  “  mergement,”  declares,  that  without  a  violation  of  sacred  com¬ 
pact,  a  disregard  of  vested  rights,  and  a  reversal  of  its  own  decisions,  the 
whole  scheme  is  uncalled  for,  unjust  and  impracticable,  and  under  no  cir¬ 
cumstances  cm  the  propositirn  be  legally  entertained  by  the  supreme 
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authority  in  Odd  Fellowship,  which  is  the  creator,  and  stands  pledged  to 
he  the  preserver  of  the  Patriarchal  Branch  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Past  Grand  Sire  Wildey,  in  May,  1829,  the  then  Grand  Sire,  in  an  address 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  speaks  of  the  introduction  of  the  En¬ 
campment  Branch  as  completing  the  system  of  the  government  of  the  Order, 
and  expresses  a  strong  desire  to  see  an  Encampment  established  wherever  a 
Lodge  exists.  He  says  the  sublime  degrees,  without  the  aid  of  Encampments, 
can  only  be  dispensed  by  a  State  Grand  Lodge ,  and  from  it  but  few  could  obtain 
them,  and  the  advantages  they  confer  can  only  be  generally  secured  by  annex¬ 
ing  Encampments  to  Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  has  but  to  review  its  own  history 
to  be  convinced  that,  even  if  it  desired  “  mergement  ”  there  are  rights  and  in¬ 
terests  of  others  which  cannot  be  taken  away,  and  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  is  bound  to  protect. 

More  than  fifty  years  ago,  the  E.  P.  Degree  wTas  first  conferred  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  by  Grand  Sire  Wildey  himself.  In  1826  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  officially  notified  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  that  it  had  received 
from  England  the  work  of  the  Patriarchal  Branch,  which  was  part  oft  he  work 
of  the  Order,  and  to  which  it  was  entitled  by  its  charter.  On  the  9th  of  June, 

1828,  Grand  Sire  Wildey  wrote  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  recom¬ 
mending  the  establishing  of  an  Encampment  of  Patriarchs,  a  distinct  body  from 
the  Subordinate  Lodge,  which  should  be  empowered  to  confer  the  Patriarchal 
Degrees,  and  on  the  20th  of  December  of  that  year,  by  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  granted  a  charter 
to  Pennsylvania  Encampment,  No.  1,  but  it  was  not  instituted  until  June  17th, 

1829,  and  then  by  Grand  Sire  Wildey,  in  person. 

On  the  9th  of  August,  1829,  the'  Grand  Encampment  was  created  by  a 
charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Grand  Encampment, 
under  this  warrant,  instituted  seven  Encampments  in  this  jurisdiction.  The 
eight  Encampments  thus  instituted,  are  still  in  successful  operation,  having 
an  aggregiate  membership  of  1,150,  with  accumulated  funds  of  $19,601.37. 
In  1841,  the  warrant  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  was,  by 
mutual  agreement,  surrendered,  and  the  present  warrant  granted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  September  22d  of  that  year.  For  nearly 
one-third  of  a  century,  this  Grand  Encampment  has  existed  under  thiswar- 
rant,  which  on  its  face  legalizes  all  i he  acts  done  under  the  previous  war¬ 
rant,  and  has  now  under  its  supervision  220  subordinate  Encampments  and 
15,536  members,  with  an  aggregate  fund  of  $255,981.00.  During  the  last 
year,  these  Encampments  received  into  their  respective  Treasuries  the  no¬ 
ble  sum  of  $117,650.42  and  paid  therefrom,  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and 
burying  the  dead,  $53,510.27. 

With  a  record  so  clear,  involving  obligations  so  binding,  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Pennsylvania  cannot  become  a  party  in  violating  promises 
made  to  tens  of  thousands  of  Patriarchs,  each  of  whom  had  pledged  sacred 
honor  not  to  wrong  a  brother,  or  see  him  wronged  ;  it,  therefore,  solemnly 
protests  against  the  proposed  scheme  of  mergement  in  any  form. 

First ,  Because  mergement  does  not  mean  simply  a  change  in  the  Patri¬ 
archal  branch,  but  its  destruction. 

Second,  Because  mergement  would  cause  a  diversion  of  “  Trust  Funds" 
from  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  accumulated. 

Third ,  Because  it  would  forcibly  take  from  the  members  of  the  different 
Lodges  the  provision  they  had  been  encouraged  to  make  in  the  Patriarchal 
Branch,  while  in  health,  for  the  times  of  sickness  and  death  . 

Fourth,  Because-  the  work  of  the  Patriarchal  Branch  cou'd  not  be  exempli¬ 
fied  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  without  forcing  many  Lodge  members  to  retire 
before  the  Lodge  was  closed,  thereby  creating  aristocracy  in  the  Lodge. 

Fifth ,  Because  this  Grand  Encampment  and  others,  with  their  Subordinates, 
have  complied,  with  the  conditions  of  their  charters,  and  are  accused  of  no 
offence ;  it,  therefore,  claims  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  is 
bound  to  protect  it  as  well  as  the  Subordinates  it  has  instituted. 
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Sixth,  Because  mergement,  if  consummated,  must  destroy  all  confidence  in 
the  integrity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  durability  of 
the  Order  itself. 

Seventh,  And  it  protests  further,  that  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  has  not  the  constitutional  power  to  destroy  the  Patriarchal  Branch  by 
“ mergement ”  with  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  it  should  not  hereafter  entertain 
any  motion  on  which  it  cannot  act,  or  any  amendment  to  the  Constitution  it 
cannot  legally  make,  as  such  motions,  or  proposed  amendments,  only  tend  to 
weaken  the  Patriarchal  Branch  by  exciting  doubts  of  its  stability  as  a  branch 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.

On  motion  of  Rep.  Simpson,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Lodge  took  up  for  con¬ 
sideration  the  pending  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

The  first  amendment,  page  5763,  Journal,  as  follows,  was  considered; 

Amend  Article  I.  Sections  2,  3.  4,  7  and  9,  so  as  to  read  as  follows; 

Section  2.  It  is  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  jurisdiction  relating 
to  Odd-Fellowship  in  tue  United  States  of  America,  and  possesses  such 
powers  over  the  whole  brotherhood  as  are  provided  in  the  Constitution  and 
Ritual  of  the  Order.  Its  authority  extends  al-o  to  such  Lodges  as  may  be 
organized  under  its  charter  in  foreign  countries. 

Sec.  3.  By  virtue  of  charters  granted  by  it,  all  State,  District  ai  d  T  rri- 
torial  Grand  Lodges  exist,  and  with  it  rests  the  power,  by  a  majority  of 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast,  to  deprive  such  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  of  their  charters,  and  to  annul  their  authority  ;  provided  that 
such  deprivation  or  annulment  shall  only  be  made  for  violation  of  the  laws 
of  this  Grand  Lodge.  No  more  than  one  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  chartered 
in  any  State,  District  or  Territory.  All  Grand  Lodges  working  under  char¬ 
ters  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  are  supreme  for  ail  local  legislation  and 
appellate  jurisdiction  within  their  respective  limits,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  4.  With  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  State,  District  or  Ter¬ 
ritory,  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  any  Subordinate  Lodge  to  the  Grand 
Lodge;  such  consent,  however,  not  being  necessaiy  w'hen  an  expelled 
Lodge,  after  having  surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  all  its  effects,  appeals 
from  its  decision.  Appeals  may  al-o  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members 
of  a  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  from  the  decision  thereof; 
but  in  all  cases  tire  decision  ot  the  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  final,  unless  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  ap¬ 
peal  therefrom. 

Sec.  7.  To  this  Grand  Lodge  belongs  the  immediate  jurisdiction  over 
all  Subordinate  Lodges  m  such  countries,  domestic  of  foreign,  as  are  with¬ 
out  Grand  Lodges. 

Sec.  .9  All  power  and  authority  in  the  Order,  not  reserved  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  by  this  Constiution,  is  hereby  vested  in  the  various  State,  District 
and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges. 

Add  to  Article  1  the  following: 

Sec.  10.  The  number  of  degrees  pertaining  to  Subordinate  Lodges  shall 
be  nine,  and  shall  be  designated  as  follows;  The  Initia  ory,  the  First  or 
White,  the  Second  or  Covenant,  the  Third  or  Blue,  the  Fourth  or  Remem- 


brance,  the  Fifth  or  Scarlet,  the  Sixth  or  Patriarchal,  the  Seventh  or  Gold¬ 
en  Rule,  and  the  Eighth  or  Royal  Purple,  and  all  Subordinate  and  Degree 
Lodges  are  authorized  to  confer  said  degrees. 

Amend  Ar'icle  II  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members, 
to-wit :  a  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treas¬ 
urer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger 
and  Grand  Representatives  from  the  several  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges,  working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  byr  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Amend  Article  IV,  Sections  1  and  2,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
preserve  order  and  enforce  the  laws  thereof  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote 
-whenever  the  Lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  baliot  for 
officers,  but  shall  not  vote  on  any  other  occasion.  He  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees  not  required  to  be  raised  by  ballot,  and  appoint  all  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sires.  During  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  have  a  gene¬ 
ral  superintendence  of  the  interests  of  the  Order.  He  may  hear  and  decide 
such  appeals  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges, 
or  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  He  may  hear  and  decide  such  questions,  other  than  the 
questions  arising  out  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  several  State,  District  and 
Territorial  Grand  Lodges,  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State 
Grand  Lodges,  or  by  the  Grand  Masters  thereof,  or’by  the  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  or  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge ;  and  his  decisions  upon  all  appeals  and  questions  so  submitted 
to  him  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Lodges  or  persons  submitting  the  same 
until  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  is  empowered  to  receive  petitions 
and  grant  warrants  for  the  opening  of  new  Lodges,  Grand  or  Subordinate, 
in  places  where  Grand  Lodges  established  by  this  Grand  Lodge  may  not 
exist ;  and  all  warrants  so  granted  by  him  shall  be  of  force  until  recalled  by 
this  Grand  Lodge.  At  every  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  submit  a 
report  in  writing  of  all  his  official  acts  and  decisions  during  the  recess. 

Sec.  2.  During  his  term  of  service  he  shall  not  hold  any  office  in  any 
State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Amend  Article  VI  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  make  a  just  and  true  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose;  keep 
the  Journal  of  all  secret  sessions,  and  preserve  and  keep  the  evidences  of 
the  unwritten  work,  and  such  alterations  as  may, from  time  to  time,  be  made 
therein,  and’all  other  records  appertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  the 
explanations  and  records  relative  thereto  ;  summon  the  members  to  attend 
all  special  meetings ;  keep  accounts  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction ;  read  all  petitions,  reports 
and  communications ;  write  all  letters  and  communications;  carry  on  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Sire,  its  correspondence,  and 
transact  such  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  appertaining  to  his  office  as  may 
be  required  of  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  communications  transmitted 
or  received  by  him,  officially,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  He 
shall  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine. 

Amend  Article  IX,  Sections  1,  2,  3  and  4,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  State,  Dis¬ 
trict  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually  by  rotation  ; 
and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  any  State,  District  or  Territory,  such  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  Dis¬ 
trict  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge. 
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Sec.  2.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  as  follows:  To  every 
State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge,  having  under  its  jurisdiction  one 
thousand  or  less  members  in  good  standing,  one  Grand  Representative ;  to 
every  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge,  having  under  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  one  thousand  members  in  good  standing,  one  additional  Repre¬ 
sentative  tor  every  additional  one  thousand  members:  Provided ,  that  no 
State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  more  than  four  Grand 
Represen  tatives . 

Sec.  3.  A  Grand  Representative  must  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing, 
and  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  good  standing.  He  must  have  received  the 
Royal  Purple  Degree,  and  reside  in  the  State,  District  or  Territory  iu  which 
the'  Grand  Lodge  which  he  represents  is  located. 

Sec.  4.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  furnished,  by  the  Grand  Lodges 
which  they  represent,  with  such  certificates  as  shall  be  required  by  law. 

Amend  Article  XI,  Section  3,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  Suspension  or  expulsion  from  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  which  an 
officer  or  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  belongs,  shall  operate  as  a  suspension 
or  expulsion  from  office  or  membership  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
vacancy  thereby  created  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pre¬ 
scribed. 

Amend  Article  XIII,  Section  1,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Representatives  from  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  State,  Dis¬ 
trict  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  may  receive  and  act  upon  the  credentials  of  new  members,  except  in  con¬ 
tested  elections. 

Amend  Article  XIY  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodges  working  under  its  im¬ 
mediate  jurisdiction,  thirty  dollars. 

2.  Dues  from  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges,  seventy-five  dollars 
per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entiled  to  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  Subordinate  Lodges  working  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
ef  this  Grand  Lodge,  ten  per  cent,  on  their  receipts. 

Amend  Article  XV,  Section  1,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  To  be  an  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  one  nominated  must  have  re¬ 
ceived  the  Grand  Lodge  degree,  and  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  in  good  standing. 

Amend  Article  XVI,  Section  1,  3  and  4,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  members  of  the  Order  from  each  State,  District,  or  Territory, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  into 
the  Lodges  of  every  other  State,  District  or  Territory,  upon  proving  themselves 
according  to  the  established  work  of  the  Order  and  the  production  of  a  proper 
card. 

Sec.  3.  No  citizen  of  one  State,  District  or  Territory,  wherein  Lodges  are 
established,  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  a  Lodge  of  another  State,  Dis¬ 
trict  or  Territory  without  the  previous  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand 
Master  of  the  State,  District  or  Territory  whereof  such  citizen  is  a  resident. 

Section  4.  A  member  of  the  Order,  suspended  or  expelled  from  a  Lodge 
in  a  State,  District  or  Territory,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  membership  in  a  Lodge 
in  another  State,  District  or  Territory,  without  the  previously  obtained  consent 
of  the  Lodge  from  which  he  is  suspended  or  expelled ;  provided,  however,  that 
when  it  shall  be  satisfactorily  represented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  that  the  necessities  of  a  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  J  urisdiction 
require  it,  a  resolution  may  be  passed  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  Repre¬ 
sentatives  present  at  any  meeting,  granting  to  the  particular  State,  District  or 
Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction  applying  therefor,  the  right  to  readmit  to  mem¬ 
bership  within  its  jurisdiction,  upon  such  conditions  as  this  Grand  Lodge  may 
prescribe,  suspended  members  of  the  Order  residing  in  the  same,  who  may 
have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who  have  not  been  under 
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suspension  for  less  than  three  years  ;  and  also  the  right  to  admit  members  of 
defunct  Lodges  not  able  to  get  a  card  ;  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  so 
soon  as  the  necessity  requiring  it  shall  have  passed  away,  this  privilege  shall  be 
yielded  up  by  the  jurisdiction  receiving  it. 

Amend  Article  XX  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

This  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof, 
shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  Order,  and  be  binding  upon  the  State,  District 
and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge: 
provided,  that  none  of  the  amendments  herewith  proposed  and  submitted,  ex¬ 
cept  said  Section  10,  Article  1,  shall  go  into  operation  until  two  years  from  the 
1st  of  January  next  after  the  adoption  of  such  amendments  ;  and  provided,  that 
said  Section  10,  of  Article  1,  shall  not  go  into  operation  until  one  year  from 
the  1st  day  of  January  next  after  its  adoption. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.

the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges  formed,  ttie  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legis¬ 
lation  ;'  and  provided,  farther,  that  S'ate  Grand  B  >cties  may  provide  bv  leg¬ 
islation  for  the  admission  to  membership  of  Indians,  or  persons  of  Indian 
descent,  in  whole  or  in  part,  who  have  abandoned  their  tribal  relations. — 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  on  motion  of 
Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  it  wras  indefinitely  postponed. 

Rep.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  who  can  spare  the  time 
to  visit  the  Asylum  of  Coeur  de  Leon  Commandcry,  meet  at  the  Kimball 
House  at  7  f .  M.  this  day,  and  proceed  in  a  body  to  accept  of  the  hos¬ 
pitalities  of  the  Knights  Templars  of  Atlanta,  and  that  the  Grand  Sire  be 
requested  to  notify  the  Commandery  of  the  action  of  this  Body.

3d.  A  member  is  entitled  to  be  in  his  Lodge  room,  and  to  vote,  until  he 
is  dropped,  suspended  or  expelled.

Rep.  Sanders,  of  New  York,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Resolved ,  That  the  sole  right  and  privilege  to  confer  the  several  Encamp¬ 
ment  Degrees  having  been  granted  by  this  R.  W,  Grand  Lodge  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  Grand  Encampments  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  it  is  regarded  as 
a  solemn  compact  that  cannot  be  recalled  or  revoked  by  this  body,  so  long 
as  the  said  Grand  Encampments  shall  keep  inviolate  their  obligations  to 
this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  McQuiddy,  of  Indiana,  the  Lodge  agreed  to  take  up, 
for  consideration,  the  resolution  on  p.  22,  daily  Journal,  “  that  the  next  ses¬ 
sion  of  this  Grand  Body  be  held  at  Indianapolis,”  which  was  resolved  in 
the  negative — 43  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  67  in  the  negative.

4.  At  the  time  designated,  a  vote  on  the  reinstatement  of  the  petitioner  shall 
lw  had  by  ball  ballot,  and  the  same  number  of  black  balls  shsll  be  requisite  to 
rejection  as  provided  for  the  rejection  of  an  application  for  initiation. 

5.  Each  Subordinate  Lodge  may  by  its  by-iaws  provide  a  reinstatement  fee, 
to  be  paid  by  a  brother  thus  reinstated. 

Also  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of 
Rabekah : 
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Resolved ,  That  all  questions  of  eligibility  to  office  in  Rebekah  Degree 
Lodges  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  committed  to  the  legislation  of  State 
Grand  Lodges. 

Rep.  Jay,  of  Colorado,  moved  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
be  authorized  to  furnish  bound  copies  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Body, 
together  with  the  digest  to  all  brothers  in  attendance  to  this  Grand  Body 
for  their  first  term. 

Rep.  Latham,  of  Virginia,  moved  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
be  directed  to  furnish  each  Representative  present,  unless  heretofore  sup¬ 
plied,  witbjone  copy  of  the  Book  of  Forms. 

Brother  Stuart,  P.  G  S.  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  submitted  a  new 
form  for  installing  the  officers  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S- 

Rep.  White  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Brother  Stuart  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  “  Legislative  ”  and  sub¬ 
stituting  “  a  Special  Committee.”  The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Rep.  Medole,  of  New  York,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Legislative  Committee : 

Resolved ,  That  section  1919a  of  Digest  be  amended  by  adding  after  “En¬ 
campment,”  in  third  line,  “  if  qualified  to  vote  by  the  local  law,”  so  as  to 
read:  “  Every  brother  present  in  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  is  obliged  to 
vote  on  all  questions,  unless  excused  by  the  Lodge  or  Eucampment,  if  quali¬ 
fied  to  vote  by  the  local  law,  and  no  particular  number  of  votes  is  necessary 
so  long  as  a  quorum  is  present.” 

Rep.  Pond  of  Connecticut,  offered  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
allowed  five  cents  per  mile  in  coming  to  and  returning  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  be  computed  by  the  usually  traveled  route  and  six  dollars  per  day  for  seven 
days.

Rep.  White  of  New  York,  moved  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  a  set  of  the  bound  Journals  and  Digest  be  presented  to  the 
Library  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Rep.  Tompkins  of  Alabama,  moved  to  amend  by  adding  the  State  o 
Alabama. 

Rep.  Rytan  of  Wisconsin,  moved  that  the  subject  be  indefinitely  postponed, 
which  motion  was  adopted. 

Rep.  Ryan  of  Wisconsin,  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  a  set  of 
bound  Journals  and  Digeat  was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  Library  of  the 
State  of  Maine,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  original  motion,  it  was  on  motion  of  Rep.  Ryan, 
laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Simpson  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Lodge  resolved  itself  into 
ieoret  session. 
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Eep.  Fitzhugh,  of  Virginia,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relation* 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  under  the  rule  : 

To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Slates : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  in  accordance  with  instructions,  have 
considered  so'  much  of  the  several  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  and  Grand  Secretary  as  have  been  referred  to  them,  and  beg  leave  to  su¬ 
bmit  the  following  report : 

We  congratulate  the  Order  that  Odd  Fellowship  still  meets  with  favor  in 
foreign  lands.  In  countries  where  it  is  already  established,  its  progress  is  most 
encouraging,  and  new  fields,  abounding  in  the  promise  of  rich  harvests  in  the 
future,  invile  our  occupation. 

We  have  reviewed  with  care  the  action  of  the  Executive  in  relation  to  this 
important  subject,  as  disclosed  by  the  documents  submittted  to  us,  and  we  are 
of  opinion  that  the  general  policy  which  has  been  pursued  is  a  wise  one  and 
should  be  continued. 

We  suggest  no  action  to  this  Grand  Body  in  relation  to  the  Order  in  Europe, 
except  to  recommend  that  the  negotiation  for  the  establishment  of  the  Order  in 
Austria  be  continued,  and  that  the  Grand  Sire  be  authorized  to  adopt  such 
mensures  as  may  seem  to  him  most  judicious  for  planting  the  Order  in  that 
country,  if  he  be  permitted  by  its  Government  to  do  so. 

In  Australia  the  desire  is  again  expressed  that  the  membership  there  be  re¬ 
lieved  from  Charter  restrictions,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  qualifications  for  mem¬ 
bership.  They  desire  that  this  Grand  Lodge  would  so  modify  its  laws  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  color,  as  to  authorize  other  than  white  persons  to  be  admitted  into  the 
Order  in  that  country. 

We  have  carefully  considered  this  important  question.  The  policy  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject  has  lcng  been  settled.  The  latest  expression  of 
what  that  policy  is,  is  to  be  found  in  a  report  on  pages  5542-5543,  Journal  of 
1872.  We  quote  an  extract  from  it  as  indicating  views  to  which  we  still  adhere: 
“  Our  organic  law  ever  since  the  establishment  of  the  Order  has  restricted  the 
right  of  admission  to  the  white  race.  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 

‘‘  There  are  various  considerations  of  great  delicacy  and  importance  of  which 
our  brethren  abroad  have  not  been  informed,  that  render  it  highly  inexpedient 
to  I  gislate  upon  this  subject.  And  as  we  in  this  country  with  this  restriction 
in  our  Constitution  have  flourished  almost  beyond  a  precedent,  we  venture  to 
express  the  hope  that  a  similar  measure  of  success  will  attend  our  brethren 
abroad,  although  they  are  subjected  to  a  like  restriction.” 

At  this  session  this  Grand  Lodge  has  refused  to  adopt  a  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment,  which  if  adopted,  would  have  authorized  the  admissiun  to  membership 
of  others  than  persons  of  the  white  race.  These  repeated  decisions  settle  the 
question. 

We  cordially  concur  in  the  declaration  of  the  Grand  Sire  that  “there  is 
no  division  of  sentiment  among  us  as  to  the  necessity  of  encouraging  the 
brotherhood  in  that  far  off  land  to  the  full  extent  ot  our  abilities.”  And  in 
view  ol  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  ourlegislati  n  in  regard 
to  our  brethren  in  Australia  is  probably  misunderstood,  we  earnestly  re¬ 
commend  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  visit.  Australia,  to  express  to  eur  brethren  there  our  warm  fraternal 
regard  and  the  high  appreciation  of  the  value  we  attach  to  such  an  acqui¬ 
sition  as  the  jurisdiction  of  Australia,  to  explain  to  them  our  policy  and  the 
necessity  for  adhering  to  it,  and  who  shall  be  invested  with  authority  to  in¬ 
struct  in  the  work  and  in  the  peculiar  principles  of  American  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship 

We  further  recommend  that  the  expenses  of  this  mission  be  paid  out  of 
the  Treasury  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

We  do  not  regard  this  recommendation  as  a  depa-ture  from  the  settled 
policy  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  making  no  appropriations  on  account  of  for¬ 
eign  missions. 
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This  is  not  an  appropriation  for  the  propagation  of  the  Order  in  foreign 
lands,  where  it  never  existed;  nor  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  nvssion 
for  the  same  purpose,  bnt  simply  the  means  of  removing  probable  miscon¬ 
ceptions  and  advancing  the  interests  of  existing  Grand  jurisdcitioi's,  of  which 
we  are  the  head,  and  who  are  too  distant  to  send  repr<  sentatives  here  to  look 
after  their  interests  before  the  parent  body.  The  case  is,  therefore,  excep¬ 
tional.  The  present  exigency,  we  think,  demands  closer  communications 
between  us  and  them,  and  ast  hey  cannot  come  to  us,  paternal  solicitude  on 
our  part  demands  that  we  should  by  our  Representative  go  to  them. 

We  do  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  authorize 
the  appointment  of  a  special  Grand  Commisssioner  to  foreign  countries.  Our 
policy  heretofore  has  not  been  to  send  persons  to  propagate  the  Order  in 
foreign  lands,  but  have  left  the  Order  to  win  its  way  in  them  as  it  has  wont 
its  way  in  our  own  land. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Sire  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  adopt 
such  measures  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  the  Order  in  Austria  as 
shall  seem  to  him  most  judicious  for  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Aus¬ 
trian  Government  to  establish  the  Order  there,  and  of  establishing  it  there 
if  such  permission  be  obtained. 

■  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Sire  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint 
a  Special  Commissioner  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Australia  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  hereinbefore  indicated,  and  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $ - .  he  and 

the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  said  mission.

The  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  in  the  case 
of  the  application  lor  a  Grand  Lodue  in  Wyoming  Territory,  would  re¬ 
spectfully  report,  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  having  issued  a  Dispensation, 
and  said  Grand  Lodge  having  been  instituted,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  the  premises  be  approved,  and  the  usual  condi¬ 
tions  imposed,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved ,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  in  issuing  a  Dispen¬ 
sation  for  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Wyoming  Territory,  be  ratified  and  approved, 
and  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  said  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  incur  any  expense  for  a  Rep¬ 
resentative  from  said  jurisdiction  of  Wyoming  until  the  constitutional 
number  of  Subordinate  Lodges  (ten)  shall  have  been  instituted  therein.

To  the  B.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Stales  : 

The  Legislative  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following,  offered  by 
Representative  Pond,  of  Connecticut,  viz  : 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  tore- 
port  upon  designs  of  three  jewels  ;  one  to  be  worn  by  a  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master — one  by  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Patriarch,  and  the  other  by  a  Degree 
Master,  the  first  officer  of  a  Degree  Lodge.” 

Beg  leave  to  report :  That  no  authority  exists  allowing  Jewels  to  be  worn  by 
the  officers  referred  to,  nor  have  they  any  distinctive  rpgalia  fixed  by  law. 
This  seems  to  us  proper  in  view  of  the  relation  in  which  they  stand  to  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  Odd-Fellowship.  A  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  is  only  the  executive 
agent  of  the  Grand  Sire  with  a  general  supervision  over  the  subordinates  in  his 
district.  See  Journal  1869,  pages  4467,  4598,  4614.  He  has  no  regalia  and  no 
jewel  and  has  no  need  of  one.  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  District 
Deputy  Grand  Patriarchs  are  in  the  same  manner,  only  the  executive  agents  of 
the  Grand  officers  they  represent  with  a  general  supervisory  power  in  the 
absence  of  their  principals.  It  would  seem  to  us  that  when  performing  the 
functions  of  an  office,  they  have  the  right  to  wear  the  regalia  and  jewel  of  the 
officer  whom  they  represent.  They  have  no  separate  or  independent  existence; 
have  not  been  elected  to  office  and  are  not  recognized  as  officers  of  any  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  It  would  therefore  be  a  clear  departure  from  our  settled  policy 
which  has  limited  regalia  and  jewels  to  officers  of  Lodges,  to  distribute  them  to 
those  who  are  not  such  officers,  but  only  their  agems  and  representatives. 
Such  matters  are  of  local  importance  only,  and  may  be  regulated  by  local  law 
when  notin  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  Order.  Being  of  this  opinion,  we  re- 
port  the  following  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject.

Brother  Stuaht,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  the  Special  Committee 
on  the  subject,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  un¬ 
der  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  preamble  and  resolu¬ 
tion  of  F.  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  touching  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  buildi  lg,  to  be  occupied  as  an  office  for  the  Corresponding  and 
Recording  Secretary  of  this  R  W.  Grand  Body,  and  a  safe  repository  of 
the  property  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  have  further  considered  the  subject  and 
respectfully  report : 

That  during  the  recess,  efforts  have  been  made  to  accomplish  the  ob¬ 
ject  in  view — at  least  to  obtain  information  as  to  locality  of  site,  cost 
thereof  and  cost  of  building — suitable  for  the  purpose  intended.  This 
they  deemed  to  be  their  duty,  but  a  condition  of  things  now  exists 
which  induce  them  to  abandon  the  idea,  for  the  piesent,  of  favoring  the 
erection  of  a  building,  aud  to  invite  the  attention  of  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Body  to  the  remarks  and  suggestions  made  by  the  Corresponding  and  Re¬ 
cording  Secretary,  in  his  report  at  the  session  of  1872,  to-wit:  “It,  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  before  another  annual  session  of  this  Grand  Body,  the  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Hall  in  Baltimore  city  will  be  removed  to  make  way  for  the  opening 
or  extension  of  a  pub  ic  street,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  part  of 
the  building  occupied  by  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  will  be  required  for  that  object.  In  such  contingency,  during  the 
recess,  authority  is  asked  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  rent  a  temporary  office, 
with  fire-proof  vault  and  ample  room.  In  this  connection,  I  further  remark 
that  power  should  be  conferred  upon  the  Grand  Secretary  to  arrange  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  in  the  event  of  the  necessity  arising  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  hall,  or  the  reconstruction  of  the  present  one,  for  provid¬ 
ing  in  such  building  a  tire-proof  office  for  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Archives  and  valuable  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
his  custody.”  *  *  *  *  “  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  multiply  words  of 
admonition  on  this  subject,  since  the  peril  to  which  we  are  certainly  subject 
from  fire  is  fearful,  and  our  re^onsibility  to  the  brotherhood  for  remissness 
in  shis  regard,  is  proportionate.  ” 

In  the  views  of  the  Grand  Secretary  your  Committee  concur  ;  they  believe 
that  it  is  highly  probable  that  at  no  distant  period  the  Hall  on  Gay  street,  in 
Baltimore,  will  be  taken  down  or  removed  ;  if  neither,  that  it  will  certainly  be 
reconstructed,  in  consequence  of  extensive,  contemplated  city  improvements. 
In  either  event,  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary  can,  and,  doubtless,  will,  be  acquiessed  in  by  the  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  ;  that  is  to  provide  a  suitable  office,  fire-proof  vault, 
etc.,  such  as  is  needed,  if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  this  R.  W.  Body  so  to  direct. 

With  this  understanding,  it  seems  only  necessary  for  this  R.  W.  Body  to  give 
authority  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  rent  a  fire-proof  apartment  for  the  safe¬ 
keeping  of  the  library  and  valuable  archives  of  the  Order,  and  this,  it  is 
believed,  he  will  be  able  to  do,  with  but  little  cost  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  The 
Committee  offer  the  following  : 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  author¬ 
ized  to  rent  a  suitable  fire-proof  apartment,  to  be  paid  for  by  this  R.  W.  Body; 
and  that  the  library,  and  other  valuable  property,  now  in  his  possession,  or 
which  may  come  into  his  possession,  be  removed  thereto  at  as  early  a  day  as 
possible.  And  further,  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  remove  from  the  prem¬ 
ises  now  occupied  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  consequence  of  the  changes  con¬ 
templated,  or  any  other  cause,  that  officer  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
rent  an  office,  at  the  expense  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

But  service  alone  is  not  sufficient,  •*  Past 
Grand  never  becomes  such  until  lie  is  duly  installed,  and  as  Past  Grands 
can  alone  sit  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  follows  that  until  a  brother  is  installed 
into  that  office  he  cannot  be  elected  a  Representative  of  his  Lodge.  This 
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Jaw  is  generic  and  should  not  be  departed  from,  except  for  reasons  of  the 
greatest  moment,  none  of  which  present  themselves  at  this  time.  They  re¬ 
port  as  follows :

Randall  of  California,  found  on  page  22  of 
Journal,  begs  leave  to  report  that  while  the  past  official  degrees  are  designed 
as  rewards  for  services  performed,  circumstances  have  arisen  in  one  if  not 
more,  Subordinate  Jurisdictions,  where  a  large  number  of  the  ablest  and  most 
efficient  Past  Grands  are  deprived  of  the  benefits  that  accrue  from  possession 
of  the  Past  Secretary’s  degree.  A  very  large  number  of  the  Lodges  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  employ  brothers  continuously,  to  fill  the  office  of  Secretary,  as  that 
service  is  not  requisite  to  render  a  brother  eligible  for  the  higher  position  of 
Vice  Grand. 

A  brother  who  has  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  Vice  Grand  and  Noble 
Grand  (unless  the  first  officer  of  a  Lodge)  is  deprived  from  filling  the  office  of 
D.  D.  G.  M  ,  for  the  want  of  possession  of  the  Past  Secretary’s  degree.  This 
Grand  Body  has  provided  for  the  first  officers  of  a  Lodge,  receiving  this  degree 
without  performing  the  service  at  a  time  when  service  as  Secretary  was  a  pre- 
quisite  for  eligibility  for  Vice  Grand  of  a  Lodge.  The  evident  intention  of 
such  action  appears  to  have  been,  to  place  a  Past  Grand  in  possession  of  all 
degrees  that  properly  belong  to  the  rank  obtained  by  passing  the  principal 
chairs  of  a  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  therefore  ask  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as  follows  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  several  Jurisdictions,  Subordinate 
to  the  R.  W.  G.  L  ,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  conferred 
the  honorary  degree  of  Past  Secretary,  on  any  Past  Grand  in  good  standing, 
who  has  served  a  lawful  term  as  Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand  in  a  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge,  the  laws  of  which  do  not  require  such  officers  to  serve  a  term  fas 
Secretary  asa  qualification  for  the  Vice  Grand’s  chair.

They  have  considered  the  several  subjects,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  i; 
is  inexpedient  to  adopt  the  resolutions  offered  by  Reps.  Harcourt  and  Evans, 
believing  that  the  extension  of  the  privilege  of  membership,  as  proposed, 
would  not  be  productive  of  good,  but  rather  of  evil  to  Degree  Lodges  of  the 
Daughters  of  Rebekah. 

One  of  the  resolutions  of  Rep.  Ryan,  it  adopted,  would  permit  State- 
Grand  Lodges  to  determine  the  qualifications  for  office  in  Degree  Lodges 
of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  thus  destroy  the  uniformity  in  that  re¬ 
spect,  now  existing,  and  which  we  consider  important  to  retain. 

Of  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Medole,  your  Committee  are  unable  to  find  any 
good  reason  why  a  special  burial  service  for  members  of  Lodges  of  this  de¬ 
gree  should  be  adopted. 

Your  Committee  favor  the  issuing  of  withdrawal  cards  for  the  use  of 
Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  to  enable  members  when  re¬ 
moving  their  residence,  to  take  with  them  evidence  of  their  connection  with 
Lodges  of  this  Degree.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  directed  to  have 
such  number  of  cards,  printed  on  bond  paper,  as  theG.  C.  and  R.  Secretary 
may  require. 

Resolved,  That  the  cards  be  furnished  to  State  Grand  Lodges  at  the  same 
prices  as  other  cards. 

Resolved ,  That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  are  author¬ 
ized  to  grant,  by  a  ballot  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  a 
regular  meeting,  withdrawal  cards  to  members  who  may  apply  in  person  or 
by  letter  for  such  cards. 

Resolved,  That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  are  author¬ 
ized  to  admit  to  membership,  by  deposit  of  card  by  such  vote  as  is  required 
for  ordinary  admission,  the  holders  of  regular  withdrawal  cards  granted  as 
above  provided. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  other  subjects  referred  to  them  as  mentioned  herein.

The  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  report  of  the  R.  W.  G.  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
as  relates  to  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  beg  leave  to  report : 

They  find  that  the  reports  from  the  several  Grand  Lodges  are,  in  many 
instances,  incomplete,  erroneous  and  inconsistent,  but  that  said  imperfec¬ 
tions  are  due  only  to  the  neglect  of  said  Grand  Lodges  and  there  is  no  neces¬ 
sity  for  further  requirements  of  this  body.  Therefore,  while  we  would  call 
the  attention  of  said  Grand  Lodges  to  their  laches  in  this  matter,  we  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  subject.

Rep.  Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  under  the  rule : 

To  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

In  the  appeal  of  Bro.  H.  T.  Dorrance,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California,  in  the  case  of  Geo.  W.  Lewis,  V.  G.,  vs.  Fountain  Lodge, 
No.  198,  of  that  jurisdiction,  your  Committee  has  to  report  as  follows,  viz. : 

-• 

The  said  Geo.  W.  Lewis,  V.  G ,  was,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  one  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Relief  Committee  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  the  city  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  the  regular 
meetings  of  which  are,  by  provision  of  its  Constitution,  held  on  Sunday. 

Vice  Grand  Lewis  failed  to  attend  sundry  meetings  of  said  Committee,  and 
on  report  thereof  being  made  to  his  Lodge,  he  was,  after  having  offered  as  a 
reason  for  non-performance  of  the  prescribed  duties,  the  plea  of  consciencious 
scruples,  and  the  statement  ‘‘that  he  could  not  attend  such  meetings  on  Sunday, 
without  violating  the  laws  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  the  obligations  assumed  at 
initiation,”  whereupon  the  N.  G.  imposed  four  fines  of  two  dollars  each  for 
non-attendance  upon  as  many  meetings. 

Upon  Bro.  Lewis  appealing  to  the  Lodge  from  the  judgment  of  the  N.  G., 
the  Lodge  sustained  the  N.  G.  Bro.  Lewis  then  appealed  to  the  D.  G.  M.,  of 
his  district,  who  reversed  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  and  of  the  Lodge.  There¬ 
upon  the  Lodge  appealedTo  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  who  reversed  tne  de¬ 
cision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  sustained  the  Lodge  and  its  N.  G.  This  decision 
of  the  Grand  Master  was  finally  affirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  CalFomia 
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and  from  this  action  Past  Grand  Master  Dorrance  appeals  to  this  Grand  Body. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  review  the  various  arguments  advanced  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  parties  in  justification  of  their  conclusions.  To  your  Committee  the  ques¬ 
tion  appears  simply  one  of  conscience  and  the  observance  of  good  faith  and 
•ustai nance  of  positive  law  upon  the  part  of  our  Order. 

First — Article  1747  Digest,  G.  L.  U.  S.,  forbids  the  holding  of  any  meeting 
on  Sunday,  by  Lodges  or  Encampments,  for  work  or  business,  other  than  for 
funeral  purposes.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  Lodges  and 
Encampments  are  forbidden  thus  to  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  on 
Sunday,  committees  created  by  them  have  no  better  right  to  hold  such  meet¬ 
ings,  and  that  a  Lodge  has  no  right  to  require  attendance  of  its  officers  or 
members  at  such  ‘meetings,  or  to  inflict  a  penalty  for  such  non-attendance- 

Second — The  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  goes  forth  to  its  work  holding  in  its 
hands  the  assurance  ihat  it  does  not  require  of  ihose  who  lay  their  vows 
upon  its  altars  any  opinion  or  act  that  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  “  exalted 
duties  they  may  owe  to  their  God,  their  country,  their  families  or  them¬ 
selves, ”  and  it  is  asking  too  much  af  a  brother,  after  admitting  him  into  the 
Order  under  such  a  stipulation,  to  require  him  to  perform  an  act  that  would 
outrage  his  conscience,  or  in  failure  thereof,  present  him  the  alternative  of 
resigning  his  office  or  his  membership  in  an  Order  which  he  entered  in  full 
faith  upon  the  sinceiity  of  its  assurances. 

From  these  considerations  your  eommittee  offer  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Past  Grand  Dorrance,  of  California,  be 
sustained;  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  be  directed  to  require 
of  Fountain  Lodge,  No.  198,  of  that  jurisdiction,  the  refunding  to  Bro. 
George  W.  Lewis,  V.  G.,  of  the  tines  exacted  from  him.

Rep.  White,  of  Neve  YTork,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Or¬ 
der,  made  the  following  report,  whic  i  was  laid  on  the  table,  under  the  rule : 
To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after 
careful  consideration,  they  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  first,  sec¬ 
ond,  third  and  fifth  decisions  ot  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  found  on 
page  2,  of  his  report,  are  correct.  Tfie  fourth  decision  is  approved  with  this 
exception.  We  think  that  Odd  Fellows  may  appear  iD  regalia  at  the  fune¬ 
ral  of  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah,  in  case  they  first  obtain  permission  so  to  do, 
from  Ihe  proper  Grand  officers  of  the  jurisdiction.  See  §  1022,  Digest,  G.  L. 
U.  S. 

In  regard  to  the  sixth  decision,  we  think  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
has  fallen  into  an  error  in  so  far  as  he  bolus  that  the  decisions  of  tlie  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Constitutions,  on  pages  5830-7  and  5848-9,  in  respect  to  the  V.  G. 
assisting  the  N.  G.  in  the  examination  of  the  ballot,  and  announcing  the  re¬ 
sult  on  the  admission  of  members  is  of  general  application,  and  applies  to 
all  subordinate  Lodges,  whether  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  or  not. 

The  doctrine  of  section  127,  Digest,  is  that  this  subject  is  one  that  is  left 
to  local  legislation,  and  the  same  doctiine  was  reaffirmed  in  1872.  Journal 
5519  and  5520.  This,  of  course,  is  subject  to  the  qualification  ihat  it  is  not 
bindiDgin  so  far  as  it  conflicts  with  the  secret  work,  which  is  the  paramount 
law.  That  provides  that  the  N.  G.  shall  supervise  the  ball  t,  but  it  no¬ 
where  provides  that  the  V.  G.,  or  any  other  officer,  or  even  member,  may 
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not,  by  virtue  of  a  By-Law,  assist  him  in  examining  the  ballot.  Those  two 
decisions  undisputedly  and  in  terms  apply  to  local  Grand  jurisdictions.  The 
reports  of  1873,  on  which  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  basi  s  his  decision 
are  simply  in  reference  to  By-Laws  of  Subordinates  under  the  immediate  ju¬ 
risdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  That  being  the  case,  they  should  not  be 
held  to  be  in  conflict  with,  or  to  modify  the  general  rule  unless  they,  in 
terms  or  by  necessary  implication,  repeal  or  change  it.  This,  we  think, 
it  does  not  do.  The  N.  G.  mud  supervise,  because  the  secret  work  says  so, 
but,  because  he  must  so  supervise  is  no  reason  why  the  V.  G.  shall  not  assist 
in  the  examination.  That  the  general  doctrine  here  laid  down  is  the  cor¬ 
rect  one,  and  that  it  does  not  conflict  with  the  Ritual,  is  almost  demonstra- 
ted  by  the  nearly  universal  practice  of  Lodges  of  Odd  Fellows,  ever  since 
their  introduction  into  America,  to  have  some  officer  to  assist  in  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  ballot. 

In  reference  to  the  other  branch  of  the  decision,  the  announcing  the  re¬ 
sult,  we  hold  with  the  R  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  that  it  is  the  province  of 
the  N.  G.,  in  the  first  instance,  to  decide  upon  the  result  of  the  ballot;  this 
he  does  not  by  virtue  of  any  positive  enactment,  but  simply  because  he  is 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  Lodge,  and,  as  such,  has  the  authority  of  de¬ 
ciding  this  question  the  same  as  any  other  and  for  that  reason  alone.  It  is  not 
the  province  of  the  V.  G.  to  announce  or  declare  the  result  of  a  ballot  in 
the  sense  of  deciding  that  the  candidate  is  elected  or  rejected,  but  we  see 
no  reason,  either  because  of  the  existence  of  any  l  aw  upon  the  subject,  or 
even  upon  the  ground  of  expediency,  why  a  Y.  G.  or  other  officer,  when 
authorized  by  a  By-Law,  affVmed  t>y  tire  State  jurisdiction,  to  which  his  Lodge 
is  subordinate,  may  not  only  assist  in  the  examination  of  the  ballot  but  in¬ 
form  the  Lodge  or  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  result  of  his  examination. 

It  is  safest  and  best  to  have  some  check  upon  the  N.  G.  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  It  does  no  harm  to  watch  au  honest  man  and  much  good  to  oversee 
a  dishonest  one. 

In  conclusion,  we  think  the  true  rule  in  reference  to  this  matter  should 
be  stated  as  follows : 

A  State  Grand  Jurisdiction  may,  notwithstanding  the  decisions  of  last 
year,  authorize  ita  subordinates  to  enact  By-Laws  providing  that  the  Y.  G. 
or  other  officer,  may  assist  the  N.  G  in  the  examination  of  the  ballot  on  an 
application  for  membership,  and  make  known  theresult  of  his  examination 
to  the  Lodge  or  the  N.  G.,  the  N.  G.  alone  having  the  prerogative  in  the 
first  instance  of  deciding  whether  the  candidate  is  elected  or  rejected. 

We  offer  the  following  ; 

Resolved ,  That  decision  first,  second,  third  and  fifth  of  the  R.  W.  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  be  approved. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fourth  decision  of  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  be  ap¬ 
proved,  with  the  modifications  herein  above  expressed. 

Resolved ,  That  the  sixth  decision  in  so  far  as  it  holds,  that  the  decisions 
of  1873,  therein  referred  to,  in  respect  to  the  Vice  Grand  examining  the 
ballot  and  announcing  the  result,  apply  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges,  whether 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or  not,  be  disapproved, 
and  that  the  true  rule  in  this  case  is  that  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may 
allow  its  sub  rdinates  to  enact  by  laws  providing  for  the  examination  by 
the  Vice  Grand,  or  other  officer,  of  the  ballotand  for  hi-  miking  known  the 
result  of  his  examination  to  the  Lodge,  it  being  the  business  of  the  Noble 
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Grand  alone  of  deciding  in  the  first  instance  the  question  of  the  election  or 
rejection  of  the  candidate.

Grand  Lodge  to  the  several  Grand 
Encampmems  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  it  is  regarded  as  a  solemn  com¬ 
pact  that  cannot  be  recalled  or  revoked  by  this  body  so  long  as  the  said  Grand 
Encampments  shall  keep  inviolate  their  obligations  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge, 
beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  but  declaratory  of  the  ex¬ 
isting  law  found  in  the  3d  Section  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  ;  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  the  power  “  to  deprive  such  State,  District, 
or  Territorial  Grand  Bodies  of  tiieir  charters,  and  annul  their  authority ; 
provided ,  that  such  deprivation  or  amendment  shall  only  be  ma  e  for  violation 
of  the  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,”  they,  therefore,  ofler  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  report  that  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  was  as  follows  :  “  After  the  death  of  a'brother  in  good 
standing,  should  tbe  sick  benefits,  during  bis  illness,  be  paid  to  his  family, 
have  carefully  examined  the  law  on  the  subject  ot  benefits  and  are  of  opinion 
that  the  sick  benefits  should  be  so  paid,”  is  a  correct  exposition  of  the  law. 

With  the  appeal  in  this  case  is  a  protest  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  which  claims  that  no  appeal 
can  be  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  “because  the  action 
of  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  which  said  appellant  proposes  thereby  to 
have  reviewed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  is  not  the  decision 
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of  a  case  or  controversy,  or  grievance  submitted  by  parties  or  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  an  actual  case,  but  simply  an  answer  to  a  question  propounded 
to  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  by  a  member  thereof,  and  an  opinion  of  said 
Grand  Lodge  upon  a  supposed  case  which  may  never  actually  occur.” 
Tour  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  decision  is  appealable  to  i his  Grand 
Lodge,  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  and  this  for  the 
simple  reason  that  it  is  a  decision,  and  a  rule  of  law  established  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas  for  the  guidance  of  its  subordinates,  and  one  which  it  is 
their  duty  to  obey.  Section  4,  Article  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  allows  an  appeal  by  members  of  a  State  Grand  Lodge  “  from  the  de¬ 
cision  thereof.”  We  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  above  quoted, 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  affirmed.

Porter,  of  California,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  : 
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To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  J.  M.  Alford,  of  Calhoun  Lodge,  No. 
26,  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Tennessee,  your  committee  respectfully  report: 
This  appeal  was  before  this  Grand  Body  at  the  last  session  thereof, 
and  a  report  was  then  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Appeal  Com¬ 
mittee  sustaining  the  appeal,  which  was  not  adopted.  This  year  your 
committee  has  been  furnished  with  additional  records  in  the  premises,  and  re¬ 
port  the  facts  to  lie  as  follows:  In  December,  1871,  Bro.  Alford’s  accounts  on 
the  books  of  said  Lodge  showed  him  to  be  in  arrears  for  dues  more  than  one 
year,  and  his  name  was  dropped  from  the  roll.  It  was  afterwards  found  that 
the  Lodge  owed  him  at  the  time  his  name  was  so  dropped,  certain  sums  of 
money,  which  if  the  same  had  been  credited  to  his  account  at  the  time,  would 
have  left  him  in  good  standing.  The  Lodge  afterwards  caused  the  credit  to  be 
made,  and  declared  by  resolution  that  it  was  in  error  in  dropping  his  name,  and 
that  he  was  in  full  fellowship  at  the  time  his  name  was  so  dropped,  and  that  the 
same  should  not  have  been  done,  and  his  membership  was  thus  restored. 

From  this  last  named  action  of  the  Lodge  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tennessee,  which  Grand  Body  sustained  Calhoun  Lodge  and  dis¬ 
missed  the  appeal.  And  the  present  appeal  is  taken  from  the  decision  of  said 
Grand  Lodge. 

This  Appeal  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  Calhoun  Lodge 
was  lawful,  and  should  be  sustained ;  and  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dis¬ 
missed.

Rep.  Porter  of  California,  from  the  Committee  ou  Appeals,  made  the  follow 
ing  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Stales : 
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The  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Joseph.  S.  Brewster,  P.  G.  M.,  and  ten  other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania,  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  the  case  of  Charles  Wallace  vs.  Lehicton  Lodge  No.  244,  would  respectiully 
report :  That  it  appears  from  the  records  before  us,  that  this  case  is  on  all  fours 
with  the  case  of  Hermitage  Lodge  No  165,  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
decided  in  1869.  Journal  p.  4591,  4614.  Whites  Digest  Section  102.  In 
this  case  as  in  that,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  reviewed  upon  an  ap¬ 
peal,  a  question  of  fact  after  it  had  been  passed  upon  by  the  proper  tribunal 
under  the  local  law,  in  direct  contravention  to  its  own  By-Laws,  which  says 
“such  appeal  must  be  confined  to  matters  of  law,  or  of  irregularity  or  unfair¬ 
ness  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Appeal  Committee.”  The  Grand'Lodge  of  Pa., 
in  the  case  of  Wilson  vs.  Friendship  Lodge  No.  23,  decided  that  such  a  review 
could  not  be  had.  Journal  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  semi-annual  ses¬ 
sion  1872,  p.  364,  365  ;  and  what  is  still  more  curious  is  the  fact,  that  in  this 
same  case,  said  Grand  Lodge  made  the  same  ruling,  (see  same  Journal  p.  372.) 
If  then  this  Grand  Lodge  was  right  in  1869,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  was  right  in  the  Wilson  casein  1872,  thePdecision  here  appealed  from 
must  be  reversed.  We  might  rest  this  case  here,  but  as  there  is  another  point 
in  the  appeal  of  some  importance  to  the  brotherhood,  we  can  confidently  ask  to 
be  pardoned  for  referring  to  it,  and  that  is,  that  the  puni-hment  imposed  was 
excessive.  In  this  case,  the  charge,  was  by  the  law  of  the  land,  (if  committed,) 
a  misdemeanor.  We  do  not  desire  to  palliate  the  offence,  but  simply  call  it  what 
the  law  calls  it ;  and  we  cannot  but  express  the  view,  that  the  punishment  im¬ 
posed  by  the  Lodge  was  excessive,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania, 
should  have  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  on  that  ground  alone,  even  if  the 
other  ground  had  been  untenable.  Ten  years  suspension,  is  practically  an  ex¬ 
pulsion  :  the  former  may  be  imposed  by  a  mere  majority,  according  to  the 
Pennsylvania  law,  whilst  the  latter  penalty  requires  a  two-thirds  vote.  This 
Lodge  ought  to  declare  that  under  the  name  of  suspension,  by  a  mere  majority 
vote,  that  a  Lodge  shall  not  practically  expel  a  member  for  an  alleged  offence. 

We  therefore  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Joseph  S.  Brewster,  P.  G.  M.,  and  others  from 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  be  sustained,  and  said  de¬ 
cision  be  reversed,  and  that  said  Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to  direct  Lehicton 
Lodge  No.  244,  to  re-instate  Bro.  Charles  Wallace  to  his  former  rank  and 
standing  in  said  Lodge.

Rep.  Medole,  of  New  York,  from  the  Fiuance  Committee,  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Stales: 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  difference 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  examined  into  the  subject  matter,  and  find  that  in  July 
last,  upon  an  order  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Wisconsin,  the 
Assistant  Grand  Secretary  charged  to  said  jurisdiction  fifty  German  Degree 
Books  and  rendered  invoice  for  the  same;  while  the  Messenger,  under  a 
misapprehension  of  the  figures  of  the  order,  delivered  fifty-five  copies.  Subse- 
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quently,  the  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  discovered  the  error,  and  on  the  4th 
of  August  rendered  a  bill  to  Wisconsin  for  the  additional  five  copies,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $6.75  net. 

This  bill  was  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  accompanied  by  the  affi¬ 
davit  of  L.  B.  Hills,  Grand  Secretary  of  Wisconsin,  averring,  in  the  most 
positive  terms,  that  he  had  not  received  the  five  extra  books  charged  to  his 
Grand  Lodge. 

As  brother  Ross  and  brother  Hills  are  alike  certain  of  the  accuracy  of 
their  respective  count  of  books  delivered  and  received,  the  (Jommittee- 
deem  it  advisable  to  give  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt,  and  recommend  accordingly  that  the  Grand  Secretary  credit  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  with  $6  75,  the  amount  charged 
for  the  five  copies  of  German  Degree  Books,  on  the  fourth  of  August  last. 

The  complaint  relative  to  the  deficiency  of  the  supply  to  said  jurisdiction 
of  the  Revised  Journal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  does  not  properly  come  under 
the  consideration  of  this  Committee,  and  therefore  we  recommend  its  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  correction  and  adjust¬ 
ment.

Rep.  Ticknob,  of  Illinois,  from  the  special  Committee  on  Street  Uniforms, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  special  committee,  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of 
Rep.  Turner,  of  Ohio,  found  on  page  5959  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  ses¬ 
sion,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  duly  considered  the  subject  of  a 
street  uniform,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

Resolved ,  That  the  uniforms  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order,  to 
be  worn  on  public  occasions,  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

1.  Chapeau  -  A  black  silk  plush  chapeau  with  three  plumes,  two  black  with 
one  royal  purple  running  between  the  black  and  over  the  center  of  the  cha¬ 
peau;  gilt  crossed  crooks  on  a  black  rosette  with  a  purple  center  ou  left  side  of 
the  chapeau' 

2.  Fatigue  Cap. — A  black  cloth  fatigue  cap  of  the  present  navy  style, 
three  inches  high,  a  black  leather  strap  one-half  inch  wide  in  front,  fastened 
by  two  round  gilt  buttons  having  three  links,  and  crossed  crooks  embossed 
thereon  ;  a  one  and  three-quarter  inch  tent-shaped  gilt  ornament  in  front; 
around  the  lower  edge  a  purple  velvet  band  one  inch  wide  with  a  small  gilt 
cord  on  each  edge  of  the  band.  (Plate  No.  2,  page  1.) 

3.  Baldric — A  pointed  Baldric  of  royal  purple  velvet,  four  inches  wide, 
trimmed  with  yellow  lace  one-half  inch  wide,  with  a  row  of  gilt  braid  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  wide  on  each  edge,  with  crossed  crooks  three  inches  in 
length,  embroidered  onfronte  entre  ;  the  Baldric  to  be  worn  from  the  right 
shoulder  to  the  left  hip,  and  under  the  sword  belt.  [Plate  No.  3,  page  2.] 

4.  Gauntlets — Black  gloves,  with  cuffs  made  of  Royal  Purple  velvet  five 
and  one-half  inches  wide,  with  crossed  crooks  three  inches  in  length  em¬ 
broidered  on  the  back  of  each  cuff,  gilt  braid  one-eigth  of  an  inch  wide 
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around  the  edges;  the  cuffs  to  be  either  connected  with  the  glove  or  de¬ 
tached.  [Plate  No.  4,  pages  2  and  9.] 

5.  Bet — The  belt  tube  of  purple  velvet,  one  and  three  quarter  inches  wide, 
with  two  stripes  of  gilt  lace  one  quarter  of  an  inch  wide  at  equal  distances 
from  the  edges  of  the  belt;  two  short  metal  link  chains  suspended  from 
sliding  straps  on  belt,  with  hook  for  Fatigue  cap.  [Plate  No.  5.  page  3.] 

6.  Sword — The  sword  to  be  36  inches  in  length  black  grip,  three-link  cross-bar, 
and  tent  on  Inal  of  hilt  of  yellow  metul ;  the  scabbard  to  be  ot  yellow  metal 
embossed  or  engraved  with  appropriate  emblems  with  acorn  shaped  end.  The 
sword  to  be  hung  by  the  chains  attached  to  belt  running  to  rings  placed  on  the 
sides  of  the  scabbard  two  and  one-half  inches  below  the  lop  ;  the  sword  when 
worn  to  be  in  a  perpendicular  position.  [Plates  Nos.  7  and  8,  page  3  ] 

7.  Coat — The  coat  to  bea  plain  black  frock,  single-breasted,  rolling  collar,  with 
hook  and  eye  at  neck  gorge;  length,  one  inch  above  knee;  side  edges  and 
seams  plain;  buttons  flat  surface,  made  of  black  silk  lasting,  with  nine  in 
front,  two  behind  and  two  on  each  cuff.  [Plate  No.  9,  page  4.] 

8.  Pants — Plain  black  pantaloons,  usual  style. 

9.  Ofieers — The  Chief  Captain’s  uniform  shall  be  as  before  described,  except 
that  the  belt  shall  be  of  yellow  velvet,  with  black  edges;  and  he  shall  wear  on 
the  left  arm,  midway  between  the  shoulder  and  elbow,  a  gilt  equilateral  tri¬ 
angle,  with  sides  three  and  one-half  inches  in  length,  on  royal  purple  velvet, 
with  crossed  batons  in  the  centre.  [Plate  Nos.  10,  11  and  12,  page  5.] 

10.  The  Subordinate  Captain’s  uniform  shall  be  the  same  as  Chief  Captain’s, 
except  the  centre  device  in  the  triangle,  which  shall  consist  of  a  single  baton. 

11.  The  uniform  of  elective  officers  of  an  Encampment  and  members  of  a  Grand 
Encampment,  shall  lie  that  prescribed  for  the  R.  P.  members,  with  the  addition 
of  a  gilt  fringe  two  inches  in  length  around  the  outer  edge  of  the  baldric  with 
jewels  of  office  suspended  by  purple  ribbon  and  gilt  bar  pins  from  the  left 
breast  and  equilateral  triangle  on  left  arm  with  emblem  of  rank  embroidered 
in  the  centre,  [klales  14,  15,  16,  and  17,  pages  6  and  7.] 

12.  The  uniform  of  the  elective  officers  and  past  elective  officers  of  a  Grand  En¬ 
campment,  shall  be  that  prescribed  for  its  members,  except  thit  of  the  three 
plumes  to  be  worn  on  the  chapeau,  one  shall  be  purple,  one  black  and  one  yel¬ 
low — the  1  itter  to  be  w  irn  in  the  centre — the  gilt  fringe  on  the  baldric  shall  be 
two  and  one-half  inches  wide — the  belt  shall  be  of  plain  gilt  webbing 
one  and  three-quarter  inches  wide;  the  coat  to  be  double  breasted  with  two 
rows  of  buttons  in  tront,  and  a  double  equilateral  triangle  on  left  arm  with  em¬ 
blem  of  rank  embroidered  in  the  centre.

The  Chief  Canta.in  shall  have  authority  to  exclude  from  the  ranks  while 
on  parade,  any  raliiatch  who  shad  |  ie-i  nt  himself,  unless  he  be  in  uniform 
as  prescribed  oy  ih<  regulations  of  the  Order.

Rep.  Hakmon,  of  California,  from  the  committee  on  the  History  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

The  elaborate  report  of  the  Historiographer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon 
the  History  of  Odd  Fellowship  renders  unnecessary  any  general  discussion 
of  the  matter.  We  agree  with  him,  that  nothing  more  should  be  now  at¬ 
tempted  than  to  write  the  history  of  the  first  decade. 

The  question,  how  and  by  whom  shall  it  be  written,  presents  some  diffi¬ 
culty,  as  the  Historiographer  has  suggested — particularly  as  to  the  place  to  be 
assigned  to  the  four  original  jurisdictions  of  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania,  in  the  early  history  of  the  Order.  Whatever  the 
historian  finally  commits  to  paper  as  the  truth,  is  likely  to  be  criticised 
more  or  less.  This  is  the  fate  of  all  histories,  and  must  be  submitted  to  by 
the  Historiographer  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

But,  with  these  difficulties  fully  in  view,  your  committee  are  clear  that 
only  one  mao  ought  to  write  the  history  of  this  first  decade.  The  unani¬ 
mous  voice  of  the  Order  points  to  Brother  Ridgely  as  that  man.  The  best 
history  he  can  write  will  be  the  history  most  acceptable  to  the  Odd  Fellows 
of  America.  To  divide  the  responsibility  or  the  honor  of  the  work  with 
the  historiographers  of  the  original  jurisdictions  just  named  will  not  con¬ 
duce  to  accuracy,  and  will  certainly  tend  to  weakness.  One  man,  with  the 
best  light  he  can  obtain,  must  do  the  work  or  it  will  be  disjointed  and  un¬ 
satisfactory. 

Y”our  committee,  therefore,  are  constrained  to  insist  that  Brother  Ridgely 
continue  the  Historiographer  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  do,  in  the 
coming  year,  all  that  his  health  will  permit  toward  completing  the  history 
of  the  first  decade  of  the  Order  in  America.  Let  him  husband  his  resources. 
If  he  cannot  finish  the  work  during  the  year,  let  him  do  a  little,  and  so  con- 
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tinue  from  year  to  year  until  his  labors  be  crowned  with  success.  It  is  ;n 
overpowering  necessity  that  he  alone  undertakes  to  write  this  history.  If, 
in  the  course  of  a  year  or  two,  his  physical  strength  be  found  unequa1  to 
the  task,  this  Grand  Lodge  can  then  take  such  action  as  is  deemed  best- 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  James  L.  Bidgely,  the  present  Historiographer  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  be  earnestly  requested  to  retain  that  position,  and  to 
write,  as  soon  as  his  health  permits,  the  history  of  the  first  decade  of  the 
Order  in  America  ;  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  employ  an  assistant  or  as¬ 
sistants  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $ - during  the  ensuing  year.

Your  Committee  on  Dues  and  Benefits  report  that  the  data  for  further  re¬ 
commendation  upon  the  subjects  discussed  in  our  report  at  the  last  session, 
have  not  yet  reached  a  degree  of  completeness  essential  to  a  final  report. 
During  the  year  we  have  had  ample  evidence  of  the  great  interest  felt  by  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Order  in  their  financial  standing.  There  are  re¬ 
turns  to  this  Body  as  to  the  number  of  week’s  sickness  from  twenty-four 
jurisdictions,  and  in  several  States  the  Grand  Lodges  have  complied  with 
the  suggestions  made  in  the  report  of  last  session,  and  thus  furnished  statis¬ 
tics  of  more  or  less  value.  So  in  two  or  three  States  the  financial  history  of 
single  Lodges  has  been  given, and  most  valuable  results  thereby  attained.

We  add  the  comments  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  jurisdiction,  as  foliows  : 

The  semi-annual  reports  now  call  for  information  as  to  the  number  of  weeks’  benefits  paid 
to  sick  members.  Reports  embracing  a  period  of  six  months  only  have  been  received,  yet 
the  subject  is  so  important,  and  lies  so  near  the  foundation  stones  of  the  prosperity  of  the 
Lodges,  that  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  present  the  information  that  has  been  obtained, 
in  order  that  Lodges  may  have  it  before  them  when  considering  how  much  dues  should  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  a  Lodge,  in  order  to  enable  it  to  pay  a  certain  amount  of  benefits 
and  thus  give  the  Lodge  the  ability  to  fulfil  its  engagements  to  its  members.  The  returns 
show  that  tnere  have  been  27,475  weeks’  sickness  in  six  months  in  a  membership  of  88,270, 
making  a  ratio  of  54,950  weeks’  sickness  per  annum. 

The  following  analysis  of  the  reports  received  is  resp  eetfully  submitted.  The  table  shows 
the  number  of  weeks’  sickness  in  every  one  hundred  members,  calculated  on  the  average  of 
every  fifty  Lodges,  beginning  at  No.  1,  and  ending  with  No.  847 :

The  classification  of  Lodges  into  fifties  enables  the  examiner  to  trace  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  senior  and  the  junior  Lodges  in  the  proportion  of,  or  liability 
to  sickness.  In  the  first  fifty  Lodges  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  average  sick¬ 
ness  is  nearly  one  week  per  annum  for  each  member,  whilst  in  the  Lodges  above 
No.  700  the  ratio  is  a  little  over  one-third  of  a  week.  The  mean  average  being 
sixty-two  and  twenty-five  one  hundredths.  In  the  general  table  there  are  great 
fluctuations.  For  instance,  in  the  first  fifty  Lodges  :

The  same  variations  occur  among  other  Lodges,  growing  out  of  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  of  their  membership.  Age,  a  vocation  and  location  each  modify  the  sick  rate. 
It  is  therefore  unsafe  to  depend  upon  general  averages.  The  statistics,  so  far  as 
they  have  been  gathered,  are  merely  approximations  to  the  actual  facts.  This  is 
clearly  shown  by  a  careful  examination  of  the  semi-annual  reports  in  relation  to 
management  expenses.  By  deducting  the  amount  expended  for  relief  from  the 
total  expenditures,  the  amount  paid  for  working  expenses  ought  to  appear.  Yet 
many  secretaries,  notwithstanding  they  are  requested  on  the  blank  report  not  to 
do  so,  persist  in  adding  the  amount  of  money  invested  during  the  term  to  the  ex¬ 
penditures  ;  thus  swelling  the  latter  out  of  all  due  proportion,  and  creating  erro¬ 
neous  impressions  as  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  Lodge.  An  examination  of  five 
reports  will  show  this  conclusively.  They  report  $5,408  00  expended  for  relief,  and 
the  total  amount  paid  out  as  $9,985  90.  A  statistician  examining  those  reports 
would  conclude  that  the  cost  of  running  each  of  the  Lodges  was  $1,791  56  per 
annum.  A  false  conclusion,  as  inquiries  have  shown  that  in  each  instance  the  in¬ 
vestment  of  funds  had  been  charged  as  an  expense.  Attention  is  called  to  this 
subject,  in  the  hope  that  secretaries  and  auditing  committees  will  exercise  more 
care  and  judgment  in  their  reports,  so  that  greater  accuracy  may  be  eventually 
reached.

The  July  number,  1874,  of  the  “  Odd  Fellows’  Companion  ”  also  contains 
a  discussion  of  the  subject,  under  the  head  of  “  More  Facts  and  Figures," 
to  which  we  direct  attention. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  desire  now  simply  to  urge  upon  Grand  Lodges  a 
steady  compliance  with  the  recommendations  made  in  their  former  report, 
and  in  a  few  years  we  will  have  data  upon  which  to  base  practical  action. 

We  recommend  that  this  committee  be  continued,  with  instructions  to 
further  report  at  the  next  session.

Rep.  Sanders,  of  New  York,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  under  the  rnle  : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  P.  G. 
Frederick  D  Stuart  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  would  respectfully  report  that  the  facts  are  as  follows,  viz.:  At  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  that  Body,  because  it  conflicted  with  certain 
enactments  made  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  It  appears 
from  the  record  before  this  Committee,  that  these  enactments  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Supervision  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  afterwards  reported 
that  they  had  amended  the  Constitution  as  instructed,  whereupon  the  question 
was  raised :  “That  the  Constitution  could  not  be  amended,  except  by  the 
regular  course  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,”  which  provides  “  That  all  pro¬ 
posals  to  alter  or  amend,  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  at  a  quarterly  session, 
and  if  approved  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall 
notify  all  of  the  subordinates  of  such  proposed  change ;  and  at  the  next 
quarterly  session  the  question  on  the  adoption  shall  be  taken,”  etc.  On  this 
question  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  decided  the  point  well  taken,  from  which 
decision  P.  Grand  Stuart  appealed.  From  the  return  made  to  this  body  on  this 
appeal,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  course  provided  in  the 
ou  joaiou^om  puy  'qqM  popdinoo  uaaq  jou  puqoSpo'qpuB.iQamjo  uopnjpsuoQ 
law  or  precedence  that  can  compel  a  Grand  Lodge  to  amend  the  Constitution, 
except  in  the  manner  prescribed  therein.  And  that  fact  being  admitted,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  decision  of  the  M.  ,W. Grand  Master,  on  this 
portion  of  the  appeal  was  correct,  and  that  this  portion  of  the  appeal  should  be 
dismissed.  The  second  question  arising  on  this  appeal  was  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Grand  Master  to  vote  on  any  question  coming  before  his  Grand  Lodge. 
The  Grand  Master  having  decided  (on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  his 
name  having  been  called,)  that  he  had  no  right  to  vote,  except  to  give  the  cast¬ 
ing  vote  in  case  of  a  tie.  It  appears  from  the  record  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  not  a  representative  body,  but  is  composed  of  the 
Past  Grands  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  said  District,  who,  by  the  laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  are  entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  coming  before  the  body. 
We  find  nothing  in  their  Constitution  or  laws  thatcanin  any  manner  be  con¬ 
strued  to  prevent  his  voting  as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  his  sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge.  It  is  true,  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  he  may  again  be  called  upon  to 
give  the  casting  vote;  but  that  is  a  matter  connected  with  the  office  of  Grand 
Master,  and  not  as  Past  Grand ;  and  in  our  opinion  should  not  interfere  with 
his  rights  and  duties  to  his  Lodge.  Your  Committee  are,  therefore,  of  fhe 
opinion  that  on  this  part  of  the  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  should 
be  reversed  and  the  appeal  sustained.

Rep.  Lamberton,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

The  Judiciary  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  communica¬ 
tion  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  as  relates  to  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Deputy 
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G.  Sire,  to  assume  the  discharge  of  all  duties  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire,  during  his 
absence,  requiring  immediate  attention  ;  and  in  connection  therewith  to  declare 
the  power  and  authority  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  in  the  matter  of  the  con¬ 
tributions  made  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  brothers  at  Memphis  and  Shreve¬ 
port,  with  the  correspondence  relating  thereto,  respectfully  report: 

The  questions  presented  are  alike  novel  and  of  the  highest  importance,  and 
may  be  thus  stated  : 

1st.  Can  the  G.  Sire  delegate  his  power  ? 

2d.  Has  the  Deputy  G.  Sire  authority  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  G.  Sire 
requiring  immediate  attention,  in  the  absence  of  the  G.  Sire  ? 

3d.  What  control,  if  any,  has  the  G.  Lodge  over  the  funds  contributed  and 
unexpended,  forrelief  at  Memphis  and  Shreveport? 

Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  defines  the  powers  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire, 
alike  when  the  G.  L.  is  and  is  not  in  session.  “  During  the  recess  of  this  G.  L. 
he  shall  have  a  general  superintendence  of  the  interests  of  the  Order.  He 
may  hear  and  decide  such  appeals,  etc.  He  may  hear  and  decide  such  ques¬ 
tions,  etc.  And  his  decisions  upon  all  appeals  and  questions  so  submitted  to 
him  shall  be  binding,  etc.” 

Upon  this  officer  selected  to  rule  because  of  his  wisdom  and  experience  are 
personally  conferred  powers,  executive  and  judicial.  These  are  committed  to 
and  are  to  be  exercised  by  him  personally,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  well  un¬ 
derstood  maxim  which  is  a  rule  of  law,  cannot  be  delegated  to  another  un¬ 
less  so  permitted  by  the  terms  of  the  instrument  creating  the  office  and  de¬ 
fining  its  functions  and  duties.  Under  the  Constitution  of  a  State  it  has  never 
been  supposed  that  the  Goveri  or  to  whom  is  given  the  power  to  approve 
or  return  with  his  objections  a  bid  passed  by  the  Legislature  can,  unless  ex¬ 
pressly  authorized  so  to  do,  depute  or  delegate  his  power  to  the  Lieutenant 
Governor.  But  to  provide  against  a  suspension  of  this  authority  thus  to  be 
personally  exercised,  so  that  there  may  be  no  hurt  or  detriment  to  the  com¬ 
mon  welfare,  there  is  invariably  to  be  found  in  Constitutions  a  provision 
that  these  powers  shall  not  fail  by  reason  of  resignation,  death  or  disability. 
The  powers  thus  to  be  exercised  by  the  substitute  are  not  delegated  to  him, 
but  couferred  and  expressed  by  the  Constitution  in  a  certain  defined  contin¬ 
gency — as  if  to  make  the  application  of  this  principle  the  clearer  to  the  case 
in  hand,  the  By-Laws  prescribe  when  the  G.  Sire  may  deputize  another  to 
act  for  him.  In  article  I,  a  Subordinate  Lodge  receiving  a  warrant  from 
this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  instituted  by  a  Past  Grand  of  the  Order  regularly 
deputed  therefor  by  the  G.  Sire.  Such  Lodge  shall  be  visited  at  least  once 
a  year  by  the  G.  Sire,  or  some  P.  G.  deputized  by  him,  etc.  And  so  to  in  art. 
II,  the  same  rule  is  prescribed  as  to  the  visiting  of  an  Encampment  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  And  again  in  article  XV,  he 
is  empowered  to  appoint  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  whose  duties  and  au¬ 
thority  are  specified  in  that  article.  By  prescribing  when  he  can  depute,  the 
law  by  a  well  understood  rule  of  constitutions,  excludes  deputation  by  him 
iu  all  other  cases. 

Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  our  M.  W.  G.  Sire  by 
his  communication  of  December  6,  1873,  to  our  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  requesting 
him  to  assume  the  discharge  of  all  duties  requiring  immediate  attention,  gave 
no  power  to  discharge  such  duties. 

2.  If  your  Committee  are  correct  in  the  conclusion  just  stated,  it  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  under  the  laws  of  our  Order  the  Deputy' Grand  Sire  in 
the  absence  of  the  Grand  Sire,  can  discharge  such  of  his  duties  as  require  im¬ 
mediate  attention.  That  such  authority  should  exist  is  manifest.  Does  it? 
Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  defines  the  duties  of  this  officer.  “The  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  shall  open  and  close  the  meetings  of  the  G.  L.,  support  the  G.  Sire 
by  his  advice  and  assistance,  and  preside  in  his  absence.  In  case  of  the  re¬ 
moval,  death,  resignation  or  inability  of  the  G.  Sire,  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  said  office,  shall  devolve  on  the  D.  G.  Sire,  for  the  unexpired  term,  as  pro-

vided  in  Section  3,  of  Article  IV.”  That  Section  prescribes  that  “in  case  of 
the  removal,  of  the  G.  Sire  from  offiee,  or  of  his  death,  resignation  or  inability 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on 
the  Deputy  G.  Sire  for  the  unexpired  term.”  From  these  plain  provisions  of 
our  fundamental  law  it  is  clear  that  the  inability  must  be  total,  for  the  conse¬ 
quence  is  that  upon  its  happening,  the  mantle  of  power  falls  at  once  upon  the 
Deputy  G.  Sire  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The  G.  Sire  therefore,  so  iar  as 
the  exercise  of  any  power  whatever  by  him,  has  ceased  to  exist,  The  ability  to 
act  in  certain  cases  and  not  to  act  in  certain  other  cases,  so  as  to  give  authority 
to  the  D.  G.  Sire,  would  be  anomalous  and  repugnant  to  the  plain  reading  of 
the  Constitution. 

During  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  is  clothed 
with  and  can  exercise  certain  powers,  which  cease  upon  the  adjournment 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless  upon  the  contingency  of  the  removal,  the  death, 
the  resignation,  or  inability  of  the  Grand  Sire,  whereupon  the  Depnty 
Grand  Sire  becomes  at  once  vested  with  all  the  powers,  and  is  bound  to 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Sire  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Reluctantly,  but  inevitably,  upon  these  plain  provisions  of  law,  your 
Committee  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  has  no 
authority  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  his  absence,  although 
they  require  immediate  atttention.  A  our  Committee  believe  that  there 
shonld  be  some  legislation  to  provide  for  exigencies  which  may  occur,  de¬ 
manding  immediate  and  prompt  action  in  the  case  of  a  long  continued  ill¬ 
ness  of  the  Grand  Sire,  or  a  long  absence  from  the  United  States,  and,  per 
haps,  in  other  like  cases. 

3.  Last  year,  at  the  time  of  the  prevalence  of  the  yellow  fever  in  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  and  Shreveport,  La.,  contributions  to  a  large  amount  were  made  for 
the  relief  of  our  brethren  and  their  widows  and  orphans.  Donations 
poured  in  so  rapidly  and  so  much  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  the  suffering, 
that  notices  were  issued  to  stay  the  hand  of  charity.  In  Memphis,  after  the 
payment  of  nurses,  funeral  expenses,  and  the  like,  there  was  left  unexpended 
the  large  sum  of  about  $30,000,  To  take  charge  of  this  fund  trustees  were 
elected  by  each  of  the  Lodges,  who  each  gave  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  and  the  amount  now  in  their  hands, 
as  appears  by  their  report,  is  $29,554.30,  of  which  $27,952-50  is  invested  in 
United  States  bonds. 

Upon  information  believed  by  him  to  be  trustworthy,  that  this  fund  was 
about  to  he  squandered  or  distributed  among  the  Lodges  in  Tennessee,  and 
thereby  diverted  from  its  sacred  character  as  a  trust  fund,  the  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  with  great  commendable  promptness,  communicated  at  once  with 
brethren  in  Memphis,  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ten¬ 
nessee,  as  will  appear  by  the  correspondence  submitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
with  his  report. 

The  trustees  holding  this  fund,  feeling  themselves  agrieved  by  what  they 
termed  misrepresentations,  sent  a  representative  to  this  city,  who  appeared 
before  your  committee.  From  his  statements,  and  the  correspondence,  etc., 
submitted  to  us,  your  committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  there  was  no 
evidence  before  us  to  show  that  there  was  any  purpose  to  divert  the  fund 
as  charged.  By  the  scourge  which  caused  so  much  trouble  to  our  brethren 
in  Memphis,  there  has  been  left  fourteen  widows  and  about  forty  orphans, 
and  it  was  represented  to  your  committee  that  the  fund  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  was  in  part  to  provide  for  them  and  other  like  charitable  purposes. 

Your  committee  are  at  a  loss  to  see  what  power  this  Grand  Lodge  has 
over  the  fund  so  held  and  invested,  or  how  it  can  reach  down  or  through 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  to  seize  or  control  even  for  the  most  holy 
purposes  the  whole  or  any  part  of  it.  The  legislation  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
upon  the  subject  of  the  management  of  the  funds  under  the  control  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  has  been  uniform;  it  has  been  left  to  themselves,  never, 
however,  permitting  their  division  to  improper  uses.  This  control  is  sub- 
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ject  first  to  the  supervision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which 
the  Subordinate  Lodge  is  located,  and  afterwards  to  that  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

By  Article  1,  Section  3,  of  our  Constitution,  this  Grand  Lodge  “is  the1* 
source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  possesses  such  powers  and  jurisdiction  over  the  whole  broth¬ 
erhood  as  are  provided  in  the  Constitution  and, Ritual  of  the  Order.”  Your 
committee  knows  of  no  provision  in  the  Constitution  or  Ritual  which  will 
enable  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  the  funds  are  now  held,  to  interfere  with  them 
or  to  order  their  division  or  payment  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
even  there  to  remain  for  use  in  the  time  of  calamity,  or  to  exercise  any  other 
power  at  this  time  over  them.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  report  as  relates  to  Jurisdictions  that  failed  to  present,  previous 
to  September  1st,  1874,  certificates  of  the  destruction  of  old  rituals ;  and 
also  the  suggestion  that  hereafter  supplies  be  sold  at  net  prices,  or  to  allow 
a  discount ;  and  that  it  be  made  imperative  that  bills  be  settled  within  thirty 
days,  otherwise  no  deduction  shall  be  made,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  subjects,  and  recommend  that 
Jurisdictions  be  permitted  to  make  the  contemplated  exchange  of  rituals  at 
minimum  rates,  and  present  certificates  of  destruction  of  old  books  so  ex¬ 
changed,  at  any  time  prior  to  January  1,  1875  ;  after  which  time  no  draw¬ 
back  shall  be  allowed  on  account  of  any  such  exchange. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  such  Jurisdictions  as  have  been  charged  the 
maximum  prices  for  rituals,  by  reason  of  failure  to  make  proper  certificate 
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of  destruction,  prior  to  September  1,  1874,  be  credited  with  the  amount  in 
excess  so  charged,  on  tendering  the  required  return  prior  to  January  1,  1874 

It  is  also  recommended  that  a  discount  of  ten  per  cent-  be  allowed  on  all 
supplies  furnished  State  Grand  Bodies,  except  such  as  are  embraced  in  the 
exchage  of  rituals  at  the  reduced  rates ;  providing  the  bills  for  such  supplies 
be  settled  withm  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  bills  rendered. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Grand  Bodies  reported  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  as  not  having  ordered  the  new  Rituals  for  the  use  of  their  Sub¬ 
ordinates,  be  required  to  do  so  at  once,  through  their  Grand  Secretaries  and 
Grand  Scribes,  in  order  that  such  Subordinates  may  be  in  possession  ol  the 
“  Standard  Work  of  the  Order."

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To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Stales  : 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report 
of  ttie  M.  W.  G.  Sire  as  relates  to  Subordinate  Lodges  attached  to  adjacent 
jurisdictions,  and  his  communication  to  the  R.  W.G.  Secretary  of  the  G.  L. 
of  Colorado,  “with  a  special  reference  to  the  law  of  the  G.  L.  in  relation  to 
the  issuing  of  warrants  by  the  G.  isire,  upon  application  for  Grand  Lodges, 
as  in  the  cases  of  WyomiDg  and  Utah,”  respectfully  report  that  under  By- 
Law  Article  13  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  “  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encamp¬ 
ment  working  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of  the  U.  8.  in 
any  District  or  Territory,  may,  at  its  own  request,  be  made  Subordinate  to  any 
contiguous  State,  G.  L.,  or  G.  E.,”  and  under  the  legislation  had  from  time  to 
time  upon  this  subject,  it  is  a  logical  consequence  that  whilst  such  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge  or  Encampment  is  under  the  new  jurisdiction  thus  created  for 
it,  it  possesses  such  powers  and  privileges,  and  must  perform  such  duties  as 
are  possessed  and  performed  by  the  other  Subordinates  in  such  jurisdiction. 
Therefore,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  G. 
Sire  contained  in  his  communication  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  G.  L.  of 
Colorado,  are  correct  expositions  of  the  law. 

Another  question  contained  in  the  reference  made  to  your  Committee, 
must  also  be  answered.  During  the  recess  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  directed  war¬ 
rants  to  issue  for  the  formation  of  Grand  Lodges  in  Wyoming  and  Utah, 
By  Article  1Y.  of  the  By-Laws  “  ten  or  more  Subordinate  Lodges,  or  five 
or  more  Encampments,  located  in  any  State,  District  or  Territory  where  a 
G.  L.  or  G.  E.  has  not  been  established,  having  seven  P.  G.’s  or  P.  C.  P.’s  in 
good  standing,  may  petition  the  G.  L-  of  the  United  States,  in  writing,  pray¬ 
ing  for  the  charter  of  a  G.  L.  or  G.  E.  in  such  State,  District  or  Territory, 
which,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  shall  be  granted,  and 
such  G.  L.  or  G.  E.  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Grand  Sire,  or  some  qualified 
Brother  or  Patriarch  whom  he  shall  deputize  for  that  purpose ;  Provided , 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  operate  to  prevent  the  G.  L. 
from  entertaining  and  granting,  or  instructing  the  Grand  Sire  to  grant  in  the 
recess  the  application  for  a  Grand  Charter,  to  any  less  number  of  Lodges  or 
Encampments  who  may  regularly  petition  therefor,  and  accompany  the  pe¬ 
tition  with  reasons  which  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  for  such  grant  by 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  G.  L.  at  any  regular  session.” 

It  will  be  seen  under  the  By-Laws  that  preliminary  to  any  action  by  the  G. 
Sire,  in  granting  the  application  for  a  G.  Charier,  it  is  indispensably  necessary 
that  this  G.  L.  must  act  upon  the  application;  and  further  that  before  the  erant 
can  be  made  to  any  less  number  of  Lodges  than  ten,  the  reasons  therefor  must 
be  satisfactory  to  two-thirds  of  this  G.  L.  No  such  action  having  been  taken 
here,  and  no  instructions  having  been  given  to  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  to  grant  such 
Grand  Charters ,  his  direction  that  they  issue  was  without  warrant  of  law. 
Whilst  your  committee  are  led  to  this  conclusion,  they  are  also  of  opinion 
that  the  end  sought  to  be  attained  by  our  M.  W.  G.  Sire  was  eminently  com¬ 
mendable,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  in  confirming  yesterday 
the  grant  of  the  charter  to  the  G.  L.  of  Wyoming.

Rep.  Porter,  of  California,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  states  : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Hugh 
Latham,  P.  G.  M.,  in  relation  to  the  difficulty  existing  between  Bro.  New¬ 
man  Cross  and  Potomac  Lodge,  No.  38,  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Virginia,  re¬ 
spectfully  report,  that  the  said  Cross  was  on  the  sick  list  and  receiving  bene¬ 
fits  from  his  Lodge,  and  without  notice  to  him  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  state  of  his  health ;  the  committee  made  inquiry  exparte, 
and  upon  their  report  the  Lodge  ceased  to  pay  him  benefits.  Afterwards, 
on  the  2d  of  August,  1872,  charges  were  preferred  against  said  Cross  for 
conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  on  the  following  grounds :  1st,  for  re¬ 
ceiving  benefits  when  not  sick,  and  when  he  was  able  to  work  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  degree,  “  that  a  citizen  saw  him  saw  and  split  wood  and  carry  it  in  his 
house,”  and  another  person  saw  him  “mend  his  fence  and  clean  up  his  yard.” 
A  committee  tried  the  case,  who  reported  that  the  charges  were  not  sus¬ 
tained,  but  volunteered  to  report  to  the  Lodge  that  he  was  not  then  en¬ 
titled  to  benefits  under  the  law,  (a  most  extraordinary  conclusion,)  and  the 
Lodge  do  not  restore  him  to  benefits,  although  he  claimed  to  be  sick,  and  so 
far  as  the  record  is  concerned  he  was  in  the  same  condition  as  when  he  was 
receiving  benefits,  and  had  not  been  reported  as  well  to  his  Lodge  except 
as  reported  by  said  committee.  There  are  four  certificates  from  respectable 
physicians  in  the  record,  showing  that  Bro.  Cross  was  an  invalid,  suffering 
from  organic  affection  of  the  heart,  which  incapacitates  him  necessarily 
from  the  performance  of  manual  labor,  and  thereby  renders  him  incapable 
of  supporting  himself  by  his  own  exertions.  One  of  the  physicians  had 
been  Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand  of  Potomac  Lodge,  and  during  the  entire 
time  Bro.  Cross  received  his  benefits.  Y our  committee  have  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  said  Cross  was  sick  and  entitled  to  his  benefits  when  his  Lodge 
ceased  to  pay  them,  wherefore  they  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  sustained 
with  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Hugh  Latham,  P.  G.  M.,  be  sustained. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  of  Virginia  be  directed  to  order  Potomac 
Lodge  to  reopen  the  case  of  Bro.  Cross,  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.

The  Legislative  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  of  Rep. 
Ryan,  of  Wisconsin,  providing  for  a  form  of  proceeding  on  the  application  o: 
an  expelled  member  to  be  received  into  membership,  beg  leave  to  report, — that, 
contrary  to  the  language  used  in  said  resolution,  an  expelled  member  is  not  a 
non-affiliate.  He  is  not  a  n. -r  •  :  birder  under  any 

jurisdiction.  His  return  to  the  Order  is  a  matter  of  State  legislation,  and  the 
form  of  proceeding  has  always  been  left  to  the  local  law. 

A  member  expe.Ied  must  first  apply  to  his  former  Lodge ;  and  if  that  Lodge 
wishes  to  pass  upon  his  case,  it  must,  by  petition,  obtain  the  consent  of  its 
Grand  Body.  That  consent  being  obtained,  the  whole  matter  goes  to  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  under  its  By-Laws  and  the  general  laws  of  the  Order.  The 
action  of  the  Lodge  under  these  limitations  is  potent  for  every  purpose,  and 
should  not  be  dogged  with  conditions  and  forms  which  may  be  in  cofitliet  with 
the  regulations  now  in  use  for  that  purpose. 

This  body  ought  mu  to  make  By-Laws  for  Subordinate  Lodges.  The 
State  Grand  Bodies  are  competent  to  control  this  matter,  and  so  far  we  have 
never  hear  !  that  any  difficulty  had  occurred  in  the  premises.  Should  such 
'legislation  become  current  in  this  body,  we  might  as  well  abolish  the  State 
juriscictions  and  take  all  the  Subordinates  under  the  immediate  control  of 
this  Grand  Lodge.  W e  submit  the  following  : 

jB esoleed.  That  the  manner  in  which  expelled  members  shall  be  received 
back  into  the  Order,  is  and  has  always  been  left  to  local  legislation,  and  no 
necessity  appears  for  a  change  in  an  arrangement  that  has  given  uhivers  .l 
satisfaction.

Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Venable,  R.  W.  G.,  Chaplain. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Lambertoft  of  Pennsylvania,  the  reading  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

The  chair  proceeded  to  call  the  Standing  Committees,  when 

Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  as  read  : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

Reynolds  Encampment,  No.  3,  of  Delaware,  has  a  provision  in  its  By-Laws 
that  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  death  of  a  Patriarch,  or  his  wife,  shall  be  re¬ 
funded  to  the  Encampment  by  a  tax  on  the  members,  and  that  all  assessments 
made  to  refund  this  expense  “  shall  be  charged  as  dues  at  the  end  of  the  term 
in  which  they  may  have  accrued.”  On  June  23,  1874,  the  last  meeting  night  in 
the  term,  the  Scribe  charged  against  each  member  the  funeral  assessment  for  the 
term,  and  “  by  so  doing  it  caused  one  of  its  members  to  become  one  dollar  and 
thirty-one  cents  in  debt,  which  was  one  cent  more  than  the  laws  allow  and  be 
beneficial .  ”  On  June  28  this  brother  was  taken  sick,  and  reported  to  the  Relief 
Committee,  and  at  the  next  meeting,  July  14,  1874,  (the  meetings  being  the 
second  and  fourth  Tuesdays,)  the  Scribe  announced  that  he  was  non-beneficial. 
The  Patriarch  claimed  benefits  but  was  refused  them,  on  the  ground  that  he 
was  non-beneficial  at  the  time  he  was  taken  sick. 

T  wo  questions  are  presented  : 

1.  “  At  what  time  does  the  term  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  end  ?  ” 
and 

2.  “  Was  the  brother  beneficial  under  the  By-Laws  at  the  time  he  was  taken 
sick  ?  ” 
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The  terms  of  this  Encampment  commence  on  the  first  meetings  in  July  and 
January,  (Sections  999,  1000,  1797,  Digest  G.  L  U.  S.,)  and  the  preceding 
term  ends  when  the  succeeding  one  begins,  hence  the  term  had  not  ended  when 
the  Patriarch  was  taken  sick  ;  it  did  not  end  until  the  commencement  of  the 
first  meeting  in  the  term  July  14,  he,  therefore,  was  entitled  to  benefits,  as 
the  funeral  assessment  could  not  be  charged  against  him  prior  to  July  14.

The  Committee  on  Fii  ance  have  had  their  attention  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  has  published  a  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  our 
Order  in  that  jurisdiction,  to  which  they  have  appended  various  foims  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Digest  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  as  “  Public  Installation,” 
“Laying  Corner  Stones  of  Public  Edifices,”  “  Laying  Corner  Stones  of  Odd 
Fellows’  Halls,”  “  Dedication  of  Halls  and  Rooms,”  etc. 

The  Digest  is  copyrighted  by,  and  is  the  exclusive  property  of,  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  sale  of  which  is  one  of  the  sources  of  revenue  of  this  Grand 
Body.  It  publishes  it  for  the  use  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Encampments 
and  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  such  right  undoubtedly  vests  solely 
in  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  any  violation  of  this  right,  by  Grand  or  Subor¬ 
dinate  Bodies,  or  individuals,  is  in  opposition  to  the  laws,  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  this  Grand  Body. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  is  therefore  directed  to  cause  the  law  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  in  this  respect  to  be  enforced  in  that  jurisdiction. 

Resolved,  That  all  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies,  and  individual  mem¬ 
bers  thereof,  of  this  Order  are  hereby  directed  to  refrain  from  printing, 
publishing  and  issuing  any  article  entered  upon  the  list  of  supplies  that 
form  a  part  of  the  source  of  revenue  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Homes,  <  f  Louisiana,  from  the  S;  eual  Committee  on  that  subject, 
made  the  follon  ing  report,  which  was  adopted  as  read : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  Appeal 
of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  128,  from  the  action  of  ihe  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  beg  leave 
to  report : 
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That,  while  the  state  meat  sent  up  to  this  Grand  Body  does  not  contain 
as  full  extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  as 
might  le  desired,  yet  the  same  does  show  that  there  are  two  questions  de¬ 
cided  by  that  Grand  Body,  viz : 

1st.  Was  the  accused  guilty  of  contempt  in  not  appearing  before  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  23d  day  of  March  ? 

2d.  Can  Bro.  Ashley  be  tried  for  the  offense,  if  he  was  guilty  of  an  of¬ 
fense,  by  the  present  Morning  Star  Lodge,  which  he  committed  in  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  division  of  the  funds  of  the  extinct  Morning  Star  Lodge  ? 

That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  on  the  first  question, 
must  be  sustained — ‘‘That  a  brother  appearing  before  a  committee  by  counsel, 
cannot  be  declared  in  contempt.” 

That  in  deciding  upon  the  second  question,  that  the  charges  against  Bro. 
Ashley  should  have  been  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction  on  the  part  of 
Morning  Star  Lodge. 

“By  the  act  of  returning  the  Charter  and  the  recognition  of  the  Lodge  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Brother  was  restored  to  good  and  regular  standing  in 
the  Order ;  and  if  he  had  been  guilty  of  any  offense  prior  to  that  time  against 
the  Order,  it  was  by  that  act  condoned  or  forgiven. 

“When  a  Lodge  becomes  defunct,  it  wipes  out,  so  to  speak,  all  former  offences 
of  its  members ;  and  on  the  return  of  the  Charter  to  certain  of  its  former  mem¬ 
bers,  you  can  no  more  try  the  members  restored  for  offences  committed  before 
the  restoration,  than  you  can  try  a  Brother  for  an  offence  committed  by  him 
against  the  laws  of  the  land  prior  to  his  admission  to  the  Order,  when  he  has 
been  guilty  of  no  misrepresentation  in  reference  to  that  offense,  on  his  seeking 
for  admission.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  said  State  was  clearly  in  error;  for,  as  certified  to 
by  the  officers  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  Morning  Star  Lodge  never  became  ex¬ 
tinct,  and,  therefore,  could  not  be  restored,  and  that  the  conclusions  reached 
in  the  report  thereon,  made  in  said  Grand  Lodge,  wei'e  not  correct. 

Your  Committee,  without  giving  any  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  a  State 
Grand  Lodge  to  enforce  any  and  all  mandates,  have  reached  the  conclusion 
that  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  128,  should  be  compelled  to  try  Bro. 
Ashley  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  and,  that  such  a  result  may  be  reached, 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New'  York,  and  its  executive  officers, 
be  directed  to  restore  Morning  Star  Lodge  to  fellowship,  at  the  same  time 
directing  said  Lodge  to  reinstate  Bro.  Ashley,  and  proceed  to  try  him  upon 
the  merits  of  the  case. 

We,  therefore,  offer,  for  adoption,  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and,  during  the  interim, 
the  Grand  Master  thereof  be,  and  are  hereby,  directed  to  restore  to  good 
standing  in  the  Order,  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  128,  of  that  jurisdiction. 

Resolved ,  That  the, said  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  be  required  to  direct 
Morning  Star  Lodge  to  reinstate,  into  their  Lodge,  A.  Ashley,  Jr.,  P.  G., 
and  to  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  to  try  him  on  the  merits  thereof.

Rep.  Porter,  of  California,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  presented 
the  tv,  o  following  reports,  from  last  year,  for  action  : 

Rep.  Beharrell,  of  Indiana,  from  the  Committee  ou  Appea’s,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  fable  under  the  rule: 

To  the  R.  TP  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  John 
Zimmerman,  on  behalf  of  William  D.  Kennedy,  P.  G.,  against  the  action  of 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  have  had  the  papers  referring  to  this 
case  before  them.  They  present  in  a  clear  manner,  all  its  peculiarities.  We 
find  that  William  D.  Kennedy,  P.  G.,  made  application  by  card  for  admis- 
mission  to  membership  in  Toronto  Lodge ;  that  his  application  was  referred 
to  a  committee  and  reported  on  favorably,  and  a  ballot  was  taken.  The 
Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge  announced  that  the  candidate  was  elected,  all 
though  there  were  three  black  balls  in  the  box.  An  appeal  was  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  Noble  Grand  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  sustained  the 
Noble  Grand  ;  whereupon  the  said  William  D.  Kennedy  wras  introduced  in 
the  Lodge,  his  election  wms  announced  to  him,  and  subsequently  he  took 
part  in  the  discussions  of  the'Lodge. 

Subsequently  the  L>.  L>.  Gfknu  Master  gave  a  decision  adverse  to  the 
action  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  sustaining  him ;  when 
said  William  D.  Kennedy  applied  for  a  withdrawal  card,  w  hich  applica¬ 
tion  brought  up  the  question  of  the  position  of  William  D.  Kennedy,  P. 
G.,  in  that  Lodge — Was  he  a  member  of  that  Lodge  or  not? 

It  appears,  from  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  Toronto  Lodge,  that  he  was 
regularly  proposed  for  admission  by  card.  The  committee  reported  favor¬ 
ably.  A  ballot  was  had,  and  the  Noble  Grand  declared  him  elected.  The 
D.  .D.  Grand  Master  was  present  on  the  night  when  the  ballot  was  had,  and 
was  asked  for  his  decision,  but  he  deferred  giving  it  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Lodge.  The  Noble  Grand  wTas  pressed  to  decide,  and  accordingly  he 
did  so,  in  accordance  with  the  declaration  he  had  already  made,  viz. :  that 
William  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  was  a  member  of  Toronto  Lodge 

An  appeal  was  taken  from  his  decision  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  sus¬ 
tained  him  in  it.  William  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  seeing  there  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  his  election,  asked  for  a  withdrawal  card.  The 
withdrawal  card  was  not  granted;  but  after  a  letter  was  read  from  the 
Grand  Master  of  theGrand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  aDd  the  decision  of  the  D.  D. 
Grand  Master  was  giveD,  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge,  in  accordance  with 
the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  that  Bro.  Kennedy  had  not  been 
elected  a  memberof  said  Lodge,  returned  the  card  and  accompanying  fee  to 
said  brother. 

Bro.  John  Zimmerman  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  Grand 
Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  said  Grand  Lodge  dismissed  the 
appeal  and  sustained  the  action  of  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge  in  return¬ 
ing  William  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  his  card  and  fee. 
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Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  Section  130  of  Digest  of  Laws,  etc.,  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  covers  this  case ;  and  according  to  said 
section  William  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a 
member  of  Toronto  Lodge,  though  he  did  not  sign  a  promise  to  support  and 
abide  by  the  Constitwtion ,  etc.,  of  Toronto  Lodge.  We  would  offer  for  adoption 
the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  be  sustained,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ontario  be  reversed'

Rep.  Woodyatt,  of  Ontario,  from  the  same  committee,  made  the  follow¬ 
ing  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  undersigned,  the  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  which 
was  referred  the  appeal  of  Willam  D.  Kennedy,  against  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  differing  in  opinion  from  the  majority  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  presents  his  views  of  the  case. 

The  local  law  of  Ontario  enacts  that  at  an  election  of  a  candidate  for 
membership,  either  by  initiation  or  deposit  of  card,  more  than  two  black 
balls  rejects. 

Bro.  William  D.  Kennedy  made  application  for  admission  to  the  Toronto 
Lodge  by  deposit  of  card  :  when  the  ballot  was  taken  more  than  two  black 
balls  appeared.  The  Vice  Grand,  to  whom,  as  well  as  to  the  Noble  Grand, 
the  ballot  box  had  been  taken  for  examination,  declared  the  candidate  re¬ 
jected:  the  Noble  Grand  declared  the  candidate  elected.  An  appeal  was 
taken  from  the  ruling  of  the  Noble  Grand  to  the  Lodge.  A  majority  vote 
sustained  the  Noble  Grand,  and  the  candidate  was  introduced  as  a  member. 
He  did  not,  however,  sign  the  constitution  of  the  Lodge,  which  is  required 
by  the  local  law.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  decided 
that  Bro.  Kennedy  was  not  a  member  of  Toronto  Lodge,  and  directed  said 
Lodge  to  hand  him  back  his  card  and  fees,  and  notify  the  Lodges  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  his  rejection.  The  Lodge  complied  with  the  directions  of 
the  Grand  Master.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  which  sustained  the  Grand  Master 
and  it  is  from  the  action  of  said  Grand  Lodge  that  this  appeal  is  made. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has  decided  that  when  a  person  has 
been  initiated  into  the  Order — whether  his  election  was  legal  or  not — he  must 
be  held  to  be  a  member,  and  that  the  only  mode  of  dealing  with  him  must  be 
by  charges,  trial,  expulsion,  etc.  The  reason  for  such  legislation  is  obvious  : 
the  initiate  has  acquired  knowledge  and  assumed  obligations  that  it  would  be 
exceedingly  unwise  to  meddle  with  by  declaring  his  membership  void.  He 
could  not  be  deprived  of  the  knowledge,  and  he  should  not  be  released  from  the 
obligation.  But  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card 
the  position  is  entirely  different.  In  such  a  case  as  the  one  here  under  notice 
the  party  acquired  no  knowledge,  assumed  no  new  obligations  ;  he  did  not 
even  take  upon  him  the  responsibility  that  would  follow  the  signing  of  the 
Constitution.  It,  therefore,  seems  eminently  proper  that  a  law  should  prevail 
differing  from  the  law  quoted  as  much  as  the  cases  differ,  so  that  improper  con¬ 
duct  may  be  promptly  dealt  with,  and  that  which  is  wrong  may  at  once  be  put 
right,  and  that  a  minority  of  the  members  of  a  Lodge  may  be  efficiently  pro¬ 
tected. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  appeal  be  di.  misled,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario  be  sustained.

Brother  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question  was  called,  and  being  sustained,  the  question 
recurred  on  the  motion  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table,  which  was  resolved 
in  the  affirmative. 


The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment  of  Rep.  Woodyatt,  to  strike 
out  “majority”  and  insert  “minority,”  which  was  resolved  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive,  and  the  motion,  as  amended,  was  adopted.

Bio.  Ninholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
that  subject,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  as  read  : 

To  the  R.  W,  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Sire  Samuel  H.  Perkins,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  it  is  with  no  ordinary 
feelings  that  the  subject  has  been  considered. 

An  eminently  good  man  has  passed  away  after  a  long,  busy  and  useful  life,  in 
which  he  discharged  all  the  varied  duties  that  devolved  upon  him  with  distinguished 
ability,  rare  courtesy,  strict  fidelity,  and  with  the  utmost  purity  of  motive  and  act. 
Selected  at  a  time  when  the  Order  was  comparatively  obscure  to  preside  over  the 
deliberations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  order  that  public  atten¬ 
tion  might  be  attracted  and  favor  won,  by  his  high  character,  the  result  vindi¬ 
cated  the  wisdom  of  his  selection,  and  his  after  life  brilliantly  illustrated  and  con¬ 
firmed  all  the  high  hopes  then  entertained  of  a  career  of  pre-eminent  usefulness 
and  honor.  Whilst  we  cannot  but  murn  over  the  loss  of  our  brother,  we  rej  oice 
that  he  lived,  and  casting  his  lot  with  our  beloved  Order,  shared  in  its  trials,  and 
enjoyed  its  triumphs,  and  in  his  advanced  age  could  look  around  and  behold  the 
magnificent  fruits  of  the  early  labors  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Order  among  whom 
he  had  toiled  and  hoped  ;  Therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Senior  Fast  Grand  Sire,  Samuel  H.  Perkine, 
the  Grand  Lodge  recognizee  the  loss  of  a  brother  whose  eminent  services  entitl  e 
him  to  the  love  of  the  brotherhood,  and  his  character,  to  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  all  lovers  of  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  human  race. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  life  of  our  beloved  brother  we  find  beautifully  illustrated 
the  virtues  which  adorn,  the  noblest  of  our  race,  a  philanthropist  in  the  highest 
sense  of  the  word,  a  gentleman  of  rich  and  varied  culture.  His  excellence  was  so  uni¬ 
formly  displayed,  his  character  so  well  balanced,  that  it  is  imppossible  to  discrim¬ 
inate  as  to  the  particular  grace  in  which  he  was  pre-eminent.  He  was  one  of  the 
masterpieces  of  God’s  creation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  tenders  its  cordial  and  fraternal  sympathy  to 
the  family  of  the  deceased,  for  their  great  bereavement,  and  beg  leave  to  com¬ 
mend  them  for  the  only  consolation  that  Earth  can  afford,  to  the  well  spent,  and 
lovely  life  of  our  brother,  and  above  all  to  Him,  who  doeth  all  things  well.  May 
His  spirit  dwell  in  their  hearts  for  evermore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  action 
ef  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire,  Perkins,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Rep.  Stokes,  of  Pennsylvania,  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire— At  this  moment  we  are  forcibly  reminded 
ef  the  language  of  the  poet : 

“•  The  boast  of  heraldry,  the  pomp  of  power, 

And  all  that  beauty,  all  that  wealth  ere  gave, 

Await  alike  the  inevitable  hour. 

The  path  of  glory  leads  but  to  the  grave!  ” 

The  sad  announcement  has  been  made  to  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Sire  Samuel  IL.  Perkins,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Brother  Perkins  was  the  fourth  Grand  Sire  of  the  Order,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
deith,  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  eleventh  in  the 
line  of  the  devoted  and  distinguished  Brothers  who  have  filled  the  Chair  you  now 
occupy,  that  have  passed  from  work  on  earth  to  their  reward  in  Heaven.  He 
died  at  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  22d  day  of  May,  1874, 
in  the  78th  year  of  his  age,  calmly  and  so  serenely,  that  those  surrounding  his 
dying  bed  scarcely  knew  when  his  spirit  had  winged  its  Might  to  that  city  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

It  fell  to  the  lot  of  but  few  men  to  bear  through  so  long,  active  and  useful 
a  life,  such  an  unspotted  name  and  reputation.  Earnest  and  indefatigable  in 
whatever  he  engaged,  his  acceptance  of  places  of  honor  and  trust,  (for  he 
never  sought  any  other),  was  a  guarantee  of  the  faithful  and  honest  discharge 
of  the  duties  he  assumed. 

Brother  Past  Grand  Sire  Perkins  was  born  at  Windham,  State  ot  Connect 
icut,  February  17th,  1797.  His  father,  Samuel  Perkins,  was  a  distinguished 
lawyer  in  the  eastern  part  of  that  State,  and  the  author  of  a  history  of  the 
war  of  1812.  He  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of  Yale  College  in  1813,  and 
graduated  with  honor  in  1817,  after  which  he  spent  a  year  in  teaching  in  a 
private  family  in  North  Carolina ;  thence  he  came  to  Philadelphia  and 
studied  law  in  the  office  of  the  late  Hon.  Josiah  Randall,  (one  of  the  most 
eminent  lawyers  of  his  day),  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  December  13th, 
1820. 

Brother  Perkins  took  an  active  part  in  various  religious  and  benevolent 
associations;  indeed,  he  was  an  active  and  useful  citizen.  At  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  that  great  charity  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  Girard  College, 
in  1847,  he  was  elected  one  of  the  Directors,  and  from  1852  to  1861,  when 
he  retired,  was  President  of  the  Board.  From  1859  till  his  resignation  in 
1872,  he  was  the  President  of  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  and  also 
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President  of  the  Philadelphia  Tract  and  Mission  Society  from  September 
27th,  1846,  till  he  resigned,  in  1872.  In  1851  he  was  elected  Vice  President 
of  the  Philadelphia  Colonization  Society,  and  held  that  office  until  his  death; 
and  sii  ce  1848  he  was  a  corporate  member  of  the  American  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  for  Foreign  Missions.  In  1846  he  was  elected  and  ordained  an 
Elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  which 
he  held  to  the  end  of  his  life,  a  period  of  twenty-eight  years. 

As  a  lawyer  and  successful  advocate,  he  had  few  equals,  and  his  contem¬ 
poraries  at  the  Bar  will  never  forget  his  proverbial  response  of  “  Trial,” 
whenever  his  cases  in  Court  were  called.  And  from  his  long  and  consist¬ 
ent  Christian  life,  we  have  the  assurance  that  when  the  summons  came  to 
render  his  final  account  to  the  Judge  ol  Heaven  and  Earth,  that  he  was 
also  found  ready  for  Judgment. 

As  an  Odd  Fellow,  he  was  amongst  the  first  in  his  State  to  join  the  ranks 
of  the  noble  little  band  that  had  enlisted  under  its  humble  banner,  and 
foremost  amongst  them  to  discern  and  to  appreciate  the  value  of  the 
organization,  and  the  great  good  it  was  designed  ultimately  to  confer  upon 
his  fellow  man,  and  to  hold  up  in  the  face  of  an  intolerant  public  sentiment 
(which  was  then  raging  with  great  bitterness  against  secret  associations,) 
the  great  principle  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  and  the  Fatherhood  of 
God  "over  all ;  and  he  was  permitted  to  live  to  see  that  the  people  of  the 
nineteenth  century  were  being  rapidly  converted  to  this  great  Truth,  and 
to  witness  the  public  acknowledgement  of  its  great  usefulness  and  worth. 

Brother  Perkins  became  a  member  of  Wayne  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  the  first 
decade  of  the  Order,  retaining  his  interest,  standing  and  membership  to 
the  end  of  his  life.  Passing  the  chairs  of  his  Lodge,  he  entered  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  was  elected  Grand  Warden,  in  June,  1834;  in  Novem¬ 
ber  of  the  same  year,  Deputy  Grand  Master;  and  in  June,  1835,  Grand 
Master,  and  whilst  he  was  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  in  1836,  he 
was  amongst  the  most  distinguished  citizens  of  his  State  that  were  arrested 
by  the  order  of  an  anti-Masonic  Inquisition,  appointed  by  the  Legislature, 
who  sought  disclosures  of  the  internal  workings  of  this  and  the  Masonic 
Fraternity,  and  after  being  detained  for  about  a  week  in  fruitless  efforts  to 
extract  answers  to  questions  which  their  manhood  indignantly  repelled 
and  protested  against,  they  were  allowed  to  depart  in  peace. 

Bro.  Perkins  was  also  a  high  and  esteemed  member  of  the  Masonic  fra¬ 
ternity,  a  Past  Grand  Master,  and  lived  to  see  his  son  Samuel  G.  Perkins, 
Esq.,  occupy  the  same  exalted  position  in  Masonry  that  he  had  so  much 
honored. 

After  passing  the  chairs  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  the  duties  of 
which  were  discharged  with  signal  ability,  he  was  chosen  a  Representa¬ 
tive  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  June  13,  1886,  but  from  cir¬ 
cumstances  beyond  his  control,  was  prevented  from  attending  the  session, 
and  at  the  adjourned  session  of  that  Body,  held  in  Baltimore,  May  8, 1837, 
he  was  unanimously  elected,  and  in  October,  of  the  same  year,  (this  being 
his  first  appearance  in  the  Body,)  was  duly  installed  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  serving  for  two  years. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  high  appreciation,  which  doubtless  all  his  con¬ 
temporaries  in  the  Grand  Lodge  entertained  for  him,  I  beg  leave,  with  the 
approval  of  Bro.  J.  L.  Ridgely,  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary,  to  add  a  letter  which  1  had  the  honor  to  receive  from  that  distin¬ 
guished  brother  upon  his  learning  of  the  death  of  our  lamented  P.  G.  Sire, 
living  extracts  from  his  diary  made  at  the  time,  and  which  is  so  much  bet¬ 
ter  saTd  than  anything  I  might  present  to  you,  that  I  feel  warranted  in  mak¬ 
ing  it  a  part  of  the  record  upon  the  Journal,  and  in  conclusion  to  express 
the  hope  that  the  resolutions  offered  by  the  committee  will  be  unanimously 
adopted

My  Dear  Brother  Stokes  : 

Your  letter,  advising  me  of  the  death  of  Brother  Samuel  H  Perkins,  Past 
Grand  Sire,  was  received  at  the  office  in  due  course  of  mail,  and  has  not  had  an 
earlier  acknowledgment  in  consequence  of  my  absence  at  my  country  home  in 
quest  of  health,  which  I  much  needed.  The  sad  intelligence  which  it  commu¬ 
nicates  is  in  a  measure  qualified  by  the  fact,  that,  in  the  nature  of  things,  bis 
fulness  of  time  had  been  nearly  reached.  Like  a  rich  shock  of  corn,  fully  ripe, 
he  has  been  gathered  to  the  harvest  home;  and  I  may  justly  add,  laden  with 
honors  and  a  wealth  of  character  which  true  manhood  only  can  obtain  in  this 
world,  and  with  a  blessed  assurance  of  immortality  in  the  world  to  come.  In 
all  my  experience  as  Grand  Secretary,  during  the  many  administrations  of  the 
office  of  Grand  Sire,  I  have  met  with  no  officer  more  worthy  to  fill  that  ex¬ 
alted  place,  or  who  acquitted  himself  of  its  varied  and  responsible  duties  w  th 
greater  ability.  The  Order,  at  the  time  of  his  electfon,  was  struggling  with  a 
strong  current  of  adverse  public  opinion,  which  had  been  greatly  impeding  its 
successful  progress.  Brother  Keyser,  his  immediate  predecessor,  was  an  ac¬ 
complished  gentleman,  occupying  a  very  prominent  place  in  our  community 
as  a  citizen  and  public  officer,  especially  in  the  Masonic  fraternity,  being  Grand 
Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland-  Feeling  the  weight  of  the  popu¬ 
lar  difsavor,  we  had  elected  him  Grand  Sire,  after  a  very  short  membership, 
with  a  view  to  stem  this  adverse  tide,  but  his  early  death  sadly  disappointed 
this  expectation.  Brother  Perkins  was  presented  from  your  State  as  his  suc¬ 
cessor  (Glazier,  of  Delaware,  having  been  only  temporarily  chosen),  as  a  man 
eminently  qualified  to  carry  out  our  plan  of  elevating  the  character  of  the 
Order,  and  most  truly  was  the  promise  to  that  effect,  made  by  Pennsylvania, 
vindicated.  Erom  the  moment  of  his  installation  did  our  horizon  appear  to 
brighten.  An  accomplished  lawyer,  occupying  the  highest  rank  in  the  profes¬ 
sion,  a  Christian  gentleman,  thoroughly  identified  with  practical  church  service 
and  a  leader  among  the  philanthrophists  and  charitable  patrons  of  your  city, 
he  was  just  the  person  which  Odd  Fellowship  stood  sorely  in  need  of  in  its 
trial,  and  bravely  did  he  respond  to  its  appeal.  Superadding  to  high  moral 
and  social  qualities  a  generously  stored  mind,  with  varied  learning,  a  peculiarly 
bland  manner,  and  a  spotless  personal  character,  our  acquisition  was  one  of  in¬ 
finite  good  fortune.  I  came  to  office  at  the  close  of  his  administration  in  fact, 
although  really  I  was  obliged  to  give  considerable  attention  to  it  during  his 
term.  My  relations  with  him  were  of  the  most  intimate  and  cordial  nature ; 
and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  him  as  a  splendid  specimen  of  God’s 
handiwork.  His  manhood  was  developed  as  fully,  in  my  judgment,  and  as 
poor  humanity  can  advance  it.  Every  grace  of  character,  which  we  are  ac¬ 
customed  to  revere,  was  his,  whether  moral,  intellectual,  or  social,  and  these  so 
adorned  his  life  that  it  was  difficult  to  discriminate  in  what  element  of  excel¬ 
lence  he  most  excelled.  J  find  in  my  diary  the  following  memorandum  of 
Brother  Perkins,  which  I  subjoin  as  an  evidence  of  the  perfect  accordance  of 
what  I  now  write,  with  what  I  wrote  in  1840,  and  in  1869 : 

April  23d,  1840. 

“We  have  just  installed  Glazier,  to  succeed  Grand  Sire  Perkins.  The  con¬ 
trast  between  the  two  is  very  great.  The  election  of  the  latter  was  an  import¬ 
ant  forward  step  ;  the  former  was  due,  as  a  just  return,  for  his  generous  declen¬ 
sion  to  make  room  for  progress.  Glazier  was  an  amiable  man,  but  Perkins 
superadded  to  amiability  pre-eminent  endowments  generally.  He  was  an  emi¬ 
nent  lawyer,  refined  gentleman  and  sincere  Christian,  identified  with  the  most 
prominent  benevolent  efforts  of  Philadelphia,  and  distinguished  alike  for 
energy  and  ability  in  the  discharge  of  his  many  important  public  trusts.  His 
administration  just  closed  was  a  brilliant  one  for  Odd  Fellowship;  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  which  will  be  a  model  for  his  successors.  He  was  an  admirable  pre- 
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siding  officer,  officiating  with  dignity  and  suavity  of  manner,  combined  with 
great  parliamentary  skill.  Take  him  all  in  all,  his  style  was  eminently  that  of 
a  thorough-bred  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  but  few  specimens  of  which  com¬ 
paratively  are  met  with  in  life.” 

Philadelphia,  April  26th,  1869. 

“Brother  Samuel  Perkins,  Past  Grand  Sire,  I  met  to-day  on  the  platform  of 
the  Academy  of  Music,  after  a  lapse  of  thirty  years,  not  having  seen  him  since 
his  Sireship.  He  sat  immediately  behind  me  on  the  stage;  and,  during  the 
address,  testified  his  approbation  by  audible  expressions.  When  I  had  conclu¬ 
ded  the  semi-centenary  oration,  he  joined  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and 
other  distinguished  citizens,  in  the  remark,  that  the  speech  would  be  read  in 
after  years,  with  far  greater  interest  than  had  been  displayed  by  the  audience  , 
the  idea  being  that  the  paper  was  doubtless  designed  rather  as  a  memoir  for 
historic  purpose,  than  for  present  value.  In  this  sentiment,  I  concurred,  such 
having  been  my  purpose.  We  had  a  most  charming  interview,  in  which  the 
past  was  referred  to  with  exceeding  gratification,  and  even  emotion  on  his 
part ;  and  his  love  for  the  Order  was  over  and  over  again  repeated.”

To  the  R.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  is  again  called  upon  to  offer  a  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  one  of  her  most  illustrious  sons. 

On  the  10th  of  April  last,  P.  G.  Master  Newell  Aldrich  Thompson  was 
summoned  from  the  busy  and  active  scenes  of  life  to  be  added  to  the 
myriad  cohorts  of  the  dead.  Entering  our  moral  vineyard  as  a  fellow 
toiler,  his  energy,  activity  and  perseverance  soon  won  for  him  the  respect, 
love  and  esteem  of  his  brethren,  who  opened  the  way  with  willing  hands 
and  unanimous  voice  to  the  highest  honors  in  their  power  to  bestow. 

Brother  Thompson  was  made  an  Odd  Fellow  in  Suffolk  Lodge  No.  8, 
located  in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  spring  of  1842.  A  fortuitous  circum¬ 
stance  placed  in  his  hands  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Mas-  -> 
sa  husetts  Lodge  No.  1,  and  from  its  perusal  he  saw  the  germ  of  an  institc- 
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tion  destined,  in  the  golden-promise  light  of  the  future,  to  occupy  a  high, 
useful  and  practical  position  among  the  great  philanthropies  of  the  age. 
Unsolicited  he  applied  to  Suffolk  Lodge  for  admission,  and  became  imme¬ 
diately  interested  in  the  practical  details  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Official  positions  in  subordinate  grades  were  crowded  upon  him,  and  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  1843,  he  was  elected  Noble  Grand  of  his  Lodge.  On  the  first  of  Febru¬ 
ary,  1844,  he  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  and  was  elected  its 
Grand  Master  on  the  seventh  of  August,  1845.  During  his  official  year,  there 
were  chartered  in  his  jurisdiction  forty-two  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  they  were 
instituted  either  by  himself  personally,  or  under  his  immediate  supervision. 
Odd  Fellowship  at  that  time  in  Massachusetts  was  fast  rising  from  nadir  to 
zenith,  and  in  the  enthusiasm  of  the  hour  it  required  a  skilful  pilot  to  prevent 
rt  from  shipwreck  upon  the  waves  of  prosperity. 

At  no  period  in  the  hisiory  of  Massachusetts’  Odd  Fellowship  did  our  State 
so  much  need  an  energetic,  efficient  and  responsible  executive  officer.  Grand 
Master  Thompson  was  fully  equal  to  the  emergency.  Gifted  by  nature  with  a 
commanding  presence,  with  keen  and  quick  perceptions,  he  grasped  intuitively 
complex  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and  with  a  singularly  critical  power  enun¬ 
ciated  his  opinions  and  decisions  with  promptness  and  impartiality.  In  Sep¬ 
tember,  1846,  he  first  appeared  in  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  as  Representative  from  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts,  and  during  that  session  was  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Sire. 

The  urbanity  and  courtesy  of  his  bearing  while  a  member  of  this  body  in¬ 
spired  for  him  the  respect,  and  won  for  him  the  esteem,  of  his  associates  on  this 
floor.  In  1854  and  ’55  he  again  appeared  in  this  Grand  Lodge  as  a  Eepresen¬ 
tative  from  Massachusetts,  and  in  the  latter  year  was  chairman  of  the  important 
Committee  of  Finance. 

During  the  last  Annual  Session  of  this  body,  at  Baltimore,  in  September 
1813,  he  was  present  as  a  visitor,  and  received  a  cordial  greeting  from  his 
old  associates  and  friends.  In  the  later  years  of  his  life,  amid  the  active 
cares  and  duties  of  a  successful  business  career,  he  found  time  to  continue 
his  professional  relations  with  the  Order,  and  was  ever  ready  with  voice, 
pen,  and  purse  to  advance  the  interests  and  welfare  of  an  institution  he 
loved  so  well. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  Director  in  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Boston,  and  was  instrumental  in  projecting  and  building  the 
beautiful  temple  that  is  the  pride  of  our  Order  and  an  ornament  to  our  city. 

In  political,  civil,  and  military  life,  Bro.  Thompson  was  called  to  till  im¬ 
portant  trusts,  and  received  the  commendation  of  his  fellow-citizens  for  the 
zeal  and  integrity  wTith  which  he  discharged  every  duty.  In  the  City  and 
State  government  he  was  honored  with  responsible  positions,  and  during  a 
heated  political  canvass  was  elected  a  Counsellor  to  his  excellency  the 
Governor. 

It  is  to  such  faithful  laborers  in  every  vocation  of  life  that  we  may  apply 
the  Scriptural  benediction,  “  Well  done  good  and  faithful  servant.”

ELECTION  AND  INSTALLATION  OF  THE  OFFICERS 


OP  THE 

RIGHT  WORTHY  GRAND  LODGE 


OF  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 


The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  on  the  same  day, 
to  wit :  the  second  day  of  the  communication,  at  which  officers  are  to  be 
elected.  The  nomination  of  each  officer  shall  be  immediately  succeeded  by 
the  election  for  the  same,  and  before  the  nomination  and  election  for  the 
next  officer.  [Con.  Art.  15,  Sec  2.] 

Previous  to  going  into  an  election  of  officers  the  Grand  Sire  shall  ap¬ 
point  two  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  act  a.s  tellers,  who  shall  receive 
the  votes,  count  the  same,  and  announce  the  result  of  the  election  to  the 
Grand  Sire. 

The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  M.  G.  Grand  Sire,  R.  W. 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  R.  W.  Grand  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary,  and  R.  W. 
Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  biennially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in 
September;  and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  said  stated  communication.  [Con.  Art.  3,  Sec  1.] 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  installation,  the  following  will  be  the 
proceeding : 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  will  designate  two  Past  Grand  Sires  (if  present)  to 
present  the  Grand  Sire  elect  for  installation,  and  two  P.  G.  Sires,  or  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  each  to  present  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  elect,  the  Grand  Corres¬ 
ponding  and  Recording  Secretary  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  elect.  The 
officers  elect  and  their  escort  will  form  in  the  ante-room,  according  to  rank, 
without  regalia,  and  be  conducted  by  the  Grand  Marshal,  in  silence,  to  the 
front  of  the  Chair,  and,  when  arrived,  the  Grand  Sire  will  call  up  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  proceed  as  follows : 

Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Brothers — You  are  desired  to  remain  standing 
whilst  P.  G. - ,  of  the  State  of - ,  is  installed  into  the  highly  impor- 
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tent  station  of  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the 
United  States. 

(The  Grand  Sire  elect  is  then  formally  presented  to  the  Chair  by  name,  by  a 
member  of  the  Commiltee  on  Presentation.) 

P.  G. - :  The  office  of  Grand  Sire  is  the  most  exalted  station  in 

our  Order.  The  honored  incumbent  of  that  office  has  under  his  care  the 
various  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  such  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments 
as  work  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sire 
to  have  all  these  Lodges  and  Encampments  conducted  by  their  respective 
officers  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  principles  and  objects  of  our  be¬ 
loved  institution,  as  well  as  in  strict  conformity  to  its  laws.  The  Grand  Sire 
must  at  all  times  cause  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  be 
impartially  enforced,  and  uniformity  to  be  preserved  not  only  in  the  degrees 
and  charges,  but  in  the  manner  of  working  generally.  He  must  decide 
promptly  all  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  him  by  any  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Encampment,  or  by  any  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encamp¬ 
ments  that  are  more  immediately  the  objects  of  his  care  and  guardianship. 
In  all  his  acts  it  is  his  duty  to  endeavor  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  brother¬ 
hood,  and,  in  the  event  of  any  unfortunate  dissension  in  the  Order,  to  exert 
his  ability  to  reconcile  it.  When  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  session  it  is  his 
duty  to  preside  and  enforce  decorum.  All  these  duties  are  required  to  be 
performed  impartially  and  efficiently,  and  yet  with  a  paternal  solicitude 
that  would  command  respect  for  the  venerated  head  of  a  great  and  honora¬ 
ble  family.  Therefore  patient  and  laborious  investigation,  and  the  exercise 
of  a  souud  and  discriminating  judgment,  are  indispensable  qualities  in  the 
administration  of  this  important  office  ;  and  the  more  so  from  the  fact  that 
there  can  be  no  appeal  from  any  decision  made  by  the  Grand  Sire  during 
the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

With  the  knowledge  thus  imparted  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  office,  are  you  willing  to  accept  it  ? 

Answer. - 

Then,  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  those  duties,  it 
necessary  to  take  the  obligation  of  office.  Place  yourself  in  the  proper  atti¬ 
tude,  and  repeat  after  me: 

I, - ,  in  the  presence  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 

Odd  Fellows,  and  by  all  the  obligations  I  have  taken,  the  degrees  I  have  re¬ 
ceived,  and  the  privileges  and  benefits  to  which  I  am  thereby  entitled,  do 
solemnly  and  sincerely  promise  that  I  will  perform,  to  the  extent  of  my 
ability,  the  duties  of  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
in  accordance  with  the  charge  I  have  just  received,  without  favor  or  parti¬ 
ality  to  Lodges  or  individuals.  To  all  which  I  pledge  my  sacred  honor. 

(The  Grand  Sire  officiating  will  then  direct  the  newly  installed  Grand  Sire 
to  be  clothed  in  his  appropriate  regalia,  when  he  will  be  conducted  to  the 
seat  specially  prepared  for  him  on  the  right  of  the  Chair.) 

(The  Deputy  Grand  Sire  elect  will  now  be  presented  for  installation,  and 
introduced  by  name,  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Presentation.) 

Officiating  G.  Sire. — P.  G. - :  The  recapitulation  just  made  of  the 

•duties  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  this  Order  will  have  satisfied  you  of  the  weighty 
responsibilities  devolving  upon  that  officer.  The  station  of  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  to  which  you  have  been  chosen,  requires  administrative  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  an  equally  high  character ;  for,  besides  the  performance  of  the  pe¬ 
culiar  duties  of  the  office  upon  which  you  are  entering,  you  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  perform  those  of  the  yet  higher  station  of  Grand  Sire,  whenever 
that  officer  is  absent  or  unable  to  discharge  its  duties.  Are  you  willing  to 
•accept  the  office  and  pledge  yourself  to  the  faithful  performance  of  all  its 
•duties  to  the  extent  of  your  ability  ? 

Answer, - - 


An  obligation  is  a  prerequisite  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  your  office. 
Place  yourself  in  the  proper  attitude,  and  repeat  after  me. 

I, - ,  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order 

of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  United  States,  by  all  the  obligations  I  have  taken, 
the  degrees  I  have  received,  and  the  privileges  and  benefits  to  which  I  am 
thereby  entitled,  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  promise  that  I  will  perform,  to 
the  extent  of  my  ability,  the  duties  of  D.  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  charge  of  my  office,  without 
favor  or  partiality  to  Lodges  or  individuals;  and  that  I  will  aid  and  support 
the  Grand  Sire  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  diligently  perform  them 
during  his  absence.  To  all  which  I  pledge  my  sacred  honor, 

(The  Deputy  Grand  Sire  will  be  clothed  in  his  appropriate  regalia,  and  be 
conducted  to  the  seat  immediately  on  the  right  of  the  newly  installed  Grand 
Sire.) 

(The  Grand  Secretary  elect  will  next  be  introduced  by  name  by  a  member 
of  the  Committee  of  Presentation.) 

Grand  Sire — P.  G. :  The  preservation  of  a  truthful  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge ;  the  superintendence  of  the  arrangement  and  adjust¬ 
ment  of  its  accounts  in  such  a  manner  as  to  command  the  confidence  of  all 
parties  interested  therein;  and  the  management  of  its  business  correspond¬ 
ence  with  promptitude  and  precision,  are  all  objects  of  the  greatest  import¬ 
ance  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs, of  this  Order,  which  are  committed 
to  the  care  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  That  these  respective  duties  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  performed  with  fidelity  we  have  ample  guarantee  in  your  past 
service.  Place  yourself  in  the  proper  attitude,  and  repeat  after  me  the 
obligation  of  office. 

I, - ,  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  do  sincerely  promise  and 

declare,  by  all  the  obligations  I  have  taken,  and  all  the  privileges  and 
bentit.s  to  which  I  am  entitled  in  this  Order,  that  I  will  truly  and  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  by  keeping  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
seeing  that  correct  accounts  are  kept  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed, 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  acting  in  all  things  in  accordance  with  the 
constitution  and  laws.  To  all  which  I  pledge  my  sacred  honor. 

(The  worthy  brother,  after  having  been  clothed  in  his  appropriate  regalia, 
will  assume  the  seat  assigned  to  the  Grand  Secretary.) 

(The  Grand  Treasurer  elect  will, now  be  presented  and  introduced  by 
name,  by  a  member  of  the  Presentation  Committee.) 

Grakd  Sire,  P.  G. - The  office  which  you  have  been  selected  to  fill  is  one  of 

the  most  responsible  connected  with  this  body,  involving  a  heavy  accountability 
in  the  security  and  safe  keeping  of  its  funds.  The  obligation  about  to  be  admin¬ 
istered  and  the  laws  will  iully  instruct  you  in  its  duties.  Place  yourself  in  the- 
proper  attitude,  and  repeat  alter  me  the  obligation. 

I,  - - ■,  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  do  sin¬ 

cerely  promise  and  declare,  by  all  the  obligations  I  have  taken,  the  degrees  I 
have  received,  and  the  privileges  and  benefits  to  which  I  am  thereby  entitled, 
that  I  will  truly  and  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd- 
Fellows;  that  I  will  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  me  by  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  or  by  a  committee  duly  authorized  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  after  having  received  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  a  copy  of  the  resolution  authorizing  the  same  ;  that  I  will  deliver  all 
books  and  pay  all  moneys  of  the  Lodge  in  my  possession  to  my  successor  in 
office  ;  and  that  I  will  not  wrong  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  value  of  any  thing. 

The  brother,  after  having  been  clothed  in  appropriate  regalia,  will  take  the 
seat  assigned  to  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer;  to  the  right  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

(The  Grand  Lodge  will  be  seated.) 

Tke  newly  installed  Grand  Sire  will  now  announce  his  appointed  officers- 
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to  the  Lodge,  one  at  a  time,  and  the  officiating  Grand  Sire  will  put  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  approval  on  each  appointment  as  it  is  announced. 

Officiating  G.  Sire:  The  R  W.  Grand  Marshal  will  please  present  the  ap¬ 
pointed  officers  for  installation.  (When  this  group  is  conducted  to  the 
front  of  the  chair,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  called  up,  and  the  officiating 
Grand  Sire  will  proceed.) 

The  brethren  will  remain  standing  whitest  the  appointed  officers  are  duly  in¬ 
stalled.  Ihe  appointees ,  including  the  assistant  Grand  Secretary ,  ( who  will  be 
presented  first,)  will  then  be  introduced,  bg  name  and  title ,  to  the  presiding  officer, 
by  ihe  Grand  Marshal ,  one  at  a  time,  in  the  order  designated,  by  the  following 
ceremonies — and  each  one,  after  he  is  obligated  or  charged,  will  be  clothed  in  ap¬ 
propriate  regalia : 

The  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  will  be  presented  and  charged  as  follows  : 

Officiating  Grand  Sire. — P.  G.  - :  You  have  been  appoint¬ 

ed  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  perform  the  duties  of  your  office,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  as  from  time  to  time  defined  by  law,  with  promptitude  and  fidelity. 
To  you  is  entrusted  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  between  this  Grand  Lodge, 
State  Jurisdictions,  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  Subordinate  Encampments  under 
its  immediate  jurisdiction,  and  individuals,  of  which  you  will  render  a  correct 
statement  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  a  detailed  account  of  all  sup¬ 
plies  on  hand,  received  and  disbursed  during  each  year,  at  any  time  he  may 
ask  for  the  same,  and,  especially,  at  the  termination  of  each  fiscal  year.  While 
the  Grand  Lodge  is  in  session,  you  will  assist  the  Grand  Secretary  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties ;  you  will,  therefore,  be  seated  on  his  right. 

Do  you  assent  to  the  foregoing  ?

THE  GRAND  CHAPLAIN  WILL  BE  PRESENTED. 

Officiating  G.  Sire. — Worthy  and  most  Rev.  Brother:  In  inducting  you 
into  the  office  of  Grand  Chaplain,  to  which  you  have  been  called  amongst 
us,  it  is  only  my  privilege  to  say  that  for  this  sacred  station  no  charge  or 
obligation  is  prescribed  by  our  laws.  The  office  is  one  of  too  high  and  too 
holy  a  character  for  any  earthly  tribunal  such  as  ours  to  measure  the  depth 
of  its  responsibilities,  and  we  would  not  presume  to  give  instruction  con¬ 
cerning  the  ministration  of  its  sacred  duties.  You  will  be  seated  to  the 
right  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

THE  GRAND  MARSHALL  WILL  BE  PRESENTED. 

Officiating  G.Sire. — P.G. - :  Having  been  honored  with  the  appoint¬ 

ment  of  Grand  Marshal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  becomes  your  duty,  besides 
arranging  and  directing  its  members  when  in  procession,  to  be  always  in  at¬ 
tendance  upon  the  sessions  ot  the  Body,  acting  as  a  ministerial  officer  in  the 
business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  in  the  preservation  of  order.  The  Worthy 
Grand  Marshal  will  conduct  you  to  your  appropriate  seat  to  the  left  of  the 
chair. 


THE  GRAND  GUARDIAN  WILL  BE  PRESENTED. 

Officiating  G.  Sire. — P.  G. - :  As  the  Grand  Guardian  of  this  Grand 

Lodge  it  is  your  duty  to  prove  every  Grand  Representative  before  you  ad¬ 
mit  him.  You  must  not  permit  any  brother  to  enter  during  the  transaction 
of  business  unless  he  is  qualified  under  the  law  to  witness  the  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge.  You  will  now  assume  your  proper  station  at  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  door  that  leads  into  this  hall. 

THE  GRAND  MESSENGER  WILL  BE  PRESENTED. 

Officiating  G.  Sire. — P.  G. - You  are  appointed  Grand  Messenger  of 

this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge.  Your  constant  attendance  during  the  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  is  absolutely  necessary,  that  you  may  superintend  what- 
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ever  contributes  to  the  comfort  of  its  members.  Your  seat  is  in  front  of 
the  Grand  Secretary.

Strike  out  all  after  the  word  “to”  in  the  first  line,  of  paragraph  3,  and 
insert  the  following  :  “  So  divide  the  ranks  that  those  in  uniform,  and  those 
without  it  shall  march  in  separate  divisions.”

This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Universal  Sovereignty  ot  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  (American.) 

The  following  was  presented: 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  undersigned,  Representatives  from  the  State  of  New  York,  desire  to 
enter  this  their  solemn  protest  against  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
this  day  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Morning  Star  Lodge  from  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  following  grounds, 
viz  :  1st,  That  no  return,  as  recognized  by  the  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  has 
ever  been  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  ;  2d,  That  the  committee 
to  whom  this  subject  was  referred  was  appointed  by  this  R.  W.  Body,  in  the 
tollowing  resolution,  viz  :  ‘‘That  the  matter  of  appeal  of  Morning  Star  Lodge, 
No.  128,  oi  New  York,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  referre  1  to  a  special  com- 
mitte  of  seven,  to  hear  the  parties,  interested ,  and  report  at  the  present  session;’7 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  was  never  heard,  or  had  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  before  that  committee  ;  3d,  That  under  the  call  for  the  previous 
question,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Netv  fork  had  no  opportunity,  and  were  cut 
off  from  being  heard  as  to  the  merits  of  the  matter ;  4th,  That  the  action  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  was  predicated  upon  a  report  of  a  statement  of  facts  not 
emanating  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  On  these  grounds  we  do 
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protest  against  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  the  report  of  the 
special  committee,  as  tending  to  uphold  Subordinate  Lodges  in  open  violation 
of  the  laws  and  mandates  of.  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  several  States.

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Committee  on  Grand  Bodies  not 
represented,  was  considered  and  adopted.

To  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

In  the  appeal  of  Bro.  H.  T.  Dorrance,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California,  in  the  case  of  Geo.  W.  Lewis,'  V.  G.,  vs.  Fountain 
Lodge,  No.  198,  of  that,  jurisdiction,  your  commmittee  has  to  report  as  fol¬ 
lows,  viz. : 

The  said  Geo.  W.  Lewis,  V.  G.,  was,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  one  of  the 
General  Relief  Committee,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  the  city  of  Oakland,  California, 
the  regular  meetings  of  which  are,  by  provision  of  its  constitution,  held  on 
Sunday. 

Vice  Grand  Lewis  failed  to  attend  sundry  meetings  of  said  Committee, 
and  on  report  thereof  being  made  to  his  Lodge,  he  offered  as  a  reason  for 
non-performance  of  the  prescribed  duties  the  plea  of  conscientious  scruples, 
nd  the  statement  “  that  he  could  not  attend  such  meetings  on  Sunday  with¬ 
out  violating  the  laws  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  the  obligations  assumed  at 
initiation,”  whereupon  the  N.  G.  imposed  four  fines  of  two  dollars  each  for 
non-attendance  upon  as  many  meetings. 

Upon  Bro.  Lewis  appealing  to  the  Lodge  from  the  judgment  of  the  N.G., 
the  Lodge  sustained  the  N.  G.  Bro.  Lewis  then  appealed  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 
of  his  district,  who  reversed  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  and  of  the  Lodge. 
Thereupon  the  Lodge  appealed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  who  reversed 
the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.M.  and  sustained  the  Lodge  and  its  N.  G.  This 
decision  of  tiie  Grand  Master  was  finally  affirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California,  and  from  this  action  Past  Grand  Master  Dorrance  appeals  to  this 
Grand  Body. 

it  is  unnecessary  here  to  review  the  various  arguments  advanced  by  the 
several  parties  in  justification  of  their  conclusions.  To  your  committee 
the  question  appears  one  of  conscience. 
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First — Article  1747,  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  forbids  the  holding  of  any  meeting 
on  Sunday,  by  Lodges  or  Encampments,  for  work  or  business,  other  than  for 
funeral  purposes.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  Lodges  and 
Encampments  are  forbidden  thus  to  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  on 
Sunday,  committees  of  Lodges,  if  they  shall  choose  to  adopt  for  themselves 
another  rule,  cannot  oblige  the  members  thereof  to  attend  in  violation  of  their 
conscientious  scruples,  and  that  a  Lodge  has  no  right  to  require  attendance  of 
its  officers  or  members  at  such  meetings,  or  to  inflict  a  penalty  for  such  non- 
attendance. 

Second — The  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  goes  forth  to  its  work  holding  in  its 
hands  the  assurance  that  it  does  not  require  of  those  who  lay  their  vows 
upon  its  altars  any  opinion  or  act  that  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  “  exalted 
duties  they  may  owe  to  their  God,  their  country,  their  families  or  them¬ 
selves,”  and  it  is  asking  too  much  of  a  brother,  after  admitting  him  into  the 
Order  under  such  a  stipulation,  to  require  him  to  perform  an  act  that  would 
outrage  his  conscience,  or  in  failure  thereof,  present  him  the  alternative  of 
resigning  his  office  or  his  membership  in  an  Order  which  he  entered  in  full 
faith  upon  the  sincerity  of  its  assurances. 

From  these  considerations  your  committee  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Past  Grand  Dorrance,  of  California,  be  sus¬ 
tained,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  be  directed  to  require  of 
Fountain  Lodge,  No.  198,  of  that  jurisdiction,  the  refunding  to  Bro.  George 
W.  Lewis,  Y.  G.,  of  the  fines  exacted  from  him-

The  nominations  having  been  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  nominees  were  charged  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  and  conducted  to 
their  respective  seats. 

The  Grand  Sire  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Representatives  :  You  have  called  me  by  your  unanimous  voice  to 
fill  this  the  highest  office  within  your  gift,  and  fully  appreciating  the  com¬ 
pliment  I  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me  with 
much  distrust  in  my  own  ability  to  fully  meet  your  expectations.  I  am 
fully  aware  you  have  not  thus  bestowed  this  unmerited  honor  upon  me 
as  a  mere  compliment.  I  shall,  therefore,  briug  to  the  discharge  of  these 
high  and  delecate  duties  my  best  mental  and  physical  energies.  This  Body 
deservedly  enjoys  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  its  constituency — being  the 
legislative  and  judicial  head  of  the  Order.  It  is  also  the  centre  in  which 
is  fostered,  and  trom  which  flows  the  pure  sentiments  of  benevolence  and 
truth.  The  influence  this  Body  exerts  over  its  subordinates — the  confidence 
and  esteem  in  which  it  is  held  by  them  far  excels  that  of  any  other  legisla¬ 
tive  or  judicial  organization.  These  considerations  should  impress  upon  us 
the  importance  of  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  our  duties.  When  I  consider 
the  magnitude  of  this  work — the  exalted  principles  it  is  intended  to  es¬ 
tablish  and  perpetuate,  I  am  profoundly  impressed  with  the  responsibility 
which  rests  upon  all  who  are  engaged  therein.

Repre¬ 
sentatives,  who  are  charged  with  the  sovereign  judical  and  legislative 
power  of  this  Order,  and  to  these,  my  brother  officers,  I  shall  at  all  times 
look  lor  friendly  aid,  counsel  and  advice.  Wishing  you  and  each  of  you  a 
safe  return  to  home,  family  and  friends,  along  and  prosperous  future,  and 
returning  to  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  this  mark  of  your  continued  con¬ 
fidence,  I  now  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  exalted  position.

Bro.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies :

Resolved ,  That  nothing  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Street  Uni¬ 
form  for  Patriarchs,  shall  be  construed  to  affect  Encampment  members 
already  uniformed,  unless  so  desired  by  them,  except  in  so  far  as  it  pro¬ 
vides  for  a  distinction  for  officers. 

Rep.  Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  thaj:  the  Grand  Lodge  do  now 
adjourn  sine  die,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Lodge  being  called  up,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  J.  W.  Yen- 
able,  addressed  the  Throne  of  Grace  as  follows : 

Almighty  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open,  all  desires  known,  and 
from  whom  no  secrets  are  hidden,  regard,  we  beseech  Thee,  our  humble  supplica¬ 
tions.  Without  Thy  help  no  human  enterprise  can  permanently  prosper;  grant 
that  Thy  blessing  may  attend  all  our  efforts  in  the  cause  of  benevolence,  and  that 
our  beloved  Order  may  become  a  powerful  agency  in  Thy  hands  for  good. 
We  thank  Thee  for  the  privileges  we  have  enjoyed  during  this  session,  and 
pray  that  our  legislation  may  result  in  lasting  benefit  to  the  fraternity.  We 
now  commend  ourselves  to  Thy  divine  protection  :  preserve  us  from  all 
perils  and  dangers  on  our  homeward  journey,  and  permit  us  in  due  time  to 
reassemble  in  peace  and  love. 

Remember  the  widows  and  orphans  in  their  distress,  and  relieve  their  neces¬ 
sities.  Make  us  ever  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  enabling  us  so  to  serve 
Thee  in  this  life,  as  finally  to  obtain  Thy  heavenly  promises.  “  Our  Father, 
who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth,  as  itis  donein  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  Forgive 
us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  Lead  us  not  into 
temptation ;  but  deliver  us  from  evil.  For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the 
power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Whereupon  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire,  proclaimed  the  Lodge  adjourned  sine  die.
